REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.    The  on- 
going program  of  the  Council  reflects  not  so  much  any  direction 
on  my  part  as  it  does  the  effectiveness  of  our  own  professional 
staff  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  those  vho  have  served  on  our 
Commissions  and  Committees. 

I  would  especially  like  to  speak  of  our  staff.  The  Reverend 
Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley  has  most  ably  served  as  the  Executive  Director. 
Much  of  the  actml  direction  of  the  Council  activities  falls  upon 
his  shoulders.  During  the  past  year  even  many  of  the  duties  of 
the  President  have  fallen  upon  him.  I  cannot  fail,  in  any  report 
that  I  give,  to  express  on  your  "behalf  and  personally  our  sincere 
appreciation  for  his  effective  labors. 

In  the  same  breath,  I  would  point  to  a  second  member  of  our 
staff.    The  Reverend  Jack  Crum,  our  Director  of  Christian  Social 
Action.    As  our  representative  he  has,  as  his  report  will  show, 
most  ably  arranged  and  carried  out  a  statewide  conference  dealing 
with  one  our  most  critical  problems,  i.e.  Race  Relations.    He  has 
offered  his  services  in  the  name  of  the  Council  to  mediate  in 
troubled  areas.    He  has  spoken  in  many  places,  bringing  to  bear 
Christian  principles  where  it  is  often  very  easy  to  substitute 
expediency,  a  wait-and-see  policy,  indifference  or  even  selfish- 
ness.   He  certainly  has  fulfilled  the  hopes  of  many  of  us  in  the 
establishment  of  this  office. 

Thirdly,  though  not  in  importance,  I  would  call  your  attention 
to  the  Reverend  Charles  L.  Herron,  our  Director  of  The  Migrant  Project. 
Not  too  many  years  ago  this  program  was  completely  a  volunteer 
program  to  a  small  nvimber  of  the  migrant  workers  who  came  to  our 
State,    Now  this  project  has  been  greatly  enlarged  by  the  securing 
of  Federal  funds.    You  will  hear  in  his  report  just  what  a  large 
program  this  has  become.    We  commend  him  in  his  work  and  are 
tharikful  that  he  saw  fit  to  serve  with  our  Council. 

To  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  our  Commissions  and  Committees, 
I  can  also  say  a  word  of  thanks.     It  is  so  easy  for  us  human  beings 
to  lose  ourselves  in  our  small  roimd  of  duties.    It  is  very  easy 
for  clergy,  especially,  to  get  lost  in  their  own  denominational 
program  and  to  spend  all  of  their  energies  and  skills  in  the  program 
of  the  congregation  and  their  immediate  jurisdictional  program. 
The  same,  I  am  sure  is  true  of  lay  persons.    The  Chairmen  and 
members  of  our  Commissions  and  Committees,  however,  have  shown  their 
local  and  denominational  leadership,  and  have  gone  beyond  this  and 
have  shared  with  all  of  us  their  abilities  in  developing  a  statewide 
program  for  all  of  the  ch-urches  affiliated  with  the  Council.  I 
would,  as  President,  thank  each  and  every  person  who  has  given  of 
his  time  and  ability  in  the  fiurthering  of  our  program. 
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Officially,  as  your  President,  I  have  presided  over  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  have  made  the  necessary 
appointments  to  Committees  or  Commissions.    I  have  had  several 
conferences  with  our  Executive  Director  to  determine  policy  and 
strategy.    I  have  appeared  officially  as  President  of  the  Council 
with  some  opening  remarks  at  the  time  of  our  Statewide  Churchmen's 
Conference  on  Civil  Rights. 

It  might  "be  well  to  end  my  report  by  encouraging  those  who 
often  get  criticism  for  their  part  in  the  Council's  program.  If 
there  were  no  conflict  "between  a  council's  program  and  the  world 
around  it,  either  of  two  conditions  exist:    either  the  Council 
has  heen  overcome  hy  the  world's  position  (and  so  makes  no  impact), 
Or  the  Kingdom  of  God  has  come.    If  the  world  were  indifferent  to 
us>  we  would  probably  be  dead  or  innocuous.    If  there  Is  opposition, 
then  possibly  God's  truth  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  man's  sin.

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RtetOR*  OF  1M  PRESIDENT  OF  UNITED  CHURCH  WOMEN 


The  report  of  the  President  is  the  report  of  the  entire 
Department  of  United  Church  Women  and  is  made  possible  hy  the 
work  of  many  women  working  together.    It  is  difficult  to  measure 
the  results  of  the  Christian  action  of  all  the  women  across  this 
state  of  ours.    We  do  have  some  figures  that  in  a  small  way  tell 
of  the  devotion  and  interest  of  the  women.    The  purpose  "to  unite 
church  women  in  their  allegiance  to  their  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ,  through  a  program  looking  to  their  integration  in  the 
total  life  and  work  of  the  church  and  to  the  building  of  a  world 
Christian  community"  is  a  very  serious  obligation  that  the  women 
gladly  accept  when  they  seek  to  bring  women  in  their  communities 
together  to  do  His  work. 

World  Day  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  506  communities,  reaching 
many  thousands  of  women.    l8,000  young  people  were  reached  through 
more  than  100  programs  and  there  were  many  services  for  children 
in  many  localities.    Total  offering  from  North  Carolina  exceeded 
$1^,000.    This  will  be  used  to  help  support  twelve  women's  colleges 
in  Africa,  India,  Pakistan,  Japan,  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and  Taiwan; 
provide  Christian  literature  for  women  and  children  in  Africa,  Asia, 
and  Latin  America;  contribute  to  Committee  on  Friendly  Relations 
among  Foreign  Students;  support  the  Migrant  Ministry  through  the 
Division  of  Home  Missions  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches;  and 
provide  religious  work  directors  among  Indian  American  youth  and 
assistance  in  transition  to  urban  life. 

May  Fellowship  Day,  the  first  Friday  in  May,  was  observed  by 
33  local  councils  with  an  attendance  of  3500  and  an  offering  of 
approximately  $l400. 

World  Community  Day,  observed  the  first  Friday  in  November, 
has  not  been  fully  reported,  but  to  date  29  councils  have  reported 
an  attendance  of  more  than  2000  with  an  offering  of  $1900,  3586  pounds 
of  clothing,  almost  2000  personal  hygiene  kits,  and  773  smocks  con- 
tributed.   Behind  these  figures  are  many,  many  thrilling  stories. 
International  students  in  many  communities  were  honored  on  this  day. 
In  Black  Mountain  the  program  was  given  by  young  men  on  a  panel 
representing  Korea,  Jordan,  The  Fiji  Islands,  and  Sarawak,  Borneo. 
In  Mount  Airy  a  former  Peace  Corps  volunteer  to  Uigeria,  West 
Africa,  told  of  his  experiences  and  projects,  illustrating  them 
with  colored  slides.    In  Troy  Rev.  Ralph  Key  from  the  New  York 
Biblical  Seminary  was  the  speaker.    Ushers  were  white  and  Negro 
high  school  girls.    Mrs.  Hugh  Holcomb,  State  Chairman  of  Christian 
World  Relations,  presented  with  colored  slides  her  Study  Tour  of 
World  Peace  and  General  Welfare  in  countries  she  visited  last 
summer  -  Russia,  Poland,  England,  East  Germany,  Czechoslovakia, 
Sweden,  Switzerland,  and  England. 
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Space  does  not  permit  my  reporting  the  work  of  each  local 
council,  but  the  church  women  everywhere  are  doing  the  work  that 
needs  doing.    They  have  a  motto  of  looking  around  to  find  what 
tasks  need  to  be  done  and  then  doing  them.    This  includes  many 
varied  activities  from  turning  a  page  each  day  in  a  Bible  in  a 
glass  case  so  that  all  may  read  the  Word  of  God  to  raising 
money  and  operating  kindergartens  and  nurseries  for  under- 
privileged pre -school  children. 

United  Church  Women  of  North  Carolina  cooperates  in  the 
program  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  in  its  work 
with  migrants.    During  this  administration  three  new  station  wagons 
have  been  obtained  and  turned  over  to  the  Council.    The  ones  for 
1964  and  1965  were  obtained  with  S.  &  H.  Green  Stamps,  the  women 
giving  over  UOOO  S.  &  H.  Green  stamp  books  for  this  piirpose. 
Other  trading  stamps  (we  ask  for  all  kinds)  bought  projectors, 
screens,  playground  equipment,  and  many  other  items  used  by 
migrants.     In  196^^-  in  addition  to  the  "Harvester"  at  a  price  of 
$1900.00,  ua^J  made  a  contribution  of  $3500  in  cash  to  the  migrant 
program  and  in  I965  $2,138.56  was  contributed  in  cash  which,  with 
the  purchase  price  of  $2,272.50  for  the  Harvester,  makes  a  total 
contribution  of  $U,Ull.o6.    One  local  council  contributed  an  organ 
for  use  in  the  Harvester,    Many  hundreds  of  health  kits  were 
donated  and  the  clothes  closets  in  each  locality  were  well  stocked. 
This  has  enlisted  the  help  and  interest  of  many  women  and  we  hope 
to  see  the  program  grow  in  I966. 

This  is  the  last  report  that  I  shall  make  as  President.  I 
cannot  begin  to  enumerate  the  meetings  attended,  the  visits  and 
speeches  made  dxiring  the  last  three  years,  nor  the  miles  traveled 
in  North  Carolina  and  across  the  nation,  many  of  them  alone  and  : 
many  with  officers  and  committee  chairmen.    North  Carolina  sent 
officers  and  Department  Chairmen  to  the  National  Assembly  in  Kansas 
City  and  to  training    seminars  in  New  York  and  has  been  represented 
every  time  there  has  been  a  need.    Our  work  has  gone  forward  during 
this  time  although  at  times  it  has  been  fraught  with  crisis  and 
conflict.    The  work  and  support  of  dedicated  church  women,  working 
locally,  and  on  district  and  state  levels,  has  made  the  advance 
possible  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  help  and  support  given  me. 
To  those  who  will  be  carrying  on  the  work  I  would  like  to  quote 
a  sentence  or  two  from  the  farewell  message  of  Mrs.  W.  Murdoch 
MacLeod,  who  retired  at  the  end  of  I965  as  General  Director  of 
United  Church  Women.    These  words  appeared  in  the  December  I965 
CHURCH  WOMAN.     I  am  quoting  in  part: 

"Courage  to  you,  who  attempt  to  help  others  find  fuller  lives 
upon  which  to  build  an  orderly  world  and  who  attempt  to  build  an 
orderly  world  in  which  all  people  can  find  more  meaningful  lives. 

"Courage  to  you,  who  would  eliminate  poverty,  wipe  our  illiteracy 
and  provide  equal  employment  opportunity  for  all  people  regardless 
of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin. 
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"Courage  to  you,  who  amidst  controversy  and  questioning 
dare  to  express  convictions,  to  effect  needed  changes  and  to  "be 
the  Church  at  work  in  the  world. 

"Courage  to  you,  alert  to  the  changing  forms  of  the  Church's 
witness,  who  ask  for  wisdom  to  he  flexible  and  creative,  seeking 
to  he  avenues  of  His  healing,  unifying,  and  fulfilling  love, 

"Courage  to  you,  who  would  experience  Christian  fellowship 
at  a  deep  level  and  who  accept  oneness  through  Him  who  said, 
*Eehold,  I  make  all  things  new. ^ 

"Courage  to  you,  who  hear  these  words  of  yesterday,  today, 
and  tomorrow:     'Ee  strong  and  of  good  courage;  he  not  afraid, 
neither  he  thou  dismayed:  for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee 
whithersoever  thou  goest.'"

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 


The  major  event  in  the  Council's  work  diiring  I965  vas  the 
launching  of  the  Migrant  Project  following  the  Assembly's 
approval  of  the  general  plan  a  year  ago.    The  Committee  on 
Ministry  to  Migrants  prepared  proposals  which  were  submitted 
to  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportimity  and  resulted  in  obtaining 
a  federal  grant  of  ^270, kkk  for  programs  in  housing,  sanitation, 
day  care  for  children,  and  education.    The  Reverend  Charles  L. 
Herron,  Methodist  minister  of  Princeton,  Florida,  accepted  the 
call  to  become  Director  of  the  Project  and  undertook  his  work 
full  time  in  June,  making  his  office  in  Raleigh.    A  Steering 
Committee,  composed  of  eleven  members  and  advisors  from  the 
Committee  on  Ministry  to  Migrants,  has  worked  with  Mr.  Herron 
in  the  establishment  and  guidance  of  the  new  activities.  The 
Executive  Director  has  attended  six  meetings  of  the  Steering 
Committee  since  it  was  appointed,  and  is  greatly  impressed  with 
the  leadership  that  Mr.  Herron  is  giving.    We  owe  him  a  vote  of 
appreciation  for  undertaking  this  tremendous  task,  the  scope  of 
which  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  staff  required  in  the 
first  year  numbered  163  persons. 

Since  the  last  Assembly  the  Executive  Board  has  met  twice, 
in  May  at  Winston- Salem  and  in  November  at  Black  Mountain.  The 
Administrative  Committee  has  met  once.    During  tljat  tizie  the 
following  committees  have  met:    Ministry  to  Migrants  ( ^hree  times). 
General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  (twice).  Ministry  for 
Overseas  Relief  (twice).  Annual  Meeting,  Camping,  Famij.y  Life 
Education,  College  Work,  Audio-visuals,  Ministry  in  State  and 
National  Parks,  Town  and  Country  Church,  Urban  Church,  and 
Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning.    Two  meetings  of  the 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action  were  held,  involving  the 
Committees  on  Alcohol  and  Narcotics,  Human  Relations,  Legislation 
and  Public  Morals ^  and  National  and  World  Affairs.    Reports  on 
the  activities  of  these  groups  will  be  included  in  the  commission 
reports.    The  Executive  Director  has  also  met  with  the  sub- committee 
of  the  Committee  .^n  Ministry  in  Institutions  to  plan  the  program 
of  the  1966  Pastors'  Conference,  the  Committee  on  Distinguished 
Service  Awards,  and  twice  with  the  inter-group  coriimittee  to  plan 
a  regional  workshop  on  camps,  conferences,  and  assemblies. 

A  visit  was  made  to  Doughton  Park  on  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway 
in  July  to  consult  with  the  student  minister  there.  Consultations 
concerning  the  weekly  religious  newscast  have  been  attended.  Two 
conferences  with  the  Council  President  were  held  at  Bl;:-.ck  Mountain, 
The  Council  was  represented  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church,    Two  questionnaires  have  been  sent  out,  one 
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to  gain  information  on  Bible  teaching  in  the  public  schools  and  the 
other  on  ecmenical  youth  activities.    Letters  were  sent  for  the 
Finance  Committee  to  denominational  heads  to  request  statistics 
upon  which  to  "base  our  proportionate  percentage  plan  of  support. 
Askings  were  then  sent  to  each  member  body,  and  a  follow-up 
requested  infonaation  about  action  taken  on  these  askings.  Three 
times  dxaring  the  year  letters  have  gone  to  persons  having  payments 
due  on  pledges  to  the  special  Christian  Social  Action  Fund. 
Regular  reminders  have  gone  out  to  local  congregations,  women's 
groups,  and  individuals  who  customarily  contribute  to  the  Covincil's 
regular  budget.    Individual  acknowledgement  is  made  of  all  gifts. 
Denominational  executives  were  informed  about  the  availability 
of  staff  members  to  speak  at  judicatorial  meetings;  this  letter 
also  asked  for  appointment  of  official  delegates  to  the  Council's 
Assembly  and  requested  nominations  for  the  panel  of  persons  repre- 
senting the  co-operative  work  of  the  chxorches  from  which  the 
Executive  Board  made  recommendations  to  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,    The  Coimcil  Office  handled  fpr  the  President  the 
correspondence  having  to  do  with  re-organization  of  the  twenty- 
three  program  committees  which  have  a  total  of  about  3^5  members. 
During  the  year  two  collections  of  usable  clothing  and  bedding  '" 
have  been  promoted  for  overseas  relief  through  our  seventeen 
Collection  Depots. 

Six  issues  of  The_  Church  Counc i  1  Bullet i n  have  been  edited 
and  sent  out  to  a  mailing  list' which  is  being  "built  up  to  include 
all  of  the  ordained  ministers  of  our  member  bodies  as  well  as 
everyone  having  an  official  relation  to  the  Council,  women's 
leaders,  persons  contributing  to  our  support,  and  a  nimiber  of 
others.    The  list  now  includes  31^5  names;  when  complete  it 
should  have  on  it  more  than  7000  names.    Forty-five  hundred 
copies  of  the  October  issue  of  the  Bulletin  were  delivered  to  the 
Peace  Booth  at  the  State  Fair  for  free  distribution. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  went  into  preparation  for  the 
Town  and  Country  Church  Seminar  which  was  held  in  May  in  joint 
sponsorship  with  N.  C.  State  University.    The  theme  of  the  meeting 
was  "The  Church  and  the  State  of  Society. "    The  program  was  of  a 
high  quality.    A  similar  conference  will  be  held  at  N.  C.  State 
on  April  25  and  26  of  this  year.  ,  ,  ,.  , 

To  represent  the  interests  of  the  Council  the  Executive 
Director,  as  recommended  by  the  Executive  Board,  attends 
significant  regional  or  national  meetings  when  possible. 
During  the  past  year  these  have  included  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Division  of  Christian  Education  in  Louisville  in  February, 
the  Third  Annual  Eastern  Regional  Migrant  Ministry  Conference 
at  Washington  in  March,  the  Association  of  Council  Secretaries 
at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin,  in  June,  the  Southeastern  Church 
World  Service -CROP  Committee  in  Atlanta  in  September,  and  the 
Appalachian  Planning  Commission  (now  known  as  the  Commission  on 
Religion  in  Appalachia)  at  Morgantown,  West  Virginia,  in  November. 
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The  Executive  Director  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  Council 
of  Churches  to  the  following:  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  in  Raleigh;  the  Southern  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Chxarch  (Acting  Conference  of  the  United  Church 
of  Christ)  at  Lexington;  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  at  Burlington;  the  Senior  High  Fellowship 
of  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church,  Durham;  the  Training 
Seminar  for  United  Church  Women  at  Burlington  and  their  four 
District  Meetings  at  Fort  Bragg,  Kinston,  Lenoir,  and  Winston- 
Salem;  the  Board  of  Managers  of  United  Church  Women  at  States- 
ville;  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary,  Wake  Forest;  an  adult 
class  in  Vacation  Church  School  of  Grace  United  and  First 
Presbyterian  Chiirches,  Newton;  District  Conference,  Church  of 
the  Brethren,  at  Mt,  Carmel  Church  near  Sparta;  men's  group 
of  Highland  Methodist  Church,  Raleigh;  a  class  at  Duke 
Divinity  School;  Clergy  Conference,  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina  at  Kinston  with  Mr.  Crum  and  Mr.  Herron; 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  United  Church  of  Christ, 
near  Troy;  Norlina  Methodist  Church;  and  Bethany  Methodist 
Church,  Durham. 

Preaching  engagements  have  been  filled  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Roanoke  Rapids,  for  their  three -day  period  of  Lenten 
services;  Howard  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  Tarboro  (twice); 
First  Methodist,  Lexington;  Blacknall  Memorial  Presbyterian, 
Durham;  Glade  Valley  and  Sparta  Presbyterian;  First  Presbyterian, 
Rocky  Mount;  University  Baptist,  Chapel  Hill;  St.  Stephen's 
Episcopal,  Durham;  and  Westview  Presbyterian,  Burlington  (three 
times).    The  Executive  Director  is  happy  to  fill  such  appointments. 

In  addition  to  meetings  of  the  Presbytery  of  Granville  and 
^nod  of  North  Carolina  of  his  own  denomination  (the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States),  the  Executive  Director  attended  meet- 
ings of  the  following  groups:    the  Raleigh  Council  of  Churches; 
United  Church  Women's  World  Day  of  Prayer  in  Durham;  the  World 
Affairs  Conference  in  Chapel  Hill;  the  N.  C.  Mental  Health  Asso- 
ciation and  N.  C.  Medical  Society  in  Raleigh;  the  Good  Neighbor 
Council  in  Durham;  the  Fellowship  of  Concern  at  Montreat;  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Raleigh;  and 
the  Southern  Conference  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  at  Elon 
College,    He  would  be  happy  to  receive  invitations  to  meetings  of 
the  Council's  constituent  bodies  during  the  coming  year. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Weekday 
Religious  Education  and  the  Council  President,  a  Consultation  on 
Federal  Aid  to  Education  was  held  in  Raleigh  in  April  for  church 
leaders.    Dr.  H.  Conrad  Hoyer,  Associate  Executive  Director  of  the 
Department  for  Councils  of  Churches  of  the  National  Council  of 
Chxirches,  discussed  the  implications  for  the  churches  of  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965. 
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In  June  the  Executive  Director  went  with  a  group  to  tirge 
Governor  Moore  to  continue  the  North  Carolina  Good  Neighbor  Council. 
During  Mr.  Crum's  trip  abroad  in  July  he  helped  vith  progranming 
for  the  Statewide  Churchmen's  Conference  on  Civil  Rights  and 
attended  this  conference  in  September. 

Co-operation  has  been  rendered  in  the  planning  and  promotion 
of  two  Regional  Conferences  on  the  Church's  Ministry  with  Children, 
one  held  at  Richmond  in  November  and  the  other  to  be  held  nesrr 
Covington,  Georgia,  March  15-17. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Council  Office  has  assembled  and  mimeo- 
graphed the  names  and  addresses  of  the  1225  international  students 
who  are  now  attending  the  colleges  and  universities  in  the  state. 
Local  churches  and  civic  club  are  encouraged  to  use  this  list  in 
extending  hospitality  to  these  young  men  and  women  from  abroad. 

At  the  request  of  the  women's  committee  which  promoted  the 
green  stamp  collection  to  obtain  the  new  "Harvester,"  the 
Executive  Director  handled  the  purchase  of  the  vehicle. 

During  December  and  January  a  major  portion  of  time  and 
energy  has  gone  into  preparations  and  publicity  for  the  Annual 
Meeting.    Throughout  the  year  routine  correspondence  requires  a 
great  deal  of  attention. 

The  outstanding  need  of  the  Council  at  this  time  is  for 
funds  with  which  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  expanding  program. 
Income  has  been  better  than  last  year  and  we  are  encouraged  by 
this.    However,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  over  the  past  few 
years  we  have  made  veiy  ambitious  increases  in  our  annual  budgets 
as  indicated  by  the  following  figiores: 
1963  budget  -  $3^,250 

ISSh  budget  -  $^^4,500  (30^  increase  over  I963) 

1965  budget  -  $55,581  {62fo  increase  over  1963) 

1966  budget  -  $60,000  (75^  increase  over  19^3 ) 

Even  considering  the  fact  that  the  1964  budget  included  income  from  the 
special  Christian  Social  Action  Fund,  we  find  that  we  have  committed 
ourselves  to  impressive  increases  in  the  last  two  years: 

1965  budget  -  30fo  increase  over  1964 

1966  budget  -  35?^  increase  over  1964 

In  order  to  meet  these  needs  we  must  get  generous  responses  from 
our  constituents.    The  assistance  of  the  Official  Delegates  in 
this  regard  is  urgently  requested. 

Tribute  has  been  paid  Mr.  Herron  for  his  work  in  the  Migrant 
Project.    Tribute  is  also  due  to  the  Reverend  J.  H.  Crvm  for  his 
inspiring  leadership  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Action,  and 
particularly  for  the  part  he  played  in  the  Statewide  Churchmen's 
Conference  on  Civil  Rights. 
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Sincere  thanks  go  to  all  who  have  taken  part  in  the  work  of 
the  Coiincil  dulring  the  past  year  through  the  Executive  Board,  the 
Department  of  United  Church  Women,  the  commissions,  and  the 
committees.    A  special  accolade  is  accorded  the  staff  in  the 
Coimcil  Office:    Mrs*  Jean  Vickel*s>  who  does  noble  work  in  the 
dual  capacity  of  Office  Secretary  and  Financial  Secretary,  and 
Mrs.  Helen  Brockwell  who  continues  her  loyal  and  effective  work 
as  Publications  Secretary. 

Last  of  all,  profound  appreciation  must  be  expressed  to 
our  Council  President,  Bishop  M.  George  Henry,  whose  never- 
failing  dedication,  sound  judgment,  administrative  skill,  and

The  purpose  of  these  visits  was  to  educate  both  growers 
and  laborers  concerning  the  value  of  good  sanitary  conditions, 
personal  hygiene,  and  safety. 

As  a  direct  result  of  this  effort,  we  witnessed  vastly 
improved  living  conditions  in  the  camps.    This  in  turn  improved 
the  lot  of  hundreds  of  entire  families. 
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Component  3^    Day  Care  and  Homemaker  Services 


In  addition  to  the  Lay  Care  Consultant  Aide,  ihO  persons  were 
employed  in  twenty  three  (23)  day  care  centers  located  in  nine 
counties. 

157^  children  have  received  50,100  days  of  care.    The  worth 
of  this  program  will  never  he  spelled  out  in  statistics.  Each 
day  of  care  represents  a  child  receiving  the  equivalent  of  three 
well  balanced  meals.  Each  child  being  provided  with  opportunities 
for  emotional,  mental,  and  social  growth;    good  physical  care; 
consistent  supervision,  protection,  and  affection.

Eighteen  homemakers  have  provided  counsel  to  the  families  of 
the  children  in  the  day  care  centers,  each  homemaker  serving 
twenty-five  families. 


Component     _  Housing  and  Rest  Stop 

Ten  counties  have  been  selected,  with  the  guidance  of  the 
Employment  Secin-ity  Commission,  as  good  sites  for  rest  stops. 
Leases  for  five  sites  have  already  been  obtained.    They  are 
located  in  the  follox'^ing  counties:  Bertie,  Lee,  Richmond,  Granville 
and  Brunswick. 

Bids  for  five  trailers  have  been  received.  We  hope  to  purchase 
these  trailers  in  April. 

The  Housing  Director  has  organized  volunteer  groups  to  maintain 
the  rest  stops  during  the  migrant  season. 

He  is  also  available  to  growers  who  need  counsel  in  improving 
their  migrant  housing  facilities. 


Component  Education 

This  program  was  contracted  to  local  school  systems  and 
private  organizations.     The  recipients  were  the  children  of 
migrant  and  other  seasonally  employed  farm  laborers. 
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Cptot?oneiit  j    Education  (Cont'd) 

The  goal  of  this  component  was  to  help  these  children  to 
become  responsible  contributing  members  of  society  by  meeting 
their  emotional,  physical,  social,  and  mental  needs.  Further- 
more, the  program  was  designed  to  maintain  and  strengthen  the 
skills  in  basic  academic  areas,  with  emphasis  on  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  language. 


Conclusion  : 

The  success  and  impact  of  the  program  was  dramatically 
demonstrated,  when  upon  urgent  request  of  individuals  and 
communities,  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and 
Migrant  Project  Staff  felt  compelled  to  ask  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportimity  to  amend  the  original  grant  so  the 
program  could  be  continued  through  the  winter  months. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  refused  to  approve 
additional  funds  under  Title  111-B.    However,  the  Migrant 
Project  shifted  funds  to  continue  the  Day  care  Services 
through  December  2h,  1965.    It  was  hoped  at  that  time  that  all 
centers  then  operating  could  be  transferred  to  Head  Start  Programs 
under  Title  11 -A. 

The  staff  of  the  Migrant  Project  will  be  working  in  the 
local  areas  to  help  prepare  proposals  for  funds  to  continue 
to  serve  those  in  desperate  need. 

The  staff  of  the  Migrant  Project  express  their  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  Council  of  Churches  for  making  it  possible 
to  serve  where  the  need  is  so  great  and  so  honestly  appreciated.

COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIO-VISUALS 
Landis  S.  Bennett,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Audio-visuals  met  in  Raleigh  on  November  12. 
The  consensus  of  the  meeting  was  that    there  is  need  for  such  a 
committee  to  serve  the  Council's  constituent  denominations  and  to 
coordinate  their  efforts. 

Projects  were  outlined  for  the  futtare,  as  follows: 

1.  Promotion  of  Audio-visual  Evaluation  Committees 
on  the  local  level  to  preview  and  evaluate  films  and 
filmstrips  for  the  Audio-visual  Resource  Guide, 

2.  Exchange  of  audio-visual  catalogues  among  the  AV 
libraries  of  the  constituent  communions. 

3.  Exploration  of  the  possibility  of  having  inter- 
denominational "Preview  Days"  at  strategic  locations  at 
stated  times  during  the  year. 

k.    Exploration  of  having  another  Audio -visual 
Workshop  in  North  Carolina  in  conjunction  with  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 

Dr.  Bennett  asked  to  be  relieved  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
Ted    L.  Daniel  was  nominated  to  serve  as  Temporary  Chairman. 


COMMITTEE  ON  CAMPING 
George  L.  Blackburn,  Chairman 

A  meeting  of  the  Camp  Committee  was  held  on  May  1^+,  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro,  with  some  twelve  members 
present.    We  evaluated  our  past  history  and  need  for  owr  continued 
existence,  and  feel  that  the  committee  should  be  continued.  From 
discussion  in  the  group  came  a  real  feeling  of  need  for  leadership 
in  planning  interdenominational  workshops  or  discussions  in  the 
areas  of  camping  trends  and  philosophy.    A  committee  was  appointed 
with  James  S.  R.  Tippens  as  chairman.    This  committee  met  in 
September  and  began  plans  for  such  a  meeting. 
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In  the  meantime)  it  has  "been  learned  that  our  efforts  would 
he  overlapping  to  some  degree  with  a  workshop  to  he  held  at  Camp 
Chestnut  Ridge,  April  25-29,  1966.    This  project  is  being  sponsored 
hy  representatives  of  N*  C.  State  University,  Methodists,  and  Baptists, 
It  is  recommended  that  we  cooperate  in  this  rather  than  try  to 
duplicate  it* 

A  committee  met  on  October  13th  to  go  ahead  with  plans  for 
this  workshop.    Unfortunately,  there  seems  to  be  an  attitude  of 
indifference  toward  camping;  hoVeVer>  it  is  a  vital  part  of  the 
church's  program  of  Christian  Education.    We  have  had  periods  of 
good  participation  in  leadership  training  in  the  past,  but  seem 
to  be  at  something  of  a  standstill  at  present.    Our  committee  will 
meet  some  time  following  the  April  workshop  to  evaluate  and  make 
plans  as  to  what  our  next  step  will  be. 


COMMITTEE  ON  COLLEGE  WORK 
Dan  Hensley,  Jr.,  Chairman 


The  College  Work  Committee  is  being  reactivated.    One  meeting 
of  this  Committee  was  held  last  fall.    Considerable  discussion  was 
given  to  the  structure  of  the  Committee,  its  past  activities,  and 
its  present  relationship  to  the  work  being  done  among  the  students 
by  the  various  denominations. 

It  was  proposed  that  a  seminar  for  all  college -level  leadership 
of  the  various  denominations  represented  in  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  be  held  in  the  late  spring  or  early  fall.    The  program, 
with  qualified  leadership,  speakers,  etc.,  would  be  directed  toward 
strengthening  those  who  are  working  with  college  students  on  the 
various  campuses  in  North  Carolina.    This  seminar  would  also  give 
the  Committee  an  opportunity  to  survey  and  evaluate  the  types  of 
programs  that  are  already  being  offered  to  the  college  student  in 
the  name  of  the  church. 

$500  will  be  needed  to  underwrite  this  seminar.    The  Executive 
Board  has  given  the  committee  authority  to  approach  the  college -level 
agencies  of  the  various  denominations  for  their  financial  support. 

There  was  an  enthusiastic  response  of  the  cotranittee  members 
at  the  initial  meeting.    They  have  a  deep  concern  for  a  vital  " 
ministry  to  college  students.    Should  the  seminar  indicate  a  vital 
need  for  an  overall  College  Work  Committee  in  this  State,  these 
committee  members  can  fulfill  that  need. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  FAMILY  LIFE  EDUCATION 
Kelly  J,  Wilson,  Jr« , Chairman 


The  Committee  on  Family  Life  Education  met  in  Durham  on  Jvme 
^th.    It  sought  to  outline  its  purposes  very  carefully.    One  of 
these  is  a  ministry  to  pastors  and  their  families,  with  the  possi- 
bility of  workshops  in  specific  areas.    Another  is  continuing  in- 
service  training  of  pastors  in  counseling  in  the  areas  of  sex  and 
family  life.    Approval  was  given  to  the  proposal  to  plan  for  a 
workshop  for  officers  of  ministerial  associations  to  educate  clergy- 
men as  to  the  purpose  of  and  help  available  from  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  in  the  field  of  family  life  education.  The 
question  was  raised  as  to  how  the  Church  might  better  co-operate 
with  domestic  relations  courts;  legislation  should  be  passed 
providing  for  professionally  trained  counselors  to  help  persons 
brought  into  such  courts.    Other  concerns  named  were:  mental 
health,  one-parent  families,  mixed  social  activities  at  too  early 
an  age,  observance  of  Christian  Family  Week,  planned  parenthood. 

T?wo  members  of  the  Committee  were  able  to  attend  the  October 
Conference  of  the  Family  Life  Council  held  in  Charlotte.  The 
Council  of  Churches  hasnenoership  in  the  Family  Life  Coimcil,  and 
a  representative  of  the  latter  will  be  invited  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 


COMyflTTEE  ON  SCOUTING 
Aubrey  Mauney,  Cbairman 


During  February  we  wrote  to  the  Executives  of  each  of  the 
twelve  Boy  Scout  Councils  serving  North  Carolina  urging  that 
they  throiogli  their  Chairrnan  of  Protestant  Church  Relationships 
endeavor  to  have  a  chaplain  on  their  summer  camp  staff  and  that 
he  attend  tlie  training  conference  conducted  under  the  direction 
of  Protestant  Rela  :;ionships  Service  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
either  at  Candler  School  of  Theology,  Atlanta,  or  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond.    Attendance  expenses  were  indicated  as  being 
available , 

A  copy  of  this  letter  was  mailed  to  the  Chairman  of  Church 
Relations  in  each  Boy  Scout  Council  having  such  a  committee.  All 
Councils  have  nar.ed  cha.innen  except  Uvharrie.    This  Coi^ncil  also 
reported  that  they  wou.l.J'  not  have  a  cliaplain.    Se/eral  arranged 
to  have  a  seminary  student  or  a  neighboring  pastci  serve  as  camp 
chaplain  and  a  number  attended  the  training  confe±-ence. 

We  also  urged  that  the  Scout  Council  call  special  attention 
to  the  responsibility  of  the  pastors  of  congregations  serving  as 
chaplains  of  their  Scout  units  and  working  with  their  Scouts  in 
the  God  and  Country  Award  Program. 
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The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  should  strengthen  its 
concern  for  the  Scouting  Program.    This  program  is  in  many  of  its 
churches  and  it  should  concern  itself  that  it  give  the  Christian 
leadership  that  its  Scouts  might  grow  spiritually  strong. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  committee,  two  general  meetings 
have  been  held  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state.    During  I966  a 
very  special  general  meeting  should  he  held  in  the  Piedmont  or 
western  part  of  the  state. 


COMMITTEE  ON  WEEKDAY  REIilGIOUS  EDUCATION 
Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  Chainnan 


More  than  forty  persons  are  teaching  the  Bihle  in  the  puTslic 
schools  of  North  Carolina  today.    Thirty-five  different  communities 
are  served,  ranging  all  the  way  from  Wilmington  to  Hendersonville . 
The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  has  for  many  years  encouraged 
and  supported  this  program.    It  is  our  opinion  that  it  should  do 
so  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  Careful  study  reveals  that  the  founding  fathers,  in 
safe-guarding  religious  liberty,  contemplated  friendly  co- 
operation between  church  and  state,  without  domination  or 
control  by  either  institution. 

(2)  Church  and  state  in  this  country,  over  and  over  again 
walk  hand  in  hand,  without  infringing  upon  the  liberties  of 
either  institution.    Jefferson  appealed  to  Almighty  God  in 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.    God's  guidance  was  sought 

in  the  deliberations  of  the  Constitutional  Convention.  Definite 
religious  references  appear  in  the  preambles  of  many  state 
constitutions,  in  the  Emancipation  and  Thanksgiving  Proclamations. 
Governmental  units  have  supported  religion  in  providing  chaplains 
for  Congress  and  state  legislatures.    Chaplains  are  also  available 
for  the  armed  forces  and  the  academies,  where  top  officers  get 
their  training.    Furthermore,  chaplains  are  supplied  for  prisons 
and  hospitals  designed  to  treat  the  mentally  disturbed.    A  sub- 
stantial number  of  state  universities  today  have  departments 
of  religion  in  which  the  Bible  is  taught  regularly.  Other 
illustrations  could  be  cited. 

(3)  The  North  Carolina  program  of  Bible  study  in  the  public 
schools  was  organized  very  carefully,  so  as  to  comply  with 
constitutional  provisions.    Expense  of  the  teaching  is  borne 
by  volunteer  groups  in  the  communities.    The  instruction  is 
thoroughly  nonsectarian.    Coiirses  offered  are  elective,  so 
that  student  enrollment  is  voluntary.    And  those  who  teach 
are  professionally  qualified.    The  Council  of  Churches  should 
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continue  to  support  this  program.    The  Council  should  at  the 
same  time  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  home  and  church  in 
the  total  experience  of  Christian  instruction.    The  Council 
should  also  encoin-age  local  experimentation  with  some  type 
of  shared  time  for  Weekday  Religious  Education. 

Durihg  August  the  Council  office  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to 
teachers  of  Bible  in  the  public  schools.    The  questionnaire  asked 
for  the  names  and  addresses  of  personnel  involved,  the  nature  of 
the  co\irses>  the  grades  reached,  the  enrollment,  the  location  of 
classes,  the  relationship  to  local  ministerial  associations,  the 
sponsoring  organization,  method  of  financing,  standards  for 
program  and  teachers,  provisions  for  conforming  to  Supreme  Court 
rulings,  and  evaluation  of  the  program.    Returns  from  this  survey 
were  sent  to  the  National  Council  of  Chiarches  and  will  he  available 
to"  any  interested  person. 


COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 
Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.,  Chairman 


The  Committee  on  Youth  Work  is  endeavoring  to  get  a  complete 
picture  of  the  state  of  ecumenical  youth  activity  in  North  Carolina. 
The  United  Christian  Youth  Movement  is  being  re-organized  on  the 
national  level,  and  the  program  has  been  quiescent  on  the  state 
level  during  the  interim.    In  order  that  we  may  move  ahead  when 
the  new  program  is  formulated,  the  Council  office  sent  out  last 
fall  a  questionnaire  directed  to  young  people  and  adults  who  were 
kno-vm  to  have  been  interested  in  UCYM  in  the  past.    This  survey 
sought  information  concerning  local  groups  that  are  presently  active 
and  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  might  help  in  re-activating 
old  groups  or  starting  new  ones.    The  findings  will  be  useful  in 
planning  for  the  future.

The  Commission  met  on  April  20  at  Binkley  Memorial  Baptist

I.  Conferences  on  Christian  Social  Action.  '  " 
A.    Legislative  Seminars. 

1965:    The  Third  Raleigh  Legislative  Seminar  was  held  in 
Raleigh  on  March  30.    Thirty-five  people  from  16  different 
communities  attended  from  as  far  west  as  Charlotte  and  Mt. 
Airy  and  from  as  far  east  as  Williams ton  and  Wilmington. 
Ten  of  the  Council's  fourteen  communions  were  represented. 
Those  attending  visited  the  General  Assembly  in  session  in 
the  new  state  Legislative  Building  and  saw  a  film  produced 
by  the  N.  C.  Film  Commission  on  the  legislative  process. 
They  heard  Lt.  Gov.  Robert  W.  Scott,  Speaker  of  the  House 
H.  P.  Taylor,  Jr.,  Mr.  Bill  Harris  of  the  N.  C.  Frond,  and 
Dr.  William  C.  Archie  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.  Lt. 
Gov.  Scott  challenged  the  group  by  saying,  "See  to  it  that 
we  have  Christian  men  and  women  in  government!" 

1966:    The  first  Churchmen's  National  Legislative  Seminar 
will  be  held  at  West  Market  Street  Methodist  Church  in  Greens- 
boro from  9:00  A.  M.  to  9:00  P.  M.  on  February  22.    Dr.  Ellen 
Winston,  Commissioner  of  Welfare  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
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Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  will  "be  the  after-dinner 
speaker.    Dr.  Lewis  I.  Maddocks  of  the  Washington  office 
of  the  Council  for  Christian  Social  Action  of  the  United 
Church  of  Christ  will  lead  discussion  on  the  domestic 
issues  before  Congress.    Mr.  Edward  F.  Snyder,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Friends  Conmittee  on  National  Legislation, 
will  provide  leadership  on  foreign  affairs.    The  Rt.  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Wright,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
of  the  Episcopal  Church/  Wll  preach.    All  churchmen  are 
invited. 

B.  Clergy  Conferences  on  Alcoholism. 

1965:    Local  ministerial  associations  were  encouraged 
to  cooperate  with  local  alcoholism  programs  in  conducting 
conferences.    Seven  such  conferences  were  reported  for  the

1966:    This  program  will  be  continued  in  I966. 

C.  United  Nations -Washington  Study  Tours  for  Ministers  on 
National  and  World  Affairs. 

1965:    The  first  tour  was  attended  by  28  ministers  from 
seven  of  the  Council's  communions  and  was  held  from  April  26 
to  May  1.    The  group  heard  many  church  and  governmental 
leaders  including  Dr.  Kenneth  Maxwell,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Department  of  International  Affairs  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  Dr.  Carl  Soule,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  United  Nations  Office  of  The  Methodist  Chin-ch,  Dr. 
Herman  F.  Reissig,  Secretary  for  International  Affairs 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  Dr.  Robert  Spike,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  of  the 
National  Council,  and  Rev.  H.  B,  Sissel,  Secretary  for 
National  Affiars  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
Reverend  James  M.  Sapp  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on 
National  Affairs.    Dr.  Frank  Graham  emphasized  that  "one 
man  can  do  something  for  the  U.  N. "    Dr.  Vernon  Ferwerda, 
Director  of  the  National  Council's  Washington  Office  said, 
"Religious  groups  must  make  their  impact  at  the  point  where 
the  decisions  are  made  and  before  the  decisions  are  made." 

1966:    A  second  tour  for  37  ministers  is  planned  one 
week  after  Easter  on  April  l8-23.    Four  applications  have 
already  been  received.    Others  are  urged  to  apply. 

D.  Statewide  Churchmen's  Conferences  on  Social  Concerns. 
1965:    A  Churchmen's  Conference  on  Civil  Rights  was  held 

in  Raleigh  on  September  21-22  sponsored  by  the  Council,  the 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  the  N.  C.  Associations  of  Rabbis 
and  of  Jewish  Men,  and  the  Department  of  Interracial  Cooperation 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.    These  religious  groups  worked 
together  in  the  N.  C.  Council  on  Religion  and  Race.    There  were 
kQl  persons  registered . from  all  of  the  Council's  communions  and 
representing  111  different  communities  from  as  far  west  as 
Hayesville  near  the  Tennessee  line  and  from  as  far. east  as 
Elizabeth  City  and  Southport  on  the  coast.    Speakers  from 
Washington  were  Dr.  Ramsey  Clark,  Deputy  Attorney  General 
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of  the  U.S.,  Mr.  David  Seeley,  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education,  Mr.  John  Hope  II,  of  the  President's  Committee 
on  Equal  Employment  Opportunities,  Mr.  Rohert  A.  Sauer, 
of  the  U.  S.  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  Dr.  Luther 
Holcomb,  of  the  new  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission, 
and  Dr.  Brooks  Hays,  Consultant  to  the  President.  Father 
John  Cronin,  of  the  Department  of  Social  Action  of  the 
National  Catholic  Welfare  Conference,  Dr.  Robert  Spike,  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches,  and  Rabbi  Harold  I. 
Saperstein  of  the  Social  Action  Committee  of  the  Synagogue 
Council  of  America,  spoke  of  the  Church's  leadership  in 
civil  rights.    From  North  Carolina  came  Dr.  H.  R.  Boozer 
of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  Mr.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  of 
the  Good  Neighbor  Council,  Mr.  John  H.  Wheeler,  President 
of  the  Southern  Regional  Council,  and  the  Honorable  Stan 
Brookshire,  Mayor  of  Charlotte,    Dr.  H.  Shelton  Smith  gave 
the  keynote  address, 

1966:    A  Statewide  Churchmen's  Conference  on  Peace  will 
be  held  in  Raleigh  on  September  20  and  21. 

The  Director's  Work 
A.    During  I965,  in  addition  to  working  on  the  conferences 
described  above,  the  Director  traveled  extensively.    He  has 
preached  on  seven  Sunday  mornings  in  Baptist,  Methodist, 
Presbyterian,  and  Moravian  churches.    He  has  spoken  at 
seven  ministerial  groups  in  Robeson  County,  Raleigh,  Greens- 
boro, New  Bern,  Rowan  Coionty,  Winston- Salem,  and  Kinston; 
and  he  has  attended  seven  others.    He  has  been  to  fifteen 
meetings  of  organizations  of  the  Council  including  those  of 
the  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action.    Youth  groups  have 
called  upon  him.    He  has  spoken  to  seven  Methodist  youth  meet- 
ings, to  one  Baptist  youth  group,  to  fo\nr  high  school  classes, 
to  four  college  youth  groups,  to  one  young  people's  meeting 
sponsored  by  the  YMCA.    He  acted  as  evaluation  leader  for  a 
Methodist  youth  study  tour  to  the  U.N.    As  counselor  he  has 
been  to  eight  meetings  of  the  Raleigh  United  Christian  Youth 
Movement.    He  has  addressed  four  Methodist  and  Presbyterian 
women's  groups,  two  Methodist  men's  clubs,  and  two  Baptist 
adult  classes.    He  has  been  to  about  forty  other  conferences 
and  meetings  on  social  concerns  in  North  Carolina. 

During  the  crisis  at  Plymouth  on  September  13  Mr.  Crum 
met  with  the  chairman  of  the  Human  Relations  Committee  there 
and  with  leaders  of  the  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference. 
On  September  21-22  at  the  beginning  of  the  hearing  on  the  KKK 
by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  he  testified,  but 
he  also  indicated  his  concern  about  the  whole  procedure  of  this 
committee.    Twice  with  other  church  leaders  Mr,  Crum  met  with 
Governor  Moore  about  the  continioance  of  the  Good  Neighbor  Council. 
He  gave  the  keynote  address  to  the  "Ministers  and  Church  Commit- 
tee's Conference"  at  the  KAACP  annual  convention  in  Winston- 
Salem.    After  the  homes  of  civil  rights  leaders  were  bombed

on  the  night  of  September  21  Mr.  Crum  visited  with  Mr. 
Kelly  Alexander  ih  Charlotte  the  next  day.    The  first  of 
Decemher  he  also  visited  with  a  Negro  minister  near  Pittsboro 
after  he  had  crosses  burned  in  front  of  two  of  his  churches. 

Following  his  vacation  trip  to  Israel  and  Jordan  Mr. 
Crum  developed  five  slide  presentations  entitled  "4000  Years 
of  Social  Action  in  the  Holy  Land."    The  five  presentations 
cover  "Galilee/'  "The  Coastlands,"  "The  Hill  Country," 
"The  Negev,"  and  "Jerusalem." 

B.    For  1966  the  Commission  has  asked  the  Director  to  plan 
and  cariy  out  the  conferences  listed  in  section  I.  In 
addition,  it  has  asked  him: 

1.  To  help  integrate  all  ministerial  groups  and  all 
ecumenical  groups, 

2.  To  seek  to  bring  the  light  of  the  Qospel  on  the 
churches  themselves  so  that  they  will  remove  all  color  bars 
and  will  accept  and  seek  persons  of  all  races  as  members, 

3.  To  promote  and  use  the  observance  of  Race  Relations 
Day  each  year  (perhaps  by  developing  and  distributing  a  broch- 
ure on  how  churches  can  work  to  integrate  their  congregations 
and  communities), 

k.    To  maintain  good  xrarking  relations  and  good  communi- 
cations between  the  churches  and  the  Good  Neighbor  Council, 
the  Human  Relations  Council,  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
the  N.  C.  Advisory  Committee  on  Civil  Rights,  the  N.  C.  Council 
on  Religion  and  Race,  local  Human  Relations  and  Good  neighbor 
Councils,  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee,  denominational 
social  action  boards,  the  NAACP,  CORE,  SCLC,  and  other  agencies, 

5.  To  detennine  the  problem  areas  in  the  state  in  human 
relations,  to  support  the  church  leaders  in  these  localities, 
and  to  help  bring  justice  and  love  to  these  communities, 

6.  To  combat  extremism  and  to  keep  the  churches  infomed 
about  such  activities, 

7.  To  develop  a  set  of  legislative  principles.

C.  In  order  to  ecluip  the  nev  office  with  desks,  ch&irs>  a 
typewriter,  dictation  equipment,  lamps,  file  cabinets, 
shelves,  and  other  necessary  equipment,  the  Director  has 
estimated  that  $1725.00  is  needed.    He  is  planning  to  loan 
the  office  his  own  present  desk  and  files.

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IV.    Policy  Statements  for  Adoption  by  the  Assembly 

A.  On  the  Good  Neighbor  Council  (Adopted  by  the  Commission 
on  April  20,  I965.  Modified  slightly  by  the  Director 

in  order  to  be  more  generally  applicable.) 
✓      Inasmuch  as  the  work  of  the  Good  Nieghbor  Council  has  met 

vith  widespread  favor  among  large  numbers  of  people  in  North 
Carolina  who  are  deeply  interested  in  the  best  possible  dev- 
elopment of  economic,  social  and  spiritual  media,  the  Council 
is  to  be  commended  for  its  highly  constructive  influences. 

Further,  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  a  lessening  of 
need  for  a  state-sponsored  agency  which  works  for  good  neighbor 
policies  among  all  people  in  North  Carolina. 

Still  further.  North  Carolina,  on  the  the  national  level, 
is  considered  in  a  favorable  light  because  of  its  progress 
in  human  relations.    If  considered  only  from  an  economic 
evaluation,  this  truth  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  state, 
:•  H  and  should  be  insured  through  the  work  of  a  proven  agency 

such  as  the  Good  Neighbor  Council. 

Therefore,  we  vigorously  urge  the  Governor  and  the  General 
Assembly*  to  continue  the  noteworthy  work  Of  the  Good  Neighbor 
Council.

B.  On  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  (Adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  on  May 
20,  1965.    Modified  slightly  by  the  Director.) 

The  Annual  Assembly*  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
^      Churches  views  with  deep  concern  the  revival  of  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  in  North  Carolina,  for  the  ereedof  the  Klan  is  clearly 
anti -American  and  anti- Christian. 

We  deplore  the  Klan's  abuse  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  of  other  public  officials  who  are  seeking  to  secure 
the  civil  rights  of  all  Americans  regardless  of  race,  creed, 
or  color.    We  also  deplore  the  Klan's  vicious  and  unscrupulous 
attacks  on  our  Jewish,  Catholic,  and  Negro  brethren.** 

We  call  upon  the  political  and  religious  forces  of  North 
Carolina  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  counteract  the  menacing 
influences  of  the  Klan.

C.  On  Viet  Nam  (Adopted  by  the  Commission  on  April  20. 
Modified  slightly  by  the  Director.) 

Whereas,  the  war  in  Viet  Nam  has  become  enlarged,  in  terms 
of  U.  S,  troops  and  the  escalation  of  weaponry;  and. 

Whereas,  the  war  has  many  aspects  of  a  civil  war,  and  U.  S. 
involvement  takes  on  the  nature  of  interference  with  self- 
determination;  and. 
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Whereas,  U.  S.  "bombing  of  North  Viet  Nam  is  an  act  of 
undeclared  var,  and  is  in  violation  of  the  United  Nations 
Ch&tter  and  of  moral  law;  and. 

Whereas >  the  interest  of  the  entire  world  is  at  stake, 
as  the  unstable  situation  oould  easily  escalate  into  a 
full-scale  thermonuclear  war;  and, 

Whereas,  we  recognize  that  the  Presidfent  of  the  United 
States  is  subjected  to  many  pressures  to  make  decisions  in 
military  terms; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Annual  Assetnbly*  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  wishes  to  add  its 
voice  to  others  calling  for  a  negotiated  settlement  for  a 
neutralized  Indo-China;  and 

That  we  call  upon  the  President  actively  to  seek  every 
opportimity  to  negotiate  with  all  parties,  including  the 
Viet  Cong,  and  to  put  an  immediate  end  to  the  bcanbing  of 
North  Viet  Nam. 

Be  it  resolved,  further,  that  we  commend  the  President 
for  his  announced  plan  for  U.  S.  aid  for  economic  develop- 
ment in  southeast  Asia  under  international  auspices.

D.    On  the  Program  of  the  State  Legislative  Council 

The  Commission  asks  the  Assembly  to  authorize  the  Commission 
to  study  the  program  and  make  recODmendations  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  that  the  Executive  Board  be  authorized  to  pass  upon 
the  program  before  November  1966. 

According  to  its  tentative  program,  the  State  Legislative 
Council  will  urge  the  I967  General  Assembly  to  enact  legisla- 
tion to: 

1.  Amend  the  adoption  law  so  that  independent  placement 
of  children  for  adoption  will  begin  with  legal  proceedings, 

2.  Require  mandatory  licensing  of  day  care  facilities. 

3.  Abolish  capital  punishment. 

^       k.    Make  the  communication  between  the  minister  and  his 
parishioner  privileged  communication. 

5.    Require  privacy  for  birth  and  death  certificates. 


V.    The  Commission  urges  the  Assembly  to  consider  carefully  the 
report  given  by  Allan  M.  Parrent  and  Creighton  Lacy  on  the  Sixth 
World  Order  Study  Conference  called  by  the  National  Council  of

Summary  reports  of  the  committees  making  up  this  commission  are 
as  follows: 

I.  Committee  on  Ministry  in  State  and  National  Parks-John  W.  Lxike^Chmn. 

A.  Doughton  Park  Mini stry- David  Moyer,  student  minister  and 
concession  worker. 

Services  held         -  22       to  David  Moyer,  Salary  $13^.9^ 

Total  attendance    -  920       to  Christian  Min.in  Parks  13^.9^ 

Total  offerings  $303.00

The  report  from  the  student  minister  indicates  that  the  low 
attendance  was  due  in  part  to  a  very  rainy  season.  Appreciation 
must  he  expressed  to  the  Reverend  J.  W.  Luke,  supervisor  of  this 
project;  to  Park  Ranger  Lowell  White,  secretary- treasurer  of  the 
local  committee  for  his  encouragement  and  assistance  to  the  student; 
to  the  Glade  Valley  School  which  printed  the  "bulletins  for  the 
worship  services;  and  to  Mr.  Moyer  for  his  services. 

B.  Julian  Price  Park  Ministry-Harry  A.  Harrington,  Jr.,  student 
minister  and  natijralist. 

Services  held      -  33 

Total  attendance-  3^38  (in  ik  weeks) 

Total  offerings  -  $1,018.85  (nearly  double  the  1964  figure) 

C.  Crabtree  Meadows  Mlnistrj'.    No  one  served  this  point  this 
in  1965. 

D.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  ministry  he  extended  to  state 
parks,  realizing  that  more  money  will  he  needed  for  salaries  for 
students.     It  is  hoped  that  better  publicity  can  be  given  this 
ministry,  possibly  through  articles  in  The  State  magazine.    A  medium- 
size  church  bell  is  needed  to  call  campers  to  the  services. 

II.  Committee  on  Ministry  in  Institutions-P.  Wesley  Aitken,  Chmn. 

1h±s  committee  focused  its  attention    in  1965    on  three  areas: 

A.  Getting  more  information  to  North  Carolina  dlergy 
regarding  training  opportunities  in  the  area  of  Pastoral  Care 
and  Clinical  Pastoral  Training. 
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B.  Helping  organize  the  North  Carolina  State  Chaplains 
Association, 

C.  Planning  the  program  for  the  Pastors'  Conference  at 
the    annual  meeting  of  the  Council.    The  general  theme  of 
"Ministering  to  the  Sick  and  Troubled."  was  chosen.    Our  intent 
was  to  take  two  dominant  concerns  within  this  broad  area  and 
work  with  them.  We  chose  Aging  and  Grief.    We  wanted  to  provide 
as  much  up-to-date  information  as  we  possibly  could  about  the 
processes  of  aging  and  grieving.    In  other  words,  for  this  con- 
ference we  wanted  to  focus  more  on  what  is  happening  within 
aging  and  grieving  persons  rather  than  on  how  to  minister  to 
them  as  such. 

The  morning  sessions  were  devoted  to  a  consideration  of 
Aging.    Dr.  E.  W.  Busse,  Director  of  the  Center  for  the  Study 
of  Aging  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Psychiatry,  Duke 
University  Medical  Center,  spoke  twice. 

The  afternoon  sessions  were  devoted  to  a  consideration 
of  Grief,  Dr.  Granger  Westberg,  Dean  of  the  Institute  of 
Religion,  Texas  Medical  Center,  speaking  twice. 

III.    Committee  on  Ministry  to  Migrants -Charles  L.  Kirby,  Chmn. 

Our  ministry  was  continued  in  the  two  eastern  areas  represented 
by  the  Albemarle  Council  and  the  Carteret  County  Council,  and  in  the 
West  in  the  area  represented  by  the  Henderson  Council  Council. 

Brief  reports  are  included  here: 

A.  Albemarle  Area  -  Approximately  1200  migrant  workers, 
besides  other  non-workers  resided  in  25  camps.    Three  ministers 
provided  religious  services.    They  were:    the  Reverend  J.  E.  Barnes, 
in  Pasquotank  County; the  Reverend  A.  H.  Fisher  in  Camden  County; 
the  Reverend  Earl  Brown  in  Ctirrituck  County.    Other  help  given 
irvyluded  health  clinic,  homemaker  service,  and  day-care  of  children. 
UCW  have  provided  a  new  Harvester  for  Albemarle. 

B.  Cartei^et  County  -  The  minister  was  Mr.  Melvin  Rush,  a 
school  teacher  from  Norwood,  North  Carolina.  Other  help  was  given 
through  a  mobile  medical  clinic,  a  day-care  center  (providing  care 
for  57  children),  homemaker  service,  and  a  used-clothing  center. 

C.  Henderson  Coxmty  -  Approximately  1200  migrant  laborers 
resided  in  7  camps.    They  were  served  by  a  minister  who  also  assisted 
in  co-ordinating  the  total  program.    Help  was  given  through  the  day- 
care center  (caring  for  169  children),  health  clinics  (40  sessions 
treating  38^  patients),  homemaker  service,  and  used-clothing  center. 
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D.    The  Federal  grant  ijuder  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act, 
title  III  B,  has  heen  used  uhdei*  the  direction  of  Charles  L.  Herron 
and  staff  to  provide  help  in  day-c&re^  education)  sanitation,  housing 
and  rest-stop  development.    Further  details  will  be  included  in  the 
report  on  the  Migrant  Project. 

This  use  of  Federal  monies  has  in  no  way  lessened  our  need  for 
money  for  work  with  migrants.    In  fact,  the  need  has  increased  because 
new  areas  have  organized  to  use  Federal  aid  and  are  presenting  us 
with  an  opportunity  to  give  spiritual  help  to  additional  migrant 
camps.    Because  of  this,  we  have  requested  additional  funds  in  the 
1966  budget. 

IV.    Committee  on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief -Robert  R.  Jones,  Chmn. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief  (CWS-CROP)  met  in 
Greensboro  on  September  21.    It  was  reported  that  in  196^  73j76l 
poirnds  of  clothing  had  gone  from  North  Carolina  through  the  Church 
World  Service  program.    During  I965    87,158  pounds  were  contributed. 
Through  July,  $2,423.19  had  been  given  to  cover  handling  charges. 
Contributions  for  the  Christian  Rural  Overseas  Program  from  North 
Carolina  throiigh  August  totalled  $2,229.38;  for  the  milk  Fund, 
$2,131.03;  and  for  the  Share  Our  Substance  program,  $237.37.  North 
Carolina  led  the  Southeast  in  all  these  figiires.  .  . 

We  now  have  seventeen  CWS  clothing  collection  depots  scattered 
across  the  state.    A  truck  from  the  Church  World  Service  Center  at 
New  Windsor,  Maryland  made  collections  during  the  weeks  of  March  22- 
26  and  December  13-17.  The  next  pick-up  will  be  April  11-15. 

The  Committee,  working  with  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Extension  Service,  will  undertake  to  organize  committees  in  as  many 
counties  as  possible  to  promote  CWS  and  CROP.    Each  committee  will 
have  on  it  representatives  of  the  churches,  the  Farm  Bureau,  the  Agri- 
cultural Extension  Service ,  Four-H  Clubs,  Home  Economics,  and  civic 
clubs.    At  present  only  six  coiinties  have  CROP  committees. 

Long-range  planning  includes  the  printing  of  a  leaflet  describing 
this  work  on  the  state  level,  and  the  possibility  of  getting  manufac- 
turers to  make  donations  of  yard-goods  and  processed  food  for  overseas 
relief.

Harold  J,  Dudley,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  the  Annual  Meeting,  appointed  hy  the 
President,  and  consisting  of  the  Reverend  Charles  R.  Greene, 
the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  Younghlood,  Jr.,  and  the  Reverend 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  Chairman,  convened  in  Raleigh  on  April  15

COMMITTEE  ON  EVALUATION  AND  LONG-RANGE  PLANNING 
W.  W.  Finlator,  Chairman 


The  Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning  met  in 
Durham  on  January  h,  I966.    The  Executive  Board  had  asked  further 
study  of  a  report  which  the  Committee  originally  made  to  the 
Board  a  year  ago, entitled,  "When  and  to  Whom  Does  the  Council 
Speak?"    After  full  discussion  appropriate  revisions  were  made 
in  this  paper  for  the  Board's  consideration. 

While  the  matter  is  of  particular  concern  to  the  Committees 
on  Weekday  Religious  Education  and  Ministry  to  Migrants,  the 
Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning  is  instituting 
a  study  of  the  q.uestion  of  separation  of  church  and  state  as  it 
relates  to  the  program  of  the  Council  of  Cliurches. 

Possible  membership  in  the  Council  of  Chiarches  by  campus 
Christian  councils  was  given  consideration,  but  will  require 
further  study. 
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The  need  for  long-range  planning  consultations  for 
denominational  leaders  in  the  state  will  "be  explored. 

An  executive  in  the  National  Council's  Christian  Ministry 
with  Special  Groups  had  inquired  about  the  willingness  of  our 
Council  to  co-operate  in  a  ministry  to  the  Lumbee  Indians  who 
center  in  Robeson  County.    Further  information  about  this  need 
will  be  sought  and  evaluated  as  a  guide  to  possible  action. 

The  Committee  feels  that  it  is  important  for  the  Council 
to  be  represented  whenever  possible  at  regional  and  national 
meetings  which  are  relevant  to  our  work. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
CCMIISSION  ON  INTER-CHURCH  COOPERATION 

Tt  J.  Youngblood,  Jr.,  Chairman 


The  cotmnittees  which  comprise  the  Commission  on  later- 
Church  cooperation  and  their  chairmen  are  as  follows:  Evangelism, 
the  Reverend  Billy  Joe  Leonard;  Research  and  Strategy,  the 
Reverend  Albert  E.  Dimmock;  Urtan  Church,  Colonel  William  Range j 
Town  and  Country  Church,  the  Reverend  ri.  L.  Mitchell.    We  regret 
that  Colonel  Range  is  being  lost  through  transfer  to  New  York. 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  has  encouraged  local  inter- 
denominational evangelistic  crusades,  accompanied  by  religious 
censuses  and  campaigns  of  visitation  evangelism. 

The  To\m  and  Country  Church  Committee  sponsored  a  significant 
seminar  at  N.  C.  State  University,  May  10  &  11,  I965,  with  sixty- 
five  persons  registered.    The  theme  of  the  seminar  was  "The  Church 
and  the  State  of  Society."    Plans  for  a  similar  conference  April 
25  &  26,  1966  are  now  being  made.    A  minimum  budget  of  $600  is 
anticipated. 

The  Committee  on  the  Urban  Church  met  in  December  and  began 
to  come  to  grips  with  the  question  of  how  the  Church  may  meet 
the  challenge  of  the  city,  particularly  the  inner-city.  The 
Committee  will  serve  as  a  clearing-house  for  information  about 
co-operative  opportunities,  workable  programs,  and  available 
speakers  in  this  field.    Steps  are  being  taken  to  bring  the 
Committee  up  to  full  strength  and  to  balance  its  make-up  with 
more  lay  persons. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  C0^f4ITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 


The  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  undertakes  to 
create  a  favorable  and  appropriate  image  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  in  multiple  ways.     It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
committee  to  make  knovm  to  various  news  media  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Council  to  the  different  church  groups.  The 
following  represent  the  major  efforts  of  the  committee: 

I.  At  the  annual  Assembly  in  January,  meets  with  re pre - 
sentai'tives  of  the  news  media  and  provides  them  with  content 
material  from  the  program  and  arranges  interviews  with  dis- 
tinguished personalities  sharing  program  responsibilities; 
releases  copies  of  addresses  and  lectures  by  program  parti- 
cipants; arranges  with  news  photographers  for  photographs 
of  distinguished  personalities  at  the  conference  and  of 
significant  activities  taking  place  at  the  conference. 

II,  Annually  the  committee  arranges  for  the  presentation 
of  the  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards.    These  awards 
are  for  meritorious  coverage  of  the  Christian  religion  by 
newspapers,  television  and  radio  broadcasting  stations.  The 
awards  are  in  the  form  of  Certificates  of  Merit  signed  by 
officials  of  the  Council.    They  are  presented  at  the  annual 
Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  The 
presentation  of  the  awards  is  to  recognize  and  commend  the 
valxjable  contributions  of  agencies  of  mass  communication  in 
the  interpretation  of  Christianity  and  in  the  building  of 
support  of  the  Christian  religion  in  general,  and  the  ecumenical 
movement  in  particular.    Nominations  for  the  awards  are  sub- 
mitted by  local  Councils  of  United  Church  Women,  Ministerial 
Associations,  or  church  leaders. 

The  principal  benefit  of  the  Richard  Shelton  Communications 
Awards  program  is  the  stimxilation  of  closer  cooperation  between 
religious  leaders  and  representatives  of  the  news  media  across 
the  State.    The  improved  lines  of  communication  will  broaden 
and  enhance  public  understanding  of  the  Christian  religion  and 
the  ecumenical  movement.    The  awards  are  made  in  five  categories 
as  follows: 

1.  Daily  newspapers  with  circulation  over  20,000 

2.  Daily  newspapers  with  circulation  under  20,000 

3.  Weekly  or  bi-weekly  newspapers 
^4-,    Radio  stations 

5.    Television  stations 
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III.    The  General  Commilitee  oh  Public  Relations  has  a 
Sub-c-ormnittee  on  Radio-lV*    On  Se^Jtemter  5>  19^5  the  Sub- 
committee "began  its  first  loc&l  teieviSion  prOductlOtti  The 
program  is  a  weekly,  15-minute  suttmaiy  of  state>  natlbfial, 
and  international  religious  news.    Entitled  IteWS  OP  THfi  CHURCH, 
the  program  is  produced  and  announced  by  Ted.  L.  Daniel,  Chairman 
of  the  Sub- committee.    It  is  presently  being  telecast  by  a  station 
in  each  of  the  three  largest  television  markets  in  the  state.  The 
stations  are  WTVD,  Channel  11,  Durham  (the  originating  station), 
7:15  AM  Sundays;  WBTV,  Channel  3,  Charlotte,  6:^5  AM  Saturdays; 
WFMY-TV,  Channel  2,  Greensboro,  3:30  PM  Saturdays.    Beginning  ' 
on  January  30  the  program  will  be  carried  on  a  foin-th  station, 
WECT,  Channel  6,  Wilmington,  at  7:^5  AM  Sundays.  Prospects 
are  good  for  having  the  program  telecast  soon  in  the  two  other 
television  markets  in  North  Carolina. 

Reaction  to  the  program  has  been  good.    Officials  of  the 
several  stations  state  that  the  program  fills  a  definite  need 
in  Worth  Carolina  broadcasting.    Until  the  advent  of  NEWS  OF 
THE  CHURCH  there  was  no  comprehensive  summary  of  religious 
news  being  telecast  in  North  Carolina.    Recently  the  Field 
Staff  of  the  Broadcasting  and  Film  Commission,  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ,  noted  that  no  other  syndicated  religious 
newscast  was  being  done  in  the  country.    They  pointed  out,  however, 
that  Councils  of  Churches  in  a  number  of  the  larger  cities  have 
been  producing  such  newscasts  for  TV  with  success  for  several 
years.  ..-^ ;v  .  ; 

NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  is  a  valuable  vehicle  for  statewide  news 
of  the  member  denominations  and  of  the  Council  itself.  While 
some  of  the  air-times  may  seem  inconvenient,  nevertheless,  the 
television  audience  is  numbered  in  the  tens  of  thousands. 

During  I965  the  Sub-committee  undertook  placement  campaigns 
on  several  nationally  produced  radio  or  TV  programs  including 
MAN  WITH  THE  MIKE  (Methodist),  CONTEMPORARY  PSALMS  OF  THANKSGIVING 
(American  Lutheran),  DAVEY  AND  GOLIATH  —  regular  series  and 
Christmas  special       (Lutheran  Church  in  America),  WHAT  IS 
CHRISIMAS  (Presbyterian  US),  THE  CAROLERS  and  NEW  BEGINNINGS 
(Presbyterian  US),  and  others. 

For  example,  contacts  were  made  with  125  radio  stations  concerning 
the  new  MAN  WITH  THE  MIKE  radio  series.    Thirteen  stations  accepted 
the  series  on  a  continuing  basis  and  more  are  expected  as  time 
goes  on.    Acceptances  on  MAN  WITH  THE  MIKE  in  North  Carolina  were 
second  only  to  Texas  in  number.    It  should  be  noted  that  acceptances 
on  seasonal  programs  run  much  higher. 

The  Council  continues  co-sponsorship  of  the  program  conducted 
by  the  Reverend  John  W.  Cobb  each  Sunday  morning  over  Radio 
Station  WPTF,  Raleigh,  entitled  THE  WEEK  IN  RELIGION.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  COMMITTEE  ON  BUSINESS  AND  FINANCE 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Committee  on  Business 
and  Finance  the  1965  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
ChiiTches  adopted  the  "Proportionate  Percentage  Plan"  of  financial 
support  by  our  constituent  "bodies.    The  plan  operates  as  follows: 
the  total  expenditures  of  all  member  bodies  to  cvirrent  expenses 
and  benevolences  (but  not  including  capital  building  funds)  is 
divided  into  that  portion  of  the  Council's  budget  for  which  their 
support  is  sought;    the  percentage  thus  obtained  is  then  applied 
to  the  total  expenditures  of  each  member  body  to  ciirrent  expenses 
and  benevolences  (but  not  including  capital  building  funds)  to 
determine  its  proportionate  share  of  the  Council's  support. 

As  soon  as  the  plan  was  approved,  we  obtained  figures  on 
the  previous  year's  giving  from  the  constituent  bodies.    It  was 
found  that  total  contributions  (apart  from  capital  building 
funds)  amounted  to  $45,262,3^6.    By  dividing  this  figure  into 
that  portion  of  the  I965  budget  sought  from  our  member  bodies, 
namely  $27,585,  ve  arrive  at  the  figure  of  6/10O  of  ifo.  For 
1966  we  are  seeking  $3l2,004  from  our  constituent  bodies,  so  the 
figure  for  the  coming  year  is  T/IOO  of  ifo.    The  resultant  askings 
were  sent  to  the  executives  of  our  member  bodies.    Since  action 
on  these  requests  could,  in  most  cases,  not  be  taken  immediately, 
an  appeal  was  made  for  special  appropriations  to  meet  our  needs 
in  1965,  resulting  in  some  generous  contributions. 

Still  more  time  will  be  needed  for  our  constituents  to 
adjust  to  the  new  scale  of  giving.    Thus  far  acceptances  for 
1966  total  $18,269.83.    While  this  is  short  of  the  $32,00U 
needed,  we  are  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  it  is  2k'fo  greater  than 
the  total  of  $1^,770.59  given  to  the  Council  by  the  same  bodies 
in  196k. 

The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  met  on 
November  8  in  Charlotte.    An  audit  report  from  Thomas,  Knight, 
Trent  and  King,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  I965  was  received  and  admitted  to  record. 
Reports  on  contributions  and  acceptances  of  askings  were  pre- 
sented.   The  Committee  then  approved  a  proposed  budget  for  I966 
for  presentation  to  the  Executive  Board,  based  upon  the  total 
of  $60,000  already  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Last  January  the  Assembly  approved  sending  an  appeal  to 
individiial  constituents,  asking  for  contributions  and  for  the 
names  of  other  prospective  donors.    The  Finance  Committee 
decided  that  the  time  had  come  to  send  out  this  mailing.  The 
Executive  Board,  meeting  on  November  30,  directed  that  the 
needs  of  the  Council's  budget  and  the  Christian  Social  Action 
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Fund  "be  combined  into  one  appfefel.    At  the  middle  of  December  a 
letter  went  to  everyone  on  oUr  mailing  list  outlining  the 
following  financial  needs*

The  response  to  this  appeal  has  been  encouraging. 

We  again  recognize  with  profound  appreciation  the  contri- 
bution made  by  United  Chiirch  Women  of  North  Carolina  to  the  Council's 
migrant  ministry.    Not  only  have  they  made  a  very  generous  cash 
donation  of  $2,138.56,  but  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  R.  B.  Coldren 
of  Charlotte  they  have  succeeded  in  collecting  enough  green  trading 
stamps  to  secure  a  sixth  Harvester  vehicle  costing  $2,272.50.  This 
vehicle  has  been  delivered  to  the  Albemarle  Council  on  Migratory 
Labor  for  use  in  the  Elizabeth  City  area,  the  last  two  Harvesters 
now  serving  at  Hendersonville  and  More head  City.    The  Council  of 
Churches  owes  abundant  thanks  to  the  women  who  have  made  this 
contribution. 

The  recent  federal  grant  for  the  expanded  Migrant  Project 
has  not  lessened  ovoc  financial  needs  in  this  field.  Instead, 
these  needs  are  increased  by  reason  of  the  opportunity  of 
supplying  chaplaincy  services  in  five  new  areas  opened  by  the 
expanded  project.    Coupled  with  this  challenge  are  the  require- 
ments of  growing  programs  in  other  areas,  particularly  Christian 
Social  Action.    The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  most  urgent 
need  of  the  Council  of  Churches  is  to  achieve  a  sound  financial 
base  for  its  enlarging  work.    We  urge  the  generous  support  of  our 
constituents  to  make  possible  the  achievement  of  this  goal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 


The  Executive  Board  met  at  Central  Methodist  Chxirch,  Asheville, 
on  the  evening  of  January  26,  1965^  with  eighteen  members  present. 
Most  of  the  actions  taken  at  that  time  were  reported  to  the 
Assemhly  which  convened  on  the  following  day.    However,  two  fijrther 
matters  should  he  noted.    It  was  decided  to  send  a  representative 
to  the  Sixth  World  Order  Study  Conference  in  St.  Louis,  October 
20-23,  1965,  if  the  necessary  funds  could  be  fo\md  outside  the 
Council's  budget.    The  other  matter  was  approval  of  solicitation 
for  special  funds  by  the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Church  for 
the  seminar  at  N.  C.  State  in  May  of  I965. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  St.  Paul's  Episcopal 
Church  in  Winston-Salem  on  May  20.      Twenty-two  members  were 
present.    Reports  were  received  from  the  Treasurer,  the  Executive 
Director,  the  Director  of  Christian  Social  Action,  the, General 
Committee  on  Business  and  Finance,  and  the  Commissions  on  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Social  Action,  Christian  Social  Ministry, 
Inter-church  Cooperation,  and  Council  Organization  and  Extension. 

Along  with  routine  business  the  following  matters  transpired: 

1.  A  statement  expressing  strong  opposition  to  the 

Ku  Kliix  Klan  was  adopted  and  released  to  the  press. 

2.  Membership  for  the  professional  staff  of  the  Council 
in  the  Association  of  Council  Secretaries  was  approved. 

3.  It  was  reported  that  a  citation  was  given  for  the 
Council  on  January  5,  19^5  to  Governor  Terry  Sanford 
in  recognition  of  his  work  with  the  North  Carolina 
Good  Neighbor  Council,    The  presentation  was  made  by 
Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar. 

4.  An  acting  Nominating  Committee  was  appointed  to  be  ready 
to  make  nominations  for  officers    and  Executive  Board 
members  to  the  I966  Assembly. 

5.  The  chairmen  of  the  commissions  were  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  bring  to  the  Board  nominations  for  the 
Distinguished  Service  Awards  to  be  made  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.    Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins  was  named  chairman. 

6.  The  question  of  membership  in  the  Council  by  campus 
Christian  councils  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning  for  study  and 
recommendation. 

7.  A  special  committee,  composed  of  S.  S.  Wiley,  con- 
venor, Mrs.  Ernest  F.  Dixson,  Brigadier  Earl  Lord,  and 
Bishop  Earl  G.  Hunt, Jr.,  was  appointed  to  consult  with 
leaders  of  the  First  Presbytery  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Chm-ch  about  its  withdrawl  from  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Chiirches. 
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The  Executive  Board  met  again  on  NovemlDer  30,  trLth  the 
Council's  President,  Bishop  M.  George  Henry,  being  host  at  the 
1,  headquarters  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina 
at  Black  Mountain.    Twenty-one  memhers  were  present.    The  follow- 
ing matters  are  worthy  of  note: 

1.  The  convenor  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consult 
with  leaders  of  the  First  Presbytery  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  had  comnunicated  with  the 
chairman  of  their  committee  charged  vith  inter-church 
relations  and  had  been  referred  to  their  Moderator, 

No  reply  has  been  received  from  the  Moderator.  The 
committee  is  ready  to  function  if  contact  can  be 
made, 

2.  It  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  I966  Assembly  the 
election  of  the  acting  Nominating  Committee  appointed 
on  May  20,  1963,  so  that  they  may  report  to  the  I966 
Assembly  and  serve  during  the  coming  year. 

3.  Article  VI,  Paragraph  1  of  the  Council's  By-laws  allows 
for  travel  reimbursement  at  the  rate  of  only  three 
cents  per  mile.    The  following  recommendation  was 
approved  for  submission  to  the  I966  Assembly: 

"The  Executive  Board  recommends  to  the  I966  Assembly 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  that 
the  ^^---laws.  Article  VI,  Payment  of  Expenses, 
Par,  1,  be  changed  to  read  as  follov/s: 

Any  Executive  Board  member  or  official  member 
of  a  commission  or  Council  committee  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  travel  to  and  from  an  official 
meeting  upon  his  presentation  of  claim,  pro- 
vided that  the  chairman  of  the  group  in  annoxm- 
cing  the  meeting  has  not  stated  otherwise.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  determine  the  rate  of 
reimb\irsement . 
Notice  was  given  in  siting  to  the  I965  Assembly  tliat 
such  a  change  would  be  presented." 
(Note:    The  Committee,  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Plan- 
ning later  recommended  that  for  clarification  the  follow- 
ing phrase  be  added  after  the  words  "official  meeting": 
"of  the  Board,  commission,  or  committee....") 
In  this  connection  a  second  recommendation  was  approved, 
as  follows: 

"In  the  light  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  By-laws 
concerning  travel  reimbursement  being  submitted  to 
the  1966  Assembly  it  is  recommended  that: 

Until  further  action  by  the  Executive  Board, 
automobile  travel  on  official  Council  business 
shall  be  reimbursed  to  Executive  Board  and 
commission  and  committee  members  at  the  rate  of 
seven  cents  (7^^)  a  mile.    Other  forms  of  trans- 
portation which  are  cheaper,  such  as  railways  and 
buses,  are  encoxoraged,  in  which  cases  the  costs 
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shall  be  paid.    More  expensive  forms  of  trans- 
portation, such  as  planes  and  taxis,  will  be 
reimbursed  when  they  are  found  to  be  necessary," 
k.    Dr.  J.  Quinter  Miller,  Associate  General  Secretary  for 
Special  Services  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
had  proposed  that  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
assist  in  planning  "Listening  Consultations"  in  which 
National  Council  officials  and  denominational  leaders 
from  this  state  wo-uld  meet  for  discussion  of  National 
Council  policies  and  program*    This  proposal  was  approved* 
(Note:    Dr.  Miller  later  found  that  the  plan  must  be  in- 
definitely postponed  due  to  difficulties  they  had  en- 
countered in  scheduling.) 

5,  The  Treasurer's  Statement  of  Income  and  Expense  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  I965  was  received.    The  audit 
report  on  the  Coimcil's  books  made  by  Thomas,  Knight, 
Trent,  and  King  of  Durham  was  presented, 

6,  A  paper  showing  contributions  from  member  bodies  in  l^Sh 
and  in  1965  to  date  and  another  giving  askings  of  and 
acceptances  by  member  bodies  for  1966  preceded  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  proposed  budget  for  I966  as  offered 
by  the  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance,  This 
budget  totalling  $60,000  was  approved  for  presentation 
to  the  Assembly,  with  one  slight  amendment.    A  working 
budget  based  on  income  thus  far  assured  was  approved  as 
a  guide  to  the  Coiincil's  spending  prior  to  raising  the 
full  $60,000.    In  connection  with  the  financial  needs 
of  1966  the  requirements  of  the  Christian  Social  Action 
program  were  carefully  reviewed.    The  Board  decided  that 
appeals  for  funds  present  the  combined  needs  of  the  Council' 
regular  budget  and  the  special  Christian  Social  Action 
Fund,    Approval  was  given  to  such  an  appeal  being  sent 

in  December  to  the  more  than  3^000  individuals  on  the 
Council's  mailing  list. 

7,  Reports  were  also  received  from  the  following: 

a.  The  Executive  Director 

b.  The  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project 

c.  The  Director  of  Christian  Social  Action 

d.  The  Chainnan  of  the  General  Committee  on  Public 
Relations,  it  being  noted  that  Ted  L.  Daniel, 
Chairman  of  the  Sub- committee  on  Radio  and  TV,  had 
started  in  September  the  weekly  religious  TV  news- 
cast and  it  is  hoped  that  this  program  may  be  con- 
tinued. 

e.  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Christian 
Education 

f .  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Christian 
Social  Ministry, in  connection  with  which  it  was 
recommended  that  the  Assembly  approve  continuation 
in  1966  of  the  Migrant  Project  under  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Act. 


g.  Commission  on  Inter-church  Cooperation 

h.  Commission  on  Council  Organization  and  Ext- 
ension, it  being  decided  that  all  resolutions 
at  the  Assembly,  other  than  those  included 

in  commission  and  committee  reports,  be  pre- 
sented no  later  than  the  end  of  the  evening 
session  on  January  25,  and  be  subject  to  re- 
ferral to  the  proper  committees. 

8.  Tvra  applications  for  membership  in  the  Council  were 
approved  for  presentation  to  the  Assembly,  the  Shelton 
Chiirch  of  the  Brethren  at  Mount  Airy,  and  the  Western 
North  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  Annual  Conferences 
of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

9.  Three  recipients  of  the  annual  Distinguished  Service 
Awards  were  chosen  upon  recommendation  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  make  such  nominations.    The  names  will  be 
announced  at  the  luncheon  on  January  26. 

10.  Consultation  having  been  held  with  the  proper  denomina- 
tional executives,  fourteen  persons  were  named  to  a 
panel  representing  the  cooperative  work  of  the  churches 
from  which  the  denominations  belonging  to  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  may  choose  additional  representa- 
tives on  the  National  Council's  General  Assembly  and 
General  Board.    The  numbers  allowed  from  this  state 
were  determined  by  the  communicant  membership  of  the 
ecclesiastical  bodies,  as  follows:    from  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention,  three;  from  the  Disciples 

of  Christ,  one;  from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
one;  from  the  Lutheran  Chtirch  in  America,  one;  from 
The  Methodist  Church,  three;  from  the  Moravian  Church 
in  America,  one;  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  two;  from  the  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
one;  and  from  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  one.    Not  all  of  the  bodies 
belonging  to  the  Council  which  were  entitled  to  do  so 
made  recommendations. 

11.  The  question  of  having  representatives  on  program  units 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning. 

12.  The  matter  of  our  representation  at  regional  and  national 
meetings  was  referred  to  the  CoTmittee  on  Evaluation 

and  Long-range  Planning. 

13.  The  invitation  to  participate  in  raising  funds  for  build- 
ing a  Chapel  at  the  Women's  Correctional  Institution  in 
Raleigh  was  referred  to  United  Church  V/omen, 

Ik.    Report  was  made  by  the  Executive  Director  that  telegrams 
had  been  sent  to  the  families  of  Dr.  Kelsey  Regen  and 
Dr.  Frank  Hickman  when  news  of  their  deaths  was  received. 

15.    A  letter  of  thanks  from  the  Department  for  Councils  of 
Churches  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  for  our 
donation  of  $100.00  in  I965  was  noted. 
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The  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  set  for 
the  conclusion  of  the  evening  service  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  on  January  25,  I966. 

Permission  was  given  to  the  Committee  on  College 
Work  and  the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Church 
to  seek  funds  outside  the  regular  budget  for  the 
conferences  planned  in  I966.

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OFFICIAL  DELEGATES  TO  THE  ASSEMBLY 


Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  stipulates  the  make-up  of  the  Council's  Assembly 
as  follows} 

"1.    The  governing  body  of  the  Council  shall  be  an  Assembly, 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the  member  communions  and 
individual  churches,  as  follows: 

"a.    Each  member  communion  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
12  representatives  for  its  first  20,000  communicants  or  major 
portion  thereof,  and  in  addition  3  for  each  10,000  communicants 
over  the  first  20,000  up  to  50,000  and  one  for  each  10,000  or 
major  fraction  thereof  over  50,000,  with  due  regard  to  the 
adequate  representation  of  ministers,  laymen,  laywomen,  and 
young  people. 

"b.     If  a  communion  should  include  two  or  more  juris- 
dictional units  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  the  number 
of  representatives  from  such  communion  shall  be  divided 
among  the  jurisdictional  units  as  agreed  by  the  highest 
officers  of  the  jurisdictional  units. 

"c.     Each  individual  church  or  congregation  that  holds 
membership  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  representative. ... " 

In  the  list  given  below  the  figure  in  parentheses  following  the 
name  of  the  member  body  designates  the  number  of  official  delegates 
to  which  each  is  entitled.     In  certain  cases  statistics  have  not 
been  available  for  that  denomination  so  the  number  of  delegates 
could  not  be  determined.

ItEPCRT  f^F  !PHE  PRESIDENT 


To  serve  as  your  President  for  a  little  over  tvo  years  has  been  a  great 
honor.    Serving  in  this  capAcity  has  given  me  the  opportunity  of  knowing  some 
great  Christian  men  of  our  State.    Had  I  not  served,  I  might  well  have  never 
had  the  privilege  thnt  hns  been  min^s, 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  mention  how  blessed  is  this  State  and  our 
Council  to  have  a  man  as  our  Executive  Director,  of  the  caliber  of  the 
Reverend  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley.    Dr.  Wiley  has  the  patience  of  Job,  the  per- 
sistence, in  the  face  of  difficulty,  of  a  mule,  and  the  faith  in  prayer  that 
goes  beyond  the  call  of  duty.    When  dxiring  the  past  year  we  could  not  pay 
his  salary,  he  did  not  seem  too  worried.    When  it  seemed  that  no  one  was 
really  taking  hold  and  going  forward  with  our  program,  he  went  right  along 
achieving  remarkable  results.    When  people  disagreed  with  some  action  or 
attitude  of  some  of  our  committees  or  commissions,  he  took  the  time  to  patientlj'' 
explain  our  position.    Never  once  did  he  get  ruffled,  impatient,  anxious,  or 
ready  to  give  up.    I  have  come  to  admire  him  as  a  great  person. 

Another  great  person  this  office  has  given  me  the  privilege  of  knowing 
better,  is  the  Reverend  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley.    I  can  tell  this  whole  Assembly 
that  without  Dr.  Dudley  our  whole  effort  as  a  North  Carolina  Council  might 
well  have  ceased.    Financially,  we  have  had  a  very  hard  year.    Dr.  Dudley  has 
unceasingly  struggled  with  the  financial  problems.    If  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  had  a  difficult  time  this  past  year, 
it  is  because  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  has  taken  too  much  of 
his  time.    This  Council  owes  a  great  debt  to  Dr.  Dudley.    I  owe  a  great  deal 
to  him,  and  I  shall  ever  be  grateful  that  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
his  realistic  approach  to  problems,  his  willingness  to  give  of  himself  for  a 
cause,  and  the  xmlimited  efforts  that  he  has  put  forth  for  our  Council  of 
Churches, 

There  are  two  full-time  workers  involved  in  our  program  other  than  Dr. 
Wiley  and  his  staff.    They  are  the  Reverend  Jack  Crum  and  the  Reverend 
Charles  L.  Herron.    These  two  men  carry  the  greatest  responsibility.  They 
are,  as  it  were,  the  cutting  edge  of  our  Council,    Mr,  Crum  has  been  fearless 
and  determined  in  his  effort  to  overcome  evils  in  our  social,  economic,  and 
political  structure.    We  commend  him,  though  at  times  we  may  have  disagreed 
with  him, 

Mr,  Herron  has  directed  a  tremendous  program  among  the  migrants  of  the 
State,    You  will  hear  more  of  this.    Our  Council  is  most  fortunate  to  have 
him  work  with  us. 

I  might  well  go  on  and  list  many  more  persons  it  has  been  my  privilege 
to  know.    The  list  would  be  too  long.    I  would,  however,  mention  just  one 
person  -  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.    During  the  past  year  he  has  entered  into 
God's  larger  life  beyond  this  world.    We  are  thankful  for  his  contribution 
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to  the  life  of  the  Council.    For  several  years  he  headed  oxir  Committee  on 
Weekday  Religious  Education,  dealing  chiefly  with  the  teaching  of  Bible  in 
the  schools.    May  he  go  from  strength  to  strength  in  the  life  of  Perfect 
Service , 

As  your  President,  1  have  presided  over  various  meetings.    A  snow-storm 
prohibited  me  presiding  over  our  Assembly  last  year,  but  since  our  cancelled 
Assembly,  I  have  presided  over  four  Executive  Board  Meetings,  made  two  addresses 
as  your  President,  attended  one  Finance  Committee  Meeting,  and  presided  over 
our  Advisory  Conference,  a  meeting  of  the  denominational  executives.  This 
adds  up  to  over  2,000  miles  of  driving  and  600  miles  of  flying. 

After  considering  the  recommendations  of  the  denominational  executives, 
I  made  appointments  of  committee  and  commission  chairmen.    Our  program  is 
as  strong  as  our  committees  and  commissions.    Our  Executive  Director  most 
ably  followed  up  these  appointments  and  saw  to  it  that  the  committees  got 
busy  with  their  responsibilities. 

May  I,  as  I  complete  my  second  year  as  your  President,  thank  you  for  the 
honor  given  me  and  for  the  great  experience  it  has  been  for  me  to  be  yoxir 
President,

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  UNITED  CHURCH  WOMEN 


The  most  significant  work  of  I966  has  been  the  redistricting  of  our 
State,    In  order  to  make  our  United  Church  Women's  work  more  personal  we 
divided  the  State  into  six  areas.    Today  we  have  six  areas  and  six  fine 
area  chairmen.    These  women  have  worked  with  the  President  in  channeling  any 
news  to  the  local  council.    They  have  also  contacted  all  local  council 
presidents  personally  about  meetings,  programs,  or  problems.    In  so  doing 
we  have  discovered  we  do  not  have  councils  where  we  thought  we  did.  Some 
have  been  inactive  for  several  years.    Some  we  have  been  able  to  reactivate. 
We  now  are  reporting  thirty-two  councils. 

It  has  been  our  intention  to  have  six  area  meetings  in  the  fall  and 
take  a  team  of  leaders  from  our  officers  to  these  meetings  to  offer  inspira- 
tion, leadership  education,  and  information.    In  September  and  October  the 
President  and  the  four  department  chairmen  traveled  around  1,000  miles 
across  the  State  to  meetings,  talking  face  to  face  with  church  women  about 
what  we  should  and  could  do.    These  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  good 
programs  were  presented.    We  were  not  as  concerned  for  large  crowds  as  we 
were  for  developing  friendships  and  good  relationships. 

We  feel  there  is  renewed  interest  in  many  councils  as  they  continue  to 
reach  out  into  the  community  and  cooperate  with  other  groups  of  church  women. 
In  other  areas  we  are  aware  that  many  local  groups  have  withdrawn  their 
interest  and  support.    However,  we  are  encouraged  that  the  thirty-two  councils 
now  participating  are  reporting:  Continued  support  and  interest  in  the  Migrant 
Ministry  in  our  State;  sponsoring  training  classes  for  foreign-born  wives  of 
military  men  at  Ft.  Bragg,  holding  fellowship  coffee-hour  once  a  week  to 
acquaint  newcomers  with  each  other  and  the  program,     (This  past  year  the 
class  ran  for  ten  weeks  and  had  eighty-five  people  involved.)    Other  councils 
report  inter-faith  luncheons  with  Jewish  and  Roman  Catholic  women,  also 
Living  Room  Dialogues;  vesper  services  held  in  wards  of  hospitals  with  local 
ministers  of  all  denominations  participating;  layettes  sent  to  women  in  Viet 
Nam;  yards  and  yards  of  materials,  sewing-kits,  health-kits  etc.  sent  overseas; 
eighty  children  in  one  foster  home  council  were  taken  care  of  at  Christmastime 
with  eleven  denominations  and  forty-nine  churches  involved;  one  council 
encouraged  a  businessman  to  invest  in  five  billborads  advertising  UNICEF  for 
three  months;  classes  for  adult  education  in  local  communities  have  been  ■ 
organized;  recruiting  students,  encouraging  "drop-outs"  to  "drop  in"  school 
again;    some  have  visited  and  contributed  to  the  migrant  camps  as  they  visited; 
many  report  Bible  teachers  in  the  public  schools  supported  by  UCW,  while  others 
have  held  Bible-study  classes  in  the  local  comm-unities  for  women  and  youth  at 
separate  times  and  have  paid  teachers  such  as  Dr.  Boyd  from  UNC-Chapel  Hill. 
Dolls  have  been  dressed  for  the  Salvation  Army;  toys  repaired  for  the  Christmas 
Fund;  "A  Friendly  Visitation  Program"  for  the  elderly  in  the  commimity;  a 
"Clothes  Closet"  in  another  community;  Councils are  responding  to  Women  in 
Community  Service  (WICS),  Head  Start,  GUTS,  and  Job  Corps. 
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We  know  these  thirty-tvo  councils  are  effective  in  Christian  ministry 
across  our  State  from  these  reports,  which  are  mild  in  effect.    The  Church 
Women  are  participating  in  many  phases  of  their  local  church  work  as  well 
as  community  activities.      Many  good  things  have  gone  unreported  and  unnoticed, 
but  people  are  being  ministered  unto. 

The  State  Council,  through  its  department  chairaen,    has  encouraged 
participation  in  the  World  Lay  of  Prayer,  World  Community  Day,  and  May 
Fellowship  Ifey,    There  were  17,000  adults,  600  youth,  and  12,630  children 
participating  in  the  I966  World  Day  of  Prayer.    The  people  represented 
1,673  churches  and  II9  were  interracial.    Aside  from  the  fellowship  of 
local  people,  participation  in  prayer  and  meditation,  these  people  in  our 
State  sent  an  offering  of  $13,188.45  to  the  New  York  office  for  the  ministry 
of  people  around  the  world. 

We  observed  World  Community  I^y  across  North  Carolina  and  as  a  result 
$2,631.70  as  a  love  gift  was  sent  from  our  State  for  World  Wide  Projects, 
plus  $513.43  sent  to  pay  for  the  poimds  and  pounds  of  used  clothing  and 
health-kits  sent  in  by  church  women. 

As  we  gathered  into. churches  the  first  Friday  in  May  and  celebrated  May 
Fellowship  Day  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Depart- 
ment we  renewed  friendships,  heard  of  our  responsibilities  as  Christians  in 
the  local  communities,  and  contributed  money  to  meet  these  needs.    As  local 
councils  are  asked  to  divide  their  gifts  on  this  day  the  state  treasiiry 
received  from  the  twenty-six  councils  participating  in  this  day  $1,356.82, 
to  be  used  for  state  projects  and  work. 

Not  only  do  we  urge  the  participation  of  the  aforementioned  special 
days,  but  we  also  consider  our  first  and  most  important  project  the  Migrant 
Ministry  in  N.  C.    The  women  respond  well  to  this  cause  and  last  year 
contributed  $3,405<,08  for  this  work  in  our  own  State.    We  continue  to  collect 
trading  stamps  to  be  cashed  for  money  to  b\jy  equipment  for  the  Day  Care 
Centers.    We  were  encouraged  about  the  result  of  our  Migrant  Ministry  as  we 
heard  Mrs,  Joyce  Mills  relate  her  part  as  a  homemaker;  as  she  works  with  the 
migrant  women  and  children,  they  are  beginning  to  have  concern  for  themselves, 
Oujr  second  project  has  been  the  cooperation  with  the  Jewish,  Catholic,  and 
Negro  women  in  the  WICS  program  and  our  church  women  are  greatly  involved  in 
this,  giving  of  their  time  and  know-how  in  helping  to  screen  the  girls  who 
are  applying  for  training.    0^xr  third  project  is  giving  financial  assistance 
•GO  help  build  the  Chapel  for  the  Nameless  Woman  in  Ealeigh.    We  pledged 
$1,500.00  for  this  cause,  to  be  paid  $500.00  per  year.    In  I966  we  made  our 
first  payment  of  $500,00.    We  are  gratified  that  local  women  are  responding 
to  this  cause  and  are  raising  funds  on  their  own  to  be  used  for  this  chapel. 
We  also  had  Mrs.  McCubbins  as  our  speaker  at  our  Annual  Fall  Board  Meeting. 
She  did  stimulate  the  thinking  of  the  women  and  we  are  confident  the  remainder 
will  come  in  due  time. 
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We  have  placed  very  little  emphasis  on  money  this  past  year,  yet  we  had 
a  large  budget  and  many  financial  obligations.    Our  total  receipts  from  the 
thirty-two  councils  amount  to  $7,718.76;  included  in  this  are  the  offerings 
from  denominational  treasurers  for  their  part  of  the  work.    From  these 
receipts  we  have  sent  $1,076.90  as  our  quota  to  National.    (This  will  be 
reduced  in  I967  according  to  oior  councils.)    We  contributed  $3,^50.58  to 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  for  the  Migrant  Ministry,  contributed 
$100.00  to  the  Christian  Social    Action    work  of  N.  C,  and  have  placed 
$500.00  in  reserve  for  the  Ecumenical  Assembly  of  Church  Women  which  meets 
J\ily  13-16,  1967  at  Purdue  University,  West  Lafayette,  Indiana.    We  are 
helping  ten  officers  or  chaiimen  from  our  Board  to  go,  as  well  as  offering 
financial  assistance  to  local  coimcils  for  their  presidents  to  attend  this 
very  important  meeting.    December  31,  I966  we  had  in  the  bank  $1,357.15. 
Total  expenditures  for  I966  were  $8,liH,0i)-.    We  have  $1,590.82  in  the 
Saving  and  Loan. 

KEETIUGS:  We  have  had  three  Executive  Board  meetings,  one  Annual  Board  of 
Managers  Meeting,  and  some  district  meetings  since  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
Raleigh  in  Januaiy  I966.    We  have  had  representation  to  various  meetings  within 
the  State,  such  as  Legislative  Council,  Christian  Social   Action  ■  and  meetings 
of  the  N.  C.  Council,    All  of  our  representatives  have  attended,  reported, 
and  action  followed  when  necessary. 

At  the  Fall  Board  of  Managers  Meeting,  following  reports  and  business, 
we  were  presented  the  idea  of  adopting  a  new  state  structure  and  new  by-laws 
and  constitution  -  all  depending  upon  the  wishes  of  the  women  in  North 
Carolina.    The  proposed  document  for  new  by-laws  was  well  studied,  recom- 
mendations made,  and  a  committee  authorized  to  finalize  a  new  constitution 
and  present  it  to  the  Assembly  in  Winston- Salem  in  April.    At  this  same 
meeting  we  recognized  the  National  Office  had  advised  us  we  were  now  to  be 
known  as  a  "Movement"  within  the  National  framework,  and  our  name  changed 
to  CEURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA.    This  was  accepted  by  the  women 
without  too  much  excitement.    We  also  voted  to  continue  our  relationships 
with  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  to  be  known  as  a  Department 
of  the  N.  C.  Council.    Dr.  Sam  Wiley  was  present  at  this  meeting  and  advised 
us  according  to  parlimentary  procedure  in  these  matters. 

Our  NEWS  BULLETIN,  which  we  think  excells  any  we  receive,  has  been 
issued  four  times  during  the  year,  carrying  excellent  coverage  of  our  acti- 
vities and  we  are  grateful  to  the  editor,  Mrs.  John  R,  Taylor,  for  this  very 
fine  service  of  getting  out  some  of  the  best  NEWS  in  North  Carolina  by  Church 
Women. 

As  we  closed  the  year  I966  we  looked  back  with  regret  that  more  was  not 
accomplished,  yet,  we  face  the  fact  that  we  never  really  know  all  that  has 
been  done,  and  that  is  good  for  us.    We  are  humble  for  the  opportunity  to 
serve,  and  look  forward  to  a  very  exciting  I967  as  we  face  new  ideas,  new 
challenges,  and  know  that  women  are  part  of  the  problems  of  today,  and  we 
are  going  to  help  serve  those  problems  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ  our  Lord.

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BEPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 


The  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  constitutes  a 
large  enterprise.    The  latest  available  figures  show  a  membership  of 
thirty-five  church  bodies,  drawn  from  fifteen  denominations,  representing 
approximately  6,621  local  congregations  and  a  communicant  membership  of 
1^330,000.    The  Council's  organizational  structure  is  made  up  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  Administrative  Committee,  an  Advisory  Conference,  two 
Departments,  two  General  Committees,  and  five  Commissions  under  which  are 
grouped  twenty-three  Program  Committees, 

The  activities  of  these  units  are  detailed  in  separate  reports.  The 
Executive  Director's  report  will  serve  to  summarize  the  Council's  work 
for  the  year  and  outline  something  of  his  own  activities. 

Tribute  shotiTdbe  paid  to  the  Department  of  United  Church  Women  which 
has  had  an  excellent  year  under  the  fine  leadership  of  its  new  President, 
Mrs,  Ira  C.  Shelley,    We  are  especially  grateful  that  the  women  have  con- 
tributed a  sixth  "HaiTvester"  vehicle  to  the  Migrant  Ministry,    The  Commission 
on  Christian  Social  Action  has  made  splendid  progress  in  its  varied  fields 
under  the  guidance  of  Jack  Crum,    The  Migrant  Project  continues  to  expand 
it  effectiveness  under  the  direction  of  Charles  L,  Herron  and  W,  L,  Shipes 
who  is  Program  Co-ordinator, 

Board  and  Committer  Meetings  and  Programs 

The  Executive  Board  met  three  times  in  I966,  on  February  I8  to  handle 
the  business  of  the  Assembly  of  1966  which  was  canceled  because  of  snow, 
on  September  1,  and  again  on  November  22,    The  Advisory  Conference,  which 
is  composed  of  the  executives  of  the  Council's  member  bodies,  met  on  March 
2k,  1966  and  February  7,  I967,    Since  January  1966  the  following  committees 
have  met:    Nominating  Committee,  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance 
(twice),  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  (twice),  and  these  Program 
Committees:  Alcohol  and  Narcotics  (twice).  Human  Relations  (twice).  Legisla- 
tion and  Public  Morals  (three  times).  National  and  World  Affairs  (twice). 
College  Work  (twice).  Weekday  Religious  Education,  Youth  Work,  Ministry 
to  Migrants  (twice).  Migrant  Project  Steering  Committee  (five  times).  Ministry 
for  Overseas  Relief  (twice).  Annual  Meeting  along  with  the  Committee  on 
Program  for  Annual  Meeting  of  United  Church  Women,  the  Town  and  Country 
Church,  the  Urban  Church  (twice).  Ministerial  Associations  and  Co^oncils 
of  Churches,  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning,  Recreation,  and  Evangelism, 

In  the  area  of  Business  and  Finance,  the  Executive  Directoij  along 
with  others  representing  the  Council,  attended  meetings  of  the  Commissions 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  the  North' Carolina  Conference  and  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  Committee 
on  Inter-church  Relations  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  at  which  our  budget  requests  were  discussed.

In  the  area  of  Public  Relations,  the  Executive  Director  sent  out 
publicity  concerning  the  annual  Pastors'  Conference  and  Assembly  of 
1967.    A  long  and  a  short  form  of  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Council 
went  to  the  executives  of  our  member  bodies  in  the  spring  of  I966  and 
similar  reports  have  been  made  again  this  year.    Dr.  Robert  E.  Seymour 
prepared  a  letter  to  the  pastors  of  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  North 
Carolina  inviting  consideration  of  membership  in  the  Council  on  the 
part  of  their  congregations  and/or  financial  support.    Southern  Baptist 
state  headquarters  in  Raleigh  very  helpfully  addressed  this  mailing  which 
went  out  last  June.    Through  its  Chairman,  Ted  L.  Daniel,  the  Committee 
on  Radio  and  TV  continues  production  of  "News  of  the  Church,"  the  weekly 
religious  TV  newscast  now  carried  by  four  stations. 

Under  the  head  of  Christian  Social  Action  Mr.  Crum  conducted  the 
customary  United  Nations -Washington  Study  Tour  for  Ministers  last  April. 
His  department  planned  the  Church  Conference  on  Peace  which  was  held  at 
the  Myers  Park  Baptist  Church  in  Charlotte  on  November  29,  and  the 
Fourth  Seminar  on  State  Legislation  in  Raleigh  on  February  28. 

Under  the  head  of  Christian  Education  the  Committee  on  College  Work 
co-sponsored  with  the  Southeastern  Regional  Committee  on  United  Ministries 
a  Seminar  for  members  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Committees  of  the  partici- 
pating denominations  in  Durham  in  November.    The  Council  office  has  sent 
out  letters  for  the  Committee  on  \^^eekday  Religious  Education  addressed  to 
Presidents  of  local  councils  of  United  Church  Women  and  ministerial  asso- 
ciations in  communities  where  Bible  is  not  taught  in  the  public  schools, 
inviting  consideration  of  such  a  program. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief  reports  twenty-three 
collection  depots  for  Church  World  Service  in  the  State.    This  program 
is  co-ordinated  through  the  Council  office  for  the  CWS  Center  in  New      .  , 
Windsor,  Maryland.    Steps  are  being  taken  to  have  organized  CWS-CROP 
Committees  in  twenty-one  counties  in  North  Carolina;  there  are  now  three 
such  committees. 

The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  planned  the  program  for  the  I96T 
Annixal  Meeting,  the  theme  of  the  Pastors'  Conference  being  "The  Pastor  .• 
and  His  Personal  Problems." 

The  Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning,  in  addition  to 
other  matters,  proposed  a  program  of  community  organization  and  development 
with  the  Lumbee  Indians  and  others  in  Robeson  County.    This  program  was 
approved  by  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Church  planned  a  splendid  seminar 
for  last  April  in  Raleigh  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Rural 
Sociology  of  N.  C,  State  University,  developing  the  subject,  "The  Challenge 
to  the  Church  of  the  ChflnR-ing  Community,"    This  committee  has  been  joined 
in  sponsorship  of  this  year's  seminar  by  the  Committee  on  the  Urban  Church, 
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and  N.  C.  State  University  itself  is  to  be  co-sponsor  rather  than  one  of 
its  departments.    This  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community  is  scheduled  for 
May  11  and  12,  in  the  Erdahl-Cloyd  Union  on  the  N.  C.  State  campus,  and 
will  follow  the  theme >    "Church  and  Community  Improvement  through  Better 
Communication  and  Motivation," 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Associations  and  Councils  of  Churches 
has  witten  to  the  presidents  of  105  ministerial  associations  in  the 
State  urging  consideration  by  their  groups  of  the  formation  of  local 
councils  of  churches  which  would  include  lay  men  and  women. 

The  Committee  on  Recreation  and  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  are 
both  proposing  conferences  in  these  two  fields  in  I967  or  1968. 


Other  Committee  Activities 

With  two  General  Committees  and  twenty- three  Program  Committees, 
it  is  difficult  to  schedule  meetings  of  all  of  them  in  the  same  year. 
Some  of  the  other  Program  Committees,  while  not  having  met  in  the  past 
year,  have  yet  been  active.    The  Committee  on  Audio-Visuals  has  worked 
out  a  scheme  for  the  exchange  of  catalogues  between  denominational  AV 
libraries  in  the  State,    Thus  far  four  libraries  have  agreed  to  this 
plan.    The  Committee  on  Camping  co-sponsored  a  Southeastern  Regional 
Workshop  for  Church  Camps,  Conferences,  and  Assemblies  at  Camp  Chestnut 
Ridge  last  April,  along  with  the  Brotherhood  Commission  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Caroline,  the  Crnference  Boards,  of  Education 
of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  Southeast,  and  the  Division  of  Continuing 
Education  of  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  Administration  of  N.  C. 
State  University,    This  Committee  also  co-sponsored  the  Tri-state  Consul- 
tation on  Camps  and  Conferences  at  Camp  Calvin,  Georgia,  March  13-1^,1967* 
along  with  the  Georgia  and  Florida  Councils  of  Churches  and  the  Department 
of  Educational  Development  of  the  National  Council.    Under  the  head  of 
Children's  Work,  which  is  now  under  the  Committee  on  Family  Life  Education, 
our  Council  helped  to  promote  a  Regional  Conference  on  the  Church's  Work 
with  Children  which  was  held  at  the  FFA  Camp  near  Covington,  Georgia  in 
March,  I966.    The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Family  Life  Education  is 
serving  on  the  Steering  Committee  of  a  ^roup  set  up  by  the  Carolina  Popu- 
lation Center  of  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill  to  work  in  the  area  of  Family  Life 
Education  and  Population,    The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Scouting  wrote 
last  spring  to  all  of  the  Boy  Scout  executives  in  the  State  concerning 
chaplaincy  service  in  the  summer  camps,  urging  such  a  program  where  it 
does  not  exist  and  making  known  the  training  cotirse  for  such  chaplains 
at  Camp  McKenzie,  Fortson,  Georgia,    He  sent  to  all  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  pastors  in  North  Carolina  a  letter  promoting  Scouting  in  the 
churches.    This  message  and  its  accompanying  literature  were  sent  out  by 
the  Council  office  to  all  Official  Delegates  of  our  member  bodies.  The 
Durham  office  furnishes  information  on  councils  of  churches  to  Scouts 
working  on  the  God  and  Country  and  Pro  Deo  et  Patria  programs. 
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The  Committee  on  Ministry  in  the  State  and  National  Parks  reported 
last  summer  the  beginning  of  a  summer  religious  ministry  in  Cape  Hatteras 
National  Seashore  in  addition  to  continuance  of  work  at  three  points  on 
the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway.    New  work  will  be  started  this  summer  at  Deep 
Creek  Campground  and  Smokemont  in  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park. 
The  Executive  Director  furnished  The  State  magazine  with  an  article  on 
the  park  ministry  which  appeared  in  tEe  issue  of  Jvly  15,  I966,    He  also 
visited  Doughton  Park  in  June  and  conferred  with  the  student  worker  there, 
and  went  to  the  Outer  Banks  in  July,  conferring  at  Manteo  with  the  student 
minister  and  visiting  the  campgroiinds  where  the  minister  conducted  worship 
services  at  Salvo,  Buxton,  and  Frisco  on  Hatteras  Island. 

The  Committee  on  Research  and  Strategy  stands  ready  to  develop 
information  needed  by  other  committees  in  the  promotion  of  their  programs. 

Meetings  are  being  scheduled  in  the  near  future  for  those 
Program  Committees  which  have  not  met  since  the  I966  Assembly. 

Finances  are  reviewed  in  detail  elsewhere  in  this  book,  but  it 
should  be  noted  here  that  due  to  the  loyal  response  of  a  number  of  our 
constituents  the  Council  was  able  to  close  the  year  with  a  deficit  of 
$1,508.73,  taking  account  of  pledges  still  due  at  that  time.  This 
deficit  was  smaller  than  expected  at  mid-year.    The  actual  cash  deficit, 
however,  was  $3,553.00.    The  outlook  for  the  future  is  good  since  the 
member  bodies  thus  far  reporting  have  the  Council  in  their  budgets  for 
a  total  of  $32,81|8.8l  compared  with  $17,875.52  for  I966,  an    increase  of 
$1^,973.59.    As  this  is  written  word  has  just  been  received  of  a  $2,000.00 
grant  from  the  Mary  Duke  Biddle  Foundation  which  brings  down  to  $4,073.00 
the  amount  needed  to  meet  the  minimum  budget  for  I967.    We  should  be  in 
the  clear  for  I968  since  by  that  time  other  member  bodies  will  no  doubt 
have  increased  their  contributions  sufficiently  to  close  the  gap.  Adequate 
resources  should  be  available  since  the  total  annual  giving  of  our  member 
bodies  to  current  expenses  and  benevolences  is  well  over  $50,000,000  of 
which  the  Council's  asking  is  only  l/lO  of  ifo. 

The  Durham  office  send  reminders  to  individuals  and  individual 
churches  that  customarily  support  the  Council,  has  kept  track  of  pledges 
to  the  Christian  Social  Action  Fund,  and  sends  acknowledgment  with  thanks 
to  all  donors.

This  excursion, 
from  September  29  to  October  20,  while  primarily  a  vacation  and  not  an 
ecumenical  journey,  did  afford  opportunity  for  some  interesting  ecumenical 
encounters:  particularly  visits  to  the  headquarters  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  at  Geneva  and  the  Ecumenical  Institute  at  the  Chateau  de  Bossey, 
worship  at  St,  Pierre  Cathedral  in  Geneva  and  at  the  Church  of  England  in 
Florence  during  British  Week  (just  three  and  a  half  weeks  before  the  flood 
there),  and  a  glimpse  of  the  congregation  in  the  Synagogue  at  Toledo  when 
Jews  were  using  their  meeting-place  there  for  the  first  time  since  1^92 
when  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  drove  them  from  Spain.    Seeing  the  treasurers 
of  religious  art  and  architecture  of  the  accumulated  centuries  of  Christian 
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history  in  Geneva,  Venice,  Florence,  Rome,  Madrid,  Toledo,  and  Lisbon 
gave  greater  depth  to  our  appreciation  of  the  heritage  which  is  ours.

2,318  pre-school  and  school -age  children  have  been  assisted  diiring  our 
grant  year  of  '66- '67.    Their  families  have  also  been  directly  Involved  in 
the  programs,  through  the  work  of  caseT-forkers  and  homemakers. 
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We  have  been  working  closely  with  indigenous  groups  in  several  counties 
to  aid  them  in  self-help  programs.    Their  enthusiasm  and  response  is  inspiring. 
Whole  communities  are  "being  changed  as  new  attitudes  of  hope  are  translated 
into  meaningful  community  actions. 

Requests  from  other  such  groups  of  the  rural  poor  keep  coming.    As  we 
continue  to  help  serve  the  migrants)  we  must  respond  to  the  opportunities 
that  are  ever  before  us  to  assist  the  resident  seasonal  fam-workers  as 
well.    In  so  doing,  we  can  help  them  become  established  so  that  they  will 
not  be  forced  to  enter  the  migrant  farm-labor  stream* 

The  staff  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  Migrant  Project 
expresses  deep  appreciation  to  the  Council  of  Churches  for  making  our 
Project  possible.

The  Committee  on  Audio-visuals  has  completed  one  new  project  and  has 
been  exploring  several  possibilities  for  future  endeavors. 

The  new  project  was  the  working  out  of  an  exchange  of  audio-visual    . . 
catalogues  between  some  of  the  denominational  AV  libraries  in  the  State, 
There  are  some  difficiilties  in  such  a  plan  and  not  all  of  the  Council's 
member  bodies  find  it  possible  to  participate,  but  four  AV  libraries  have 
entered  into  the  agreement. 

In  the  area  of  future  possibilities  correspondence  with  the  Rev.  Alva 
I.  Cox,  Jr.  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  indicated  their  readiness 
to  co-operate  in  an  Audio-visual  Workshop  or  Communications  Seminar  for 
North  Carolina  during  I967;  encouragement  is  given  for  the  establishment 
of  Audio-visual  Evaluation  Committees  on  the  local  level  to  preview  and 
evaliiate  films  and  filmstrips  for  the  Audio-visual  Resource  Guide;  and 
efforts  will  be  made  to  promote  inter-denominational  "Preview  Days"  at 
strategic  locations  in  the  State  several  times  during  the  year.

A  Southeastern  Regional  Workshop  on  Planning,  Operation,  and  Main- 
tenance of  Church  Camps,  Conferences  and  Assemblies  was  held  at  Camp 
Chestnut  Ridge,  Efland,  N.  C,  April  25-29,  I966.    This  Workshop  was 
sponsored  by  the  Committee  on  Camping  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  the  Brotherhood  Commission  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  Conference  Boards  of  Education  of  The  Methodist 
Church  in  the  Southeast,  in  co-operation  with  the  Division  of  Continuing 
Education  and  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  Administration  of 
North  Carolina  State  University,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.    The  forty-five 
delegates  who  attended  this  workshop  came  from  six  southern  states, 
representing  five  denominations,    A  total  of  fifteen  staff  personnel 
participated  as  leaders.    Evaluations  indicated  the  workshop  was  very 
helpful  and  many  persons  expressed  the  hope  that  similar  workshops  would 
be  held  in  the  future.

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COMMITTEE  ON  COLLEGE  WOEK 
Dan  Hensley,  Jr.,  Chairman 

This  Committee  co-eponsored  with  the  Southeastern  Regional  Committee 
on  United  Ministries  a  Seminar  for  members  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Committees 
of  the  participatiftg  denominations  in  Durham  in  November  I966.    The  Committee 
on  College  Work  is  seeking  to  be  an  agency  for  relating  and  co-ordinating  the 
activities  of  various  groups  concerned  with  campus  ministry,  such  as  the 
N.  C.  Campus  Ministry  Association,  the  N.  C.  Student  Christian  Workers 
Association,  the  National  Campus  Ministry  Association,  and  the  State  Christian 
Convocation.    Plans  are  being  made  for  a  seminar  for  all  campus  Christian 
workers.    An  annual  calendar  listing  various  activities,  lectures,  etc,  on 
the  campuses  across  the  State  is  being  planned.    There  are  nearly  1500 
international  students  in  the  colleges  and  universities  in  North  Carolina 
this  year,    A  roster  of  their  names  and  addresses  has  been  compiled  by  the 
Council  Office  and  is  available  to  churches,  civic  groups,  or  individuals 
wishing  to  extend  hospitality  to  these  young  men  and  women  from  abroad, 

COMMITTEE  ON  FAMILY  LIFE  EDUCATION 
Kelly  J.  Wilson,  Jr.,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Family  Life  Education  has  been  acting  as  a  clearing- 
house and  as  an  advisory  agency  between  denominational  groups  and  the  North 
Carolina'^Family  Council.    At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  proposal 
was  made  that  there  should  be  initiated  some  type  of  leadership  program 
especially  for  ministers, designed  to  inform  th?m  concerning  the  help  avail- 
able in  the  field  of  family-life  education.    There  followed  several  programs 
of  this  type  held  by  denominational  groups.    The  Committee  would  be  glad  to 
hear  if  there  is  need  for  further  family-life  conferences  or  small-group 
clinics. 

Under  the  head  of  Children's  Work  the  Council  helped  promote  a  Regional 
Conference  on  the  Church's  Work  with  Children  which  was  held  near  Covington, 
C-eorgia  in  March  I966,    We  have  had  three  representatives  on  the  Southern 
Committee  on  the  Christian  Education  of  Children, James  A.  North,  Brady  Y, 
Faggart,  Jr,,  and  Robert  Turner,    This  Committee  is  to  be  succeeded  by  what 
is  to  be  called  Project  Committee  #38  of  the  Department  of  Educational 
Development  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Education  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  for  which  we  have  been  asked  to  nominate  representatives. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RECREATION 
Robert  L,  Dasher,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Recreation  endeavors  to  relate  to  the  Churches  the 
resources  of  recreation  as  an  adjunct  to  s.11  phases  of  Christian  education. 
After  a  period  of  inactivity  the  Committee  is  moving  forward  under  a  new 
chairman.    At  a  recent  meeting  the  Committee  outlined  four  possible  lines 
of  approach  to  its  work:     (l)  giving  assistance  to  local  churches  with 
infomation,  bibliographies,  and  training  opportunities  in  the  field  of

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recreation;  (2)  provision  of  seminars  or  workshops  for  discussion  of  the 
meaning  of  leisure,  the  philosophy  of  recreation,  possible  approaches 
to  the  problems  of  leisure  and  recreation  in  local  churches^  etc.)  (3) 
development  of  a  list  of  re source -persons  who  would  be  available  to  offer 
aid  to  churches  in  the  area  of  leisure-recreation;  and  (k)  work  with  other 
committees  of  the  Council  which  have  overlapping  responsibilities,  such 
as  the  Committees  on  Camping,  Ministry  in  the  State  and  National  Parks, 
Family  Life  Education,  and  Youth  Work,    First  emphasis  will  be  given  to 
the  second  suggested  approach,    A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  plan  a 
seminar  which  will  consider  the  creative  use  of  leisure-time  and  seek  to 
acquaint  leaders  of  the  c*hurches  with  the  implications  of  the  leisure 
revolution,  with  stress  upon  meeting  the  needs  of  people  in  changing  times. 
The  sub-committee  has  begun  its  planning, 

COWMITTEE  ON  SCOUTING 

Aubrey  Mauney,  Chairman  * 

No  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Scouting  has  been  held  during  the  past 
year  due  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  on 
Chui-ch  Relationships  in  each  of  the  twelve  Scout  Councils  in  North  Carolina 
and  other  interested  Scouters  together.    During  the  year  two  leaflets, 
"Scouting  As  Evangelism"  and  "A  Scouting  Message  to  Denominational 
Representatives,"  were  distributed  to  all  denominational  representatives 
to  the  North  Carolina  Coioncil  of  Churches,    Letters  were  written  to  each 
of  the  twelve  Scout  Executives  in  the  State  and  to  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Committees  on  Church  Relationships,  urging  that  there  be  a  Chaplain  in 
each  summer  council  camp  and  that  he  be  trained  at  the  School  for  Chaplains 
in  the  area.    Ministers  were  urged  to  take  seriously  their  responsibility 
and  opportunity  as  Chaplains  of  Scouting  units  in  their  churches  and  to 
work  with  their  Scouts  in  the  God  and  Coimtry  and  Pro  Deo  et  Patria  programs. 

The  Committee  on  Scouting  is  a  very  important  committee  since  so  many 
of  our  churches  sponsor  Scouting.    Our  concern  should  be  that  Scouting 
serve  the  churches  and  build  citizenship  as  the  Scouts  grow  physically, 
mentally,  and  spiritually. 

COMMITTEE  ON  WEEKDAY  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 


The  Committee  on  Weekday  Religious  Education  met  on  March  7,  I966  at 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro.    At  this  meeting  the  Executive 
Director  reported  on  a  survey  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  present 
program  of  Bible  teaching  in  the  public  schools.    This  survey  revealed  the 
following  facts:    there  were  forty-four  full-time  teachers  of  Bible  in  the 
schools  in  thirty-five  different  localities  in  the  State;  there  is  a  warm 
appreciation  for  the  program  in  most  cases;  the  program  in  most  communities 
is  sponsored  by  a  special  committee  and  financed  by  co-operating  congrega- 
tions on  a  pro-rata  basis;  the  curriculum  guide  generally  used  is  set  by 
the  Bible  Department  of  the  North  Carolina  Education  Association  and  approved 
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by  the  State  of  North  Carolina,    It  was  pointed  out  that  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  does  not  accept  a  college  major  in  Bible  as  being  adeqiiate 
for  certification  but  requires  a  major  in  secondary  education. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  "Chairman  to  send  for  the  Committee  a. 
letter  over  his  signature  to  the  ministerial  associations  and  Councils 
of  United  Chiirch  Women,  commending  the  program  of  teaching  Bible  in  the 
public  schools,  using  non-tax  funds  on  school  premises  with  proper  safe- 
guards; urging  the  consideration  of  such  programs  in  local  communities; 
and  noting  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Court  encourages  non-sectarian  teaching 
about  the  Bible  in  public  achools," 

It  was  agreed  that  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Bible  Department 
of  the  N,  C.  E,  A,  be  invited  to  attend  future  meetings  of  this  Committee  as 
an  advisory  member.    The  President,  Miss.  Mary  Bowers  Mackorell  of  Charlotte, 
has  accepted  this  invitation. 


¥e  have  all  been  grieved  by  the  passing  on  February  11, 
1967  of  the  dedicated  and  effective  Chairman  of  this  important 
committee,  Dr,  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr..  From  its  inception,  the 
North  Carolina  Coimcil  of  Churches  has  been  blessed  by  the 
leadership  of  this  wise  churchman  and  Christian  statesman. 
His  contributions  in  the  area  of  Christian  Education  have  been 
most  significant  and  entirely  too  numerous  to  catalogue. 
Having  served  as  Dean  of  Flora  MacDonald  College  at  Red  Springs 
and  Dean  of  St,  Andrews  College  at  Laurinburg,  he  had  recently 
retired  as  President  of  the  Glade  Valley  School  in  the  Winston- 
Salem  Presbytery  at  the  time  of  his  passing.    The  Committee  and 
the  Council  have  lost  a  great  leader  and  a  warm  personal  friend. 
Our  lives  and  the  ministry  of  this  Council  will  continue  to  be 
enriched  by  his  memory  and  influence. 


COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 
Brady  Y.  I^ggart,  Jr,,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Youth  Work  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
had  one  meeting  during  I966,    This  was  held  on  March  21  at  the  New  Garden 
Friends  Meeting    at  Guilford  College,    The  primary  concern  of  this  meeting 
was  an  exploration  of  the  possibilities  of  adult -counselor-training  on  a 
co-operative  basis.    Several  members  of  the  Committee  reported  on  denominational 
directions  for  training  of  adult  workers  with  youth.    Following  an  extensive 
discussion  of  these  possibilities,  it  was  determined  that  the  Committee 
take  no  action  at  the  present  time  in  sponsoring  such  a  co-operative  program 
of  training. 
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Since  that  time  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  in  co-operation  with 
members  of  the  Committee  and  other  leaders  of  youth  work  in  the  State, 
compiled  and  distributed  a  listing  of  camp  and  conference  facilities 
available  within  North  Carolina.    The  Committee  felt  that  such  sharing  of 
information  would  assist  youth  groups  in  the  location  of  camp  or  conference 
facilities,  and  would  also  promote  fuller  use  of  these  facilities. 

In  addition  infonnation  was  shared  concerning  an  ecumenical  encounter 
planned  last  August  by  the  Youth  of  the  Georgia  Council  of  Churches.  Later 
information  indicated  that  this  encounter  had  been  cancelled  due  to. a  lack 
of  registration. 

The  primary  obstacle  facing  the  Committee  is  the  lack  of  any  structure 
through  which  it  can  operate  with  the  youth  of  the  various  denominations. 
Several  years  ago  it  was  determined  on  the  national  level  to  discontinue 
the  United  Christian  Youth  Movement.    While  it  is  granted  that  there  was 
a  considerable  amount  of  inefficiency  in  this  structure  and  there  was 
probably  a  need  for  a  thorough-going  renovation,  at  least  there  was  a 
channel  of  contact  and  communication.    Up  to  this  point  the  Committee, 
at  least  the  Chairman,  has  been  unable  to  provide  an  adequate  means  of 
contacting  those  young  persons  and  their  adult  counselors  in  the  communities 
of  our  State  who  are  either  working  or  interested  in  interdenominational 
activities. 

The  future,  however,  has  many  unfolding  possibilities.    It  is  very 
evident  to  those  working  in  the  field  of  youth  work  in  the  various  churches 
that  we  are  constantly  moving  closer  to  one  another  in  terms  of  philosophy 
and  program.    It  seems  evident  that  we  are  at  the  point  now  of  a  very 
necessary  meeting  together  across  denominational  lines  in  order  to  share 
our  best  insights  and  experiences.    It  could  well  be  that  the  primary  burden 
of  this  Committee  for  the  coming  months  and  years  will  be  the  sharing  of 
ideas  and  experiences  rather  than  the  promotion  of  a  multiplicity  of 
intejrdenominational  events.    Closer  association  and  mutual  planning  on  the 
adult  level  should  neces-oavily  lead  to  a  closer  co-operation  among  the 
youth  themselves e    This  is  the  dii-ectdon  in  which  the  CoTnraitfcee  hopes  to 
move ,

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II.  Legislative  Principles  for  I966-I967 

On  September  21,  I966,  the  Commission  adopted  Legislative 
Principles  for  use  with  the  General  Assenbly  and  with  Congress 
on  the  following  subjects:    (l)  Alcohol  Beverage  Sales,  (2) 
Alcohol  Education,  (3)  Capital  Punishment,  (k)  Confidential 
Communications,  (5)  Chemical  Tests  for  Suspected  Drinking 
Drivers,  (6)  The  Good  Neighbor  Council,  (7)  Highway  Safety, 
(8)  Jury  Reform,  (9)  The  Ku  Klux  Klan,  (10)  Liquor  Law  Clarifi- 
cation, (11)  Migrant  Labor,  (12)  Miscegenation,  (13)  School  De- 
segregation, (Ih)  Sunday  Laws,  (15)  Alcoholism  Research, ' (16) 
Fair  Housing,  (ij)  The  Protection  of  Civil  Rights  Workers,  and 
(18)  The  United  Nations  and  Vietnam. 

These  Principles  were  published  in  the  February,  1967^  edition 
of  THE  CHURCH  COUNCIL  BULLETIN.    A  copy  of  the  Principles  together 
with  an  individually  typed  letter  was  mailed  to  each  of  the  170 
Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Commission  asked  the  Director  to  publish  a  bi-monthly 
Legislative  Bulletin  during  the  General  Assembly;  but, due  to 
a  lack  of  financial  resources  and  of  adequate  secretarial  help, 
this  has  been  impossible.    The  Director  hopes  to  put  this  plan 
into  operation  in  I969. 

III.  The  Director's  Work

IV.  Other  matters 

In  addition  to  the  program  outlined  above,  the  Commission 
recommends  the  following:

$125.00  to  it  in  1967.    The  Director,  Dr.  G.  W.  Buckner,and 
Claude  Shotts  are  serving  as  members  of  the  Planning  Cocunittee, 

(3)  That  the  Council  encourage  those  ministerial  associations 
and  alliances  which  are  not  integrated  to  integrate,  and  Negro 
ministers  who  are  not  attendjLn^  Integrated  associations  to  attend 
them;  and  that  %&sQcigtions  and  alliances  have  committees  to  work 
on  sensitive  issues  such  as  school  desegre^tion.

COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTRY  IN  INSTITUTIONS

.  .    Under  the  leadership  of  the  former  Chairman,  P.  Wesley  Aitken,  the 
Committee  on  Ministry  in  Institutions  was  responsible  for  the  program  at 
the  Council's  I966  Pastors'  Conference  in  Raleigh  which  followed  the  theme, 
"Ministering  to  the  Sick  and  Troubled." 

The  Committee  has  made  efforts  to  inform  clergymen  in  the  State  of 
training  opportionities  in  the  area  of  pastoral  care  and  clinical  training. 
Through  the  Committee  contact  is  maintained  with  chaplains  in  hospitals, 
homes  for  children  and  the  aged,  prisons,  and  other  institutions. 

The  North  Carolina  Chaplains'  Addociation  held  its  most  recent  meeting  ' 
in  Morganton  last  December,    The  Committee  was  instrumental  in  helping  to 
organize  this  Association  in  December  1964. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTRY  FOR  OVERSEAS  RELIEF  ' 
Edwin  M.  Alcorn,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief  met  on  February  7  and 
September  I5,  I967,  both  meetings  being  held  in  Greensboro,    There  are  now 
twenty-three  collection  depots  for  Church  World  Service  in  North  Carolina 
from  which  for  the  year  ending  in  January  I967  a  total  of  77,676  pounds  of 
usable  clothing  and  bedding  was  sent  in  to  the  Center  at  New  Windsor, 
Maryland.    The    truck  from  New  Windsor  scheduled  collections  for  I967  during 
the  weeks  of  April  lO-lU  and  December  11-15.    There  are  at  present  three 
active  county  committees  promoting  Chiirch  World  Service  and  CROP,  in 
Catawba,  Rutherford,  and  Alamance  Counties,    The  Committee  has  approved 
a  three-year  program  to  establish  or  reactivate  continuing  committees  in 
twenty-oiie  counties  in  the  Piedmont  region  of  the  State  starting  this  year 
in  Gaston,  Lincoln,  Cleveland,  Surry,  Guilford,  Forsyth,  Burke,  and  Iredell 
Counties.    The  Committee  Chairman  and  the  Council's  Executive  Director  are 
working  in  this  with  the  Rev.  Edwin  R,  Short,  Southeastern  Field  Representa- 
tive for  Church  World  Service,  aided  by  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Extension  Service,    Thanksgiving  offerings  for  CWS-CROP  are  promoted  through 
local  ministerial  associations.    The  Committee  is  seeking  bo  make  contacts 
with  manufacturers  in  the  State  to  get  contributions  of  textiles,  fertilizer, 
tools,  and  food  products  for  the  relief  and  self-help  programs  of  Chiirch 
World  Service „ 

COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTRY  IN  STATE  AND  NATIONAL  PARKS

In  co-operation  with  the  National  Council  of  Churches  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  helps  to  maintain  a  summer  ministry  by  theological 
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students  at  three  points  on  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  at  Doughton  Park,  Julian 
Price  Park,  and  Crabtree  Meadows,  and  in  three  of  the  campgrounds  in  Cape 
Hatteras  National  Seashore.    Seminary  and  college  students  involved  in  this 
ministry  support  themselves  by  working  for  the  National  Park  Service,  con- 
cession companies,  or  nearby  churches  and  provide  services  of  worship  on 
Sundays  or  even  Saturday  evenings  for  campers,  park  and  concession  personnel, 
and  park  residents.    Possibilities  for  similar  ministries  are  being  explored 
for  two  state  parks.    The  Committee  will  work  with  local  chizrches  or  minis- 
terial associations  in  making  plans  for  services  at  other  vacation  centers, 
at  the  beaches  or  on  the  lakes, 

COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTRY  TO  MIGRANTS 
Charles  L.  Kir by,  Chairman 

Co-operation  with  and  financial  support  for  the  Migrant  Ministry  in  the 
Elizabeth  City,  Morehead  City,  and  Renders onville  areas  has  continued  as 
in        past  years.    New  migrant  councils  have  been  formed  in  Sampson  and 
Pender  Counties,  and  the  Council  of  Chtirches  hopes  to  be  in  a  position  to 
assist  them  financially.    The  Migrant  Ministry  undertakes  to  furnish  migrant 
and  other  seasonally  employed  agric\LLtural  workers  with  a  much-needed 
spiritual  ministry  and  co-operates  in  child-care,  health,  recreational, 
educational,  and  home-making  services.    When  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act 
of  1964  was  passed  a  broader  program  was  made  possible,  enabling  the  Council 
to  reach  more  of  the  22,000  to  23,000  migrants  who  come  to  the  State  each 
year.    The  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  provided  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  April  1,  I965 ,  ^2'J0,hkh  for  a  program  of  housing  and  rest-stop 
development,  sanitation  education,  day-care,  and  education  with  a  staff 
of  163  under  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  Migrant  Project.  For 
the  year  beginning  April  1,  I966    $378,58^  was  granted  for  a  program  of 
sanitation  education,  child-care,  and  education  allowing  for  a  staff  number- 
ing 295.    In  1967  the  education  component  is  being  left  to  the  State  and 
a  grant  of  $299,-,  92Y  has  been  secured  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  April  1, 

The  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Ghxurches,  and  the  work  is  carried  out  \inder  the 
auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  to  Migrants  and  the  direct  supervision 
of  a  sub-committee  called  the  Migrant  Project  Steering  Committee.  The 
program  is  designed  to  reach  ultimately  twenty-six  to  thirty  North  Carolina 
counties.    The  provision  of  CEO  funds  for  this  work  does  not  lessen  in  any 
way  the  Council's  need  for  money  with  which  to  carry  on  the  traditional 
Migrant  Ministry,  since  none  of  the  OEO  funds  may  be  used  for  religious 
services  which  are  still  maintained  by  the  local  committees  with  Council 
assistance  and  with  funds  derived  from  non-governmental  sources.  The 
Migrant  Project  has  actually  increased  the  Council's  financial  require- 
ments in  this  area  since  it  has  opened  up  five  new  areas  where  chaplaincy 
services  are  needed.    The  Executive  Board  has  approved  the  continuance  of 
the  Council's  direction  of  the  Migrant  Project  during  the  coming  year.  A 
fuller  report  on  the  Migrant  Project  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  book. 
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The  older  Migrant  Ministry  which  began  in  North  Carolina  in  1950  has 
continued  a  strong  religious  emphasis,  maintained  chiefly  with  funds  pro- 
vided by  United  Church  Women,    The  women  have  also  furnished  vehicles 
called  "Harvesters,"  two  of  which  are  at  Elizabeth  City,  one  at  Morehead 
City,  and  one  at  Hfendersonville,    Some  of  the  local  migrant  councils  have 
a  program  of  making  usable  clothing  available  to  migrants  at  a  very  modest 
cost.    These  articles  are  provided  by  church  groups  throughout  the  State. 

The  Council's  budget  for  I967  Includes  the  following  items  for  the 
Migrant  Ministry  (chiefly  for  chaplaincy  programs):    for  the  Albemarle 
Council  on  Migratory  Labor  at  Elizabeth  City  $3^105^  for  the  Carteret 
County  Migrant  Council  $750,  and  for  the  Migrant  Council  of  Henderson 
County  $3,000,    (if  an  additional  $2,000  became  available  chaplaincy  pro- 
grams would  be  established  in  the  migrant  camps  in  Lenoir-Green,  Transyl- 
vania, and  I^yde  Counties.)    Plans  have  been  made  to  give  training  to  the 
chaplains  before  they  start  work  during  the  coming  season,  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  special  problems  and  opportunities  which  they  will  face. 

In  so  brief  a  report  the  importance  of  the  Migrant  Ministry  can  only 
be  hinted  at.    With  the  Migrant  Project  it  constitutes  a  Christian  service 
to  the  whole  man  and  is  concerned  with  the  redemption  of  entire  families. 
Its  significance  can  scarcely  be  rated  too  highly.

The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  met  with  the  corresponding  committee 
of  the  United  Church  Women  at  the  First  Christian  Church  in  Winston-Salem 
on  July  12,  I966,    Mrs,  Harry  Hendrick  was  Chairman  of  the  Women's  Committee.

The  Committee  decided  the  Council  should  again  meet  with  the  United 
Church  Women  on  Tuesday  evening  for  a  Joint  Fellowship  P-inner  and  that 
each  group  would  have  separate  meetings  otherwise* 

The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  discussed  a  wide  variety  of  pertinent 
subjects  and  agreed  that  the  Pastors'  Conference  theme  would  be  "The  Pastor 
and  His  Personal  Problems,"  dealing  specifically  with  the  threats  of  lone- 
liness, changing  times,  the  power  structure^  and  financial  ifiseciirity.  The 
Chairman  succeeded  in  securing  as  key  speakers  for  this  Conference  Bishop 
Hazen  G.  Werner  of  New  York,  Chaplain  L.  L.  McGee  of  Winston-Salem,  and 
nr.  Thomas  H,  McDill  of  Decatur,  Georgia, 

For  the  address  at  the  Joint  Fellowship  Dinner  the  women  scheduled 
Dr,  Glora  Wysner.    As  speaker  at  the  first  session  of  the  Council's  Assembly 
on  the  evening  of  April  25  Dr,  James  L,  Stoner,  Assistant  General  Secretary 
for  Executive  Operations  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  was  engaged. 
It  was  planned  to  close  this  evening  service  with  Holy  Communion  conducted 
by  Bishop  M,  George  Henry, 

COMMITTEE  ON  EVALUATION  AND  LONG-RANGE  PLANNING 
W.  W,  Finlator,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning  has  considered 
several  important  topics  throughout  the  past  year. 

This  Committee  recommended  final  adoption  of  a  change  in  the  By-laws 
to  allow  an  increase  in  mileage  reimbursements  for  persons  attending  committee 
meetings  of  the  Council. 

This  Committee  also  prepared  a  statement  on  "When  and  to  Whom  Does  the 
Council  Speak?"  This  statement  h&s  been  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  and 
published  in  The  Church  Coufadil  Bulletin^ 
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The  Coimnittee  has  concerned  itself  with  better  communication  with  the 
constituency  of  the  Council,  hoping  that  through  the  various  ccmmittees 
and  the  Executive  Board,  the  Council's  valuable  work  can  be  highlighted  in 
a  more  meaningfiol  way  to  the  members  in  this  State.    In  particular,  the 
concern  that  the  public  relations  of  the  Council  be  improved  was  discussed 
at  length. 

Realizing  the  multiple  changes  taking  place  in  ovjr  State  this  Committee 
has  requested  the  Council  to  consider  a  conference  on  long-range  planning 
in  a  changing  culture  for  denominational  leaders  in  the  Council  in  the 
fall  of  1967.    With  such  changes  being  brought  on  by  automation,  cybernation, 
urbanization,  and  so  forth,  the  Christians  of  our  State  must  look  at  the 
long-range  effects  of  these  factors  upon  daily  living.    Also  present  trends 
toward  church  union  would  certainly  necessitate  long-range  planning  together. 

Evaluation  of  the  Council's  program  has  been  undertaken  by  this 
Committee,    In  this  connection,  it  has  urged  the  Council  to  keep  channels 
open  with  certain  bodies  that  are  not  in  direct  relationship  with  the 
Council  such  as  the  Baptist    State  '  Convention,  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
and  owe  Jewish  community. 

This  Committee  also  commended  the  leadership  of  Dri.  Samuel  Wiley  and 
the  vision  he  holds  personally  of  the  work  and  value  oP  the  Council  in 
this  State, 

COMITTEE  ON  MINISTERIAL  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  COUNCILS  OF  CHURCHES 
James  D,  Beckwith,  Chairman 

The  Chairman  presided  at  a  meeting  of  this  Committee  on  January  10, 
1967,  at  Durham.    It  was  pointed  out  that  the  relationship  between  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
is    co-operative  rather  than  organic. 

This  Committee  gathered  a  list  of  10  5  ministerial  associations  in 
North  Carolina.    It  was  noted  that  there  is  an  encouraging  amount  of 
ec-amenical  activity  going  on  in  these  associations  as  well  as  in  the  ■  ■ 

Department  of  United  Church  Women.    The  Committee  felt  that  it  should 
make  known  its  desire  to  be  of  any  assistance  to  local  ministerial 
associations  should  its  help  be  called  on.  ,     .  '  ^ 

There  are  three  known  local  Councils  of  Churches  in  North  Carolina, 
at  Raleigh,  Wilson,  and  Wendell,  each  being  an  autonompus  body.  .  The 
primary  advantage  of  a  council  of  chiu:*ches  over  a  ministerial  association 
is  that  the  coimcil  involves  lay  people.    This  Committee  felt  it'  should 
seek  ways  to  give  help  to  communities  wishing  to  start  local  councils. 
It  was  voted  that  the  Committee  should  promote  the  establishment  of  local 
councils  (1)  by  notifying  all  ministerial  associations  that  help  and  mater- 
ials are  available;  and  (2)  by  contacting  certain  selected  associations 
where  councils  might  be  organized  as  pilot  projects.    Mr.  Beckwith  and 
Dr.  McCorkle  were  asked  to  draft  a  letter  to  local  ministerial  associations 
including  reasons  for  having  a  local  council  of  churches  and  offering  personal 
assistance  to  those  communities  desiring  such  an  organization,

The  1966  Seminar  on  the  Town  and  Country  Church  was  held  on  April 
25  and  26  at  N.  C.  State  University  in  Raleigh  under  Joint  sponsorship 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Tovrrx  and  Country  Chui'ch  and  the  University's 
Department  of  Rural  Sociology,  following  the  theme,  "The  Challenge  to 
the  Church  of  the  Changing  Community."    Dr.  David  S,  Weaver,  Dr.  Selz 
C.  Mayo,  Dr.  Phillip  F,  Aylesworth,  Dr.  Allix  B.  James,  Mr.  A,  C.  Edwards, 
Dr.  E.  C.  Lehman,  Dr.  H.  G.  Beard,  Miss  Frances  Jordan,  Dr.  W,  Perry 
Crouch,  Mr.  V7illiam  0*  Cooper,  the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Faggart,Jr,,  Dr.  J, 
N,  Young,  and  Dr.  M.  Wilson  Nesbitt  discussed  such  subjects  as  "Tech- 
nological Changes  and  Their  Effect  on  the  Community,"  "The  Community 
Today,"  "The  Relationship  of  Church  and  Government  Programs,"  "The 
Comm^anity  of  the  Future,"  "The  Family  and  Our  Ministry  to  It," 
"Ministering  to  Youth,"  "Leadership  in  the  Community  —  Structure 
and  Development,"  "Directing  Change  Within  the  Community  —  The  Roles 
of  the  Minister  and  the  Congregation, "  It  was  a  very  stimulating  and 
helpful  conference. 
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A  joint  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  Town  and  Country  Church  and 
the  Committee  on  the  Urban  Ch\irch  on  July  l8,  1966  led  to  approval  of 
holding  the  I967  Seminar  as  a  Joint  project  of  the  two  committees  and 
North  Carolina  State  University,    Chancellor  John  T.  Caldwell  approved 
the  proposal  and  designated  the  Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthropology, 
the  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  and  the  Division  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion to  be  the  agents  of  the  University  in  effectuating  the  plan. 

A  preliminary  planning  session  for  the  next  Seminar  was  held  on 
August  8  and  the  Program  Committee  met  on  September  16,    The  I967  meeting, 
to  be  known  as  the  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community,  is  scheduled  for  May 
11  and  12  at  the  Erdahl-Cloyd  Union  at  N.  C.  State.    Ihe  theme  will  be 
"Church  and  Community  Improvement  Through  Better  Communication  and  Motiva- 
tion."   The  first  part  of  the  subject  will  be  developed  by  Dr.  W,  C.  Fields 
of  Nashville,  Tenno  and  Dr.  John  R,  Larkins  of  Raleigh,  and  the  second 
part  by  the  Rev.  Ray  F.  Swink  of  Charlotte  and  Dr.  Selz  C.  Mayo  of  Raleigh. 
At  the  dinner  on  the  evening  of  May  11  Dr.  Hugh  T.  Lefler  of  Chapel  Hill 
will  speak  on  "North  Carolina's  Heritage"  and  Dr.  E.  Walton  Jones  of 
Raleigh  will  present  the  Human  Resource  Development  Program. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Town  and  Country  Church  and  the 
Executive  Director  represent  the  Council  of  Churches  on  the  Commission 
on  Religion  in  Appalachia.    Mr.  Mitchell  attended  the  meetings  of  this 
Commission  in  Knoxville  in  October  1966  and  April  I96T.

GEMER'^L  COMiTTEE  OK  PUELIC  PSLATICIiS 


The  General  Coimnittee  on  Public  Relations  undertakes  to  create  a 
favorable  and  appropriate  image  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
in  multiple  vays.    It  is  the  piirpose  of  the  committee  to  make  known  to 
various  news  .media  the  services  rendered  by  the  Council  to  the  different 
church  groups.    The  following  represent  the  major  efforts  of  the  committee: 

I,  At  the  annual  Assembly,  meets  with  representatives  of  the 
news  media  and  provides  them  with  content  material  from  the  program 
and  arranges  interviews  with  distinguished  personalities  sharing 
program  responsibilities;  releases  copies  of  addresses  and  lectures 
by  program  participants;  arranges  with  news  photographers  for 
photographs  of  distinguished  personalities  at  the  conference  and 
of  significant  activities  taking  place  at  the  meeting, 

II,  Annually  the  committee  arranges  for  the  presentation  of 
the  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards,    These  awards  are  for 
meritorious  coverage  of  the  Christian  religion  by  newspapers, 
television  and  radio  broadcasting  stations.    The  awards  are  in  the 
form  of  Certificates  of  Merit  signed  by  officials  of  the  Council. 
They  are  presented  at  the  annual  Assembly'-  of  the  Ilorth  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.    The  presentation  of  the  awc.i'^ls  is  to  recog- 
nize and  commend  the  valuable  contributions  of  ag;MCies  of  mass 
communication  in  the  interpretation  of  Christianity  and  in  the 
building  of  support  of  the  Christian  religion  in  general,  and  the 
ecumenical  movement  in  particular.    Nominations  for  the  awards  are 
submitted  by  local  councils  of  United  Church  Women,  ministerial 
associations,  or  church  leaders. 

The  principal  benefit  of  the  Richard  Shelton  Communications 
Av;ards  program  is  the  stimulation  of  closer  cooperation  between 
religious  leaders  and  representatives  of  the  news  media  across 
the  State.    The  improved  lines  of  communication  will  broaden  and 
enhance  public  understanding  of  the  Christian  religion  and  the 
ecumenical  movement.    The  awards  are  made  in  five  categories  as 
follows: 

1.  Daily  newspapers  with  circulation  over  20,000 

2.  Daily  newspapers  with  circulation  under  20,000 

3.  Vfeekly  or  bi-weekly  newspapers 
h.    Radio  stations 

5.    Television  stations 
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Awards  are  not  necessarily  made  in  every  category  each  year. 
The  1966  Awards  (based  upon  work  of  I965)  were  made  to  the  following: 
The  Charlotte  News,  Brodie  S.  Griffith,  Editor,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Creigh- 
ton,  Reporter  of  Religious  News;  the  Spindale  Sun,  Glenn  James, 
Editor;  and  Television  Station,  WTVD,"  Durham,  Floyd  Fletcher,  Program 
Manager.    A  special  citation  was  given  to  the  Wilmington  Morning 
Star  and  News  and  to  their  Reporter  of  Religious  News,  Mrs.  Louise 
Lamica,  for  outstanding  coverage  of  the  evangelistic  crusade  con- 
ducted in  Wilmington  by  a  team  of  the  Billy  Graham  Evangelistic 
Association.    The  Awards  could  not  be  presented  at  the  liancheon 
during  the  annual  Assembly  in  Raleigh  on  January  26,  I966  which 
was  canceled  due  to  the  snowstorm.    They  were  therefore  conferred 
at  the  luncheon  held  during  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  in 
Greensboro  on  February  I8,  I966. 

In  February  nearly  80O  letters  were  sent  to  the  Council's 
Executive  Board  and  committee  members,  official  delegates,  and  to 
Presidents  of  local  councils  of  United  Church  Women  and  ministerial 
associations,  inviting  nominations  of  possible  recipients  of  the 
1967  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards.     In  March  notice  that 
the  Awards  are  to  be  given  went  to  over  kOO  newspapers  and  radio 
and  TV  stations  in  the  State.    The  General  Committee  met  on  March 
17  to  select  the  recipients. 

III.  At  the  meeting  on  March  1,  I967  the  General  Committee  con- 
sidered recommendations  relating  to  public  relations  made  by  the 
Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning  and  the  Advisory 
Conference.    Approval  was  givenfor  the  printing  of  a  new  informa- 
tional leaflet  giving  information  about  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches. 
(a  new  leaflet  and  film-strip  concerning  the  Migrant  Ministry  are 

now  also  being  prepared,)    Official  delegates  and  others  from 
denominational  groups  are  to  be  encouraged  to  have  informal  organi- 
zations for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Council.  The 
recently  prepared  sketch  of  the  Council's  organization  and  program 
will  be  carried  in  successive  sections  in  the  Church  Council  Bulletin. 
Help  will  be  sought  from  sources  in  the  Durham  area  in  providing  more 
frequent  news  releases  on  the  Council's  activities.    A  Master  Calendar 
of  Council  dates  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  sent  to  executives  of 
the  member  bodies  in  August  of  each  year.     Special  efforts  will  be 
made  to  establish  and  maintain  communications  with  bodies  which  do 
not  now  belong  to  the  Council.    The  General  Committee  agreed  to  ask 
the  Executive  Board  for  instructions  concerning  sponsorship  of  cer- 
tain syndicated  inter-denominational  radio  and  TV  programs  which  are 
available  from  time  to  time.    The  Board  is  also  being  asked  to  reor- 
ganize the  General  Committee  with  broader  representation  from  the 
member  bodies  of  the  Council 

IV.  The  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  has  a  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  Radio-TV,    This  Sub-Committee  has  been  responsible  for 
the  program  known  as  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 
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The  television  news  program,  NEWS  OP  THE  CHURCH,  con- 
tinues- to  be  seen  on  a  state-wide  network  of  television 
stations.    These  stations  have  regular  coverage  in  a  large 
majority  of  North  Carolina's  100    counties ^  plus  bonus 
coverage  in  ^0  out-of-state  counties.    The  participating 
stations  are: 

WTVD,  Durham  (producing  station) 
7:15  A.M.  Sundays 

WBTV,  Charlotte  (makes  and  distributes  video-- 
taped copies  of  the  program) 
6:^5  A.M.  Saturdays 

WGHP-TV,  High  Point 
6:^4-5  A.M.  Saturdays 

\nTBC-TV,  Greenville,  S.  C. 
11:00  A.M.  or 
12:00  noon  (varies) 

(Note:    This  station  covers  Asheville  and 
all  of  western  N.  C.) 

Television  station  WGHP-TV,  High  Point  is  a  new  station 
in  the  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  network  and  began  carrying  the  pro- 
gram on  October  15,  1966.    WGHP-TV  replaced  WFMY-TV,  which 
had  to  cancel  the  program  in  order  to  carry  professional 
football. 

Station  WTVD  continues  its  generous  contribution  of  studio 
time  for  videotaping  the  program  each  week.    If  we  were  to  have 
to  pay  for  use  of  these  fine  production  facilities,  the  cost 
would  run  upwards  of  $30,000  per  year.    This  does  not  include 
the  actual  time  for  telecasting  the  program  every  Sunday 
morning  over  WTVD. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  burden  of  copying  so  many  video- 
tapes each  week,  station  WBTV  began  to  handle  some  of  the 
tape  duplication  in  raid-summer  I966.  Each  week  the  program 
is  taped  at  WTVD,  Durham,  and  the  master  recording  is  shipped 
to  Charlotte  for  immediate  copying  and  shipment  to  participa- 
ting stations.  This  would  be  costly  if  we  were  to  pay  normal 
commercial  rates. 

The  total  value  of  the  air  time  contributed  by  all  the 
participating  stations  each  week  has  been  in  excess  of 
$25,000  per  year. 
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Reaction  to  NEWS  OP  THE  CHURCH  continues  to  be  good, 
and  the  participating  statibns  feel  that  we  are  performing 
an  important  service  for  them.    No  other  state-wide  summary 
of  religious  news  is  on  the  air  in  Worth  Carolina  and  v/ould 
not  be  if  this  program  were  not  pi'oduced* 

The  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is,  for  the 
present,  cf  rjtributing  the  $2,000  annual  cost  of  producing 
NEWS  OF  TI!E  CHURCIL    This  sum  covers  the  cost  of  subscription 
to  Religious  News  Service,  shipping,  travel,  and  the  cost  of 
blank  tape.    It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  itself  can  assume 
this  cost  in  the  future. 

NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  needs  to  have  the  support  of  all 
North  Carolina  Council  member  denominations  in  securing 
the  latest  news  of  state-wide  interest.    Requests  have 
been  made  to  each  denomination,  but  not  all  have  instituted 
regular  submission  of  news  releases.    Those  most  active  thus 
far  have  been  the  Western  North  Carolina  Methodist  Conference] 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina;  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina;  and  the  Lutheran  Synod.    We  would  ask  the 
other  denominations  to  place  the  program  on  their  regular 
news-release  mailing  lists.  And  we  would  also  ask  that  the 
State  judicatory  newspapers  or  magazines  be  regularly  sent 
toi

In  another  facet  of  television,  arrangements  were  made 
for  fifteen  television  stations  to  carry  the  GOD  IS  ALIVE 
television  spots,  which  bear  the  name  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ.    This  spot  "campaign"  began  October  1, 
1966,  and  concluded  March  31,  I967.    The  telecast  of  each 
spot  annoimcement  would  cost  on  the  average  of  $150  apiece, 
and  therefore  the  participating  stations  will  have  contri-  • 
buted  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  of  television 
time  when  the  campaign  is  over.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  COMMITTEE  ON  BUSINESS  AND  FINANCE 

,  • '  ■ 

The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  met  twice  in  1966,  to  wit,  August  2  and  November  15. 

The  membership  of  the  Committee  was  tentative  for  the  reason  that  the 
Assembly  did  not  meet  in  I966,  and  there  was  no  action  taken  in  regard  to  the 
membership  of  the  Committee  except  that  the  new  Chairman  was  elected  by  the 
Board  when  it  met  in  February.    The  Executive  Director  presented  the  Chairman 
with  the  list  of  members  of  the  old  Committee  and  suggested  that  the  Committee 
should  be  revised,  but  pointed  out  that  the  Constitution  makes  no  specific 
provision  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  Committee. 

Of  the  nine  members  on  the  list,  five  attended  the  first  meeting,  and  were 
augmented  by  the  presence  of  the  President  of  the  Council,  Bishop  Henry,  the 
Executive  Director,  Dr.  Wiley,  and  the  President  of  the  Department  of  United 
Church  Women,  Mrs.  Ira  Shelley. 

At  the  August  meeting  the  Committee  was  acquainted  with  the  critical 
financial  situation  of  the  Council,  and  seeing  no  way  at  that  time  to  raise 
funds  to  preclude  an  indebtedness  by  January  1,  took  an  action  to  recommend 
to  the  Executive  Board  that  the  Office  of  Christian  Social  Action  be  closed 
as  of  October  1,  I966.    The  Executive  Board,  at  its  meeting  on  September  1, 
rejected  this  recommendation,  and  pledged  itself  to  raise  the  necessary  fixnds 
to  operate  through  I966,  even  though  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  financial 
situation  would  continue  to  be  critical  through  I967. 

On  November  15,  the  Committee  convened  again,  with  only  four  members 
present.    The  financial  situation  was  carefully  reviewed.    The  Chairman  and 
the  Executive  Director  called  attention  to  the  fact  that    almost  everything 
humanly  possible  had  been  done  both  to  raise  additional  funds  for  I966  and  to 
obtain  increases  in  commitments  for  I967,    Activities  included  letterwriting, 
telephoning,  visitation,  and  other  meems  of  reaching  responsible  personnel. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Executive  Director  indicated  that  the  sit- 
uation had  improved  since  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  on  September  1, 
but  that  unless  new  income  should  be  forthcoming  by  December  1,  the  treasury 
would  be  exhausted  and  that  there  would  be  no  means  of  meeting  salaries. 

Y«9ur  Committee  prepared  two  budgets:     (l)  A  Challenge  Budget  totalling 
$60,000;  and  (2)  A  Working  Budget  in  the  amount  of  $49,168.10. 

One  of  the  problems  which  has  continued  to  "bug"  the  Council  is  its 
failure  to  project  its  financial  program  into  the  future.    For  some  years 
budgets  have  been  adopted  for  current  years,  though  most,  if  not  all, 
denomination,8  adopt  their  budgets  from  one  to  two  years  in  advance.  Sensing 
that  this  has  been  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  critical  financial  situation 
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of  the  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  your  Conmiittee 
proposed  to  the  Executive  Board  that  the  Worlting  Budget  for  1968  be  approved 
for  an  amount  of  approximately  the  same  as  for  I96T,  except  that  the  Executive 
Board  be  authorized  to  adjust  the  budget  as  necessity  dictates.    Since  this 
was  approved  by  the  Executive  Board,  it  becomes  a  recommendation  to  the 
Assembly  of  I967, 

The  Executive  Board  last  convened  on  November  22,  I966,  in  Rocky  Mount, 
On  that  occasion  your  Committee  proposed  that  the  I967  Working  Budget  in  the 
amount  of  $^+9,168. 10  be  approved  for  recommendation  to  the  Assembly,  "provided 
the  Executive  Board  assumes  full  responsibility  for  raising  any  deficit, 
anticipated  to  be  $8,068.77." 

As  an  alternative  to  the  foregoing  we  recommended  that  the  "Office  of 
Christian  Social  Action  be  discontinued  as  of  June  1,  I967,  and  the  Council 
budget  be  adjusted  accordingly." 

(The  deficit  referred  to  above  in  the  amount  of  $8,068.77,  represented 
at  that  time  the  gap  between  the  acceptances  by  member  bodies  and  the  budget 
of  $49,168.10.    As  of  April  10,  I967     this  has  been  reduced  to  $U, 073.18.)  . 

The  Executive  Board  took  a  unanimous  action  to  the  effect  that  unless 
the  gap  is  closed  by  May  1,  I967,  the  Office  of  Christian  Social  Action  will 
be  discontinued  as  of  June  1,  I967, 

One  other  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Board  has  reference  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance,  and  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  Committee  be  reorganized,  membership  to  consist  of  the  denominational 
executives,  or  their  personal  representatives;  the  Council  Treasurer)  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Department  of  United  Church  Women;  and  the  President  of  the 
Council  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Council,  ex  officio. 

On  Februaiy  7,  a  meeting  of  the  denominational  executives  and/or  their 
representatives  was  held  in  Charlotte  at  the  call  of  the  President  of  the 
Council,  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  meeting  was  directed  to  the  matter 
of  finances.     "No  punches  were  pulled"  in  pointing  out  that  (l)  the  financial 
situation  is  acute  and  xd.ll  remain  so  at  least  through  I967;  (2)  that  certain 
denominations  have  borne  the  burden  of  the  support  of  the  Council,  as  is 
indicated  by  the  per  capita  gifts  ranging  from  less  than  1^5  to  as.  high  as 
11^;  and  (3)  that  certain  denominational  executives  have  in  recent  years  been 
conspicuous  by  their  absence  from  meetings  of  the  Assembly,  the  Executive 
Board,  and  other  meetings  requiring  major  policy  decisions. 

The  Council  ended  I966  with  a  cash  deficit  of  $3^553.00,  The  fact  that 
the  deficit  was  no  larger  indicates  that  faithful  work  and  the  generosity  of 
a  number  of  persons  made  this  possible. 

Of  the  deficit  $1,272,00  is  for  salaries  due  members  of  the  staff. 
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The  deficit  has  accmulated  largely  from  the  Christian  Social  Action 
program.  Of  the  original  $30,000,00  pledged,  approximately  $2,000.00  has 
not  teen  paid;  furthermore,  the  program  has  exceeded  in  cost  the  original 
projected  $10,000,00  per  annvan  budget i 

As  of  December  3l>  I966  there  were  accounts  receivable  totalling 
$2,239.00,  .including  unpaid  balances  on  the  Christian  Social  Action  program. 
If  and  when  these  accounts  receivable  are  paid,  there  will  be  a  remaining 
deficit  for  I966  of  $1,31^.00. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  future  of  the  Christian  Social 
Action  program  as  now  conducted  by  the  Council  is  in  Jeopardy  for  want  of 
financial  support. 

Recommendations ; 

(1)  That  the  proposed  Working  Budget  for  I967  in  the  total  amount  of 
$49,168.10  be  adopted,  provided  the  funds  have  been  pledged  in  full 
by  May  1,  I967. 

(2)  That,  in  case  the  funds  to  support  the  Proposed  Working  Budget,  referred 
to  in  Number  One,  have  not  been  pledged  by  May  1,  1967^  the  Office  of 
Christian  Social  Action  be  closed  as  of  June  1,  I967,  and  the  Working 
Budget  be  adjusted  accordingly  by  the  Administrative  Committee  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance. 

(3)  That  the  Proposed  Working  Budget  for  I968  be  approved  for  an  amount 
approximately  the  same  as  for  19^7^  except  that  the  Executive  Board  be 
authorized  to  adjust  the  budget  as  necessity  dictates.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 


.   The  Executive  Board  met  briefly  following  the  evening  session  of 
the  Assembly  in  Raleigh  on  January  25,  19^6.    Because  a  quorum  was  lack- 
ing actions  taken  at  this  meeting  were  referred  to  a  later  meeting  of 
the  Board  for  ratification. 

Because  the  business  sessions  of  the  29th  Assembly  of  the  Council 
of  Churches  on  January  26,  I966  had  to  be  canceled  on  account  of  a 
heavy  snowfall,  the  matters  that  woiild  have  been  considered  at  that 
time  were  referred  for  action  to  the  Executive  Board  which  was  called 
by  the  President  to  meet  in  Greensboro  on  February  18,  I966  at  the 
West  Market  Street  Methodist  Church,    Twenty-seven  members  were  present. 
The  following  actions  are  noteworthy; 

1.  A  Nominating  Committee  for  the  Council  was  elected, 
with  the  Rev,  John  ¥,  Cobb  of  Raleigh  as  Chairman. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  received 
and  officers  and  Board  members  were  elected. 

3.  Only  the  Assembly  may  receive  new  members  to  the 
Coimcil,    It  was  necessary  therefore  to  defer  action  imtil  the 
1967  Assembly  upon  applications  for  membership  from  the  North 
Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  Annual  Conferences  of  the 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Shelton  Church  of 
the  Brethren,  Mt,  Airy.    The  Board  passed  a  motion  to  consider 
these  groups  as  provisional  members  meanwhile. 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  By-laws  relating  to 
travel  reimbursement  also  had  to  be  deferred  to  the  next 
Assembly.    Travel  reimbursement  for  officers  and  committee 
members  was  set  at  seven  cents  a  mile  pending  this  final 
action. 

5,  A  paper  entitled,  "When  and  to  Whom  Does  the  Council 
Speak?"  prepared  by  the  Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range 
Planning,  was  adopted  as  official  policy. 

6,  The  time  for  the  I967  Assembly  was  set  to  fall  within 
the  period  of  April  15-30,  the  change  being  suggested  by  the 
United  Church  Women  to  avoid  bad  weather  often  encountered  in 
January.    The  Board  accepted  the  inivtation  of  the  First  Christian 
Church  of  Winston-Salem  to  hold  the  I967  Annual  Meeting  there, 
(Later  the  following  dates  were  established:    Assembly  of  IJCW, 
April  2h-2G',  Pastors'  Conference,  April  25;  Council's  Assembly, 
April  25-26,) 

7,  The  1966  Richard  Shelton  CommunicationsAwards  were 
presented  to  the  Spindale  Sun  and  received  by  editor  Glenn 
James,  and  to  the  Charlotte  News  and    Television  Station  WTVD 
Durham,    A  special  citation  was  presented  to  the  Wilmington 
Morning  Star  and  News  and  received  by  Mrs.  Louise  Lamica,  religious 
news  reporter.    The  Rev,  Howard  L.  Mitchell  of  Gatesville  was 
present  to  receive  a  Distinguished  Service  Award.  Similar 
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Awards  were  made  in  absentia  to  Dr.  C,  Horace  Hamilton  of 
Raleigh  and  the  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz  of  Durham. 

8,  Reports  from  officers  and  commissions  which  would 

have  come  before  the  Assembly  were  considered.    Policy  statements 
presented  by  the  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action  were 
dealt  with  as  follows:    "On  the  Good  Neighbor  Council"  approved^ 
"On  the  Ku  Klux  Klan"  already  approved  by  the  Board;  "On  Viet 
Nam"  tabled.    The  proposed  program  of  the  State  Legislative 
Coxincil  was  approved.    Under  the  head  of  the  Migrant  Ministry, 
approval  was  given  to  continuance  of  co-operation  with  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  for  the  I966-67  year.  The 
proposed  Challenge  Budget  of  $60,000  for  I966  was  approved 
after  deleting  items  for  United  Church  Women  who  wished  to 
take  care  of  all  their  expenses  and  adding  salary  increases  for 
the  Executive  Director  to  $7,500  and  the  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Action  to  $6,500.    The  Working  Budget  was  set  at 
$48,085. 2^  (the  Challenge  Budget  of  $60,000  including  additional 
items  of  program  which  would  be  landertaken  if  funds  became 
available), 

9.  The  dedication  of  the  new  "Harvester"  vehicle  given 

by  United  Church  Women  for  the  Migrant  Ministry,  also  postponed 
from  January  26,  was  to  be  carried  out  by  Dr.  Harold  White  in 
the  Elizabeth  City  area  and  reported  to  the  Board.    (This  was 
done  on  May  6,  I966.) 

10.  Approval  was  given  to  the  proposal  to  have  a  closer  co- 
operation with  N.  C.  State  Oiiversity  in  the  sponsorship  of  the 
annual  Seminar  on  the  Town  and  Country  Church. 

11.  It  was  reported  that,  due  to  difficulties  in  scheduling, 

the  National  Council  had  found  it  necessary  to  postpone  indefinitely 
the  projected  "Listening  Consultations"  in  North  Carolina. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  called  for  September  1, 
1966  at  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro,    Twenty-four  members  were 
present.    The  meeting  was  called  to  deal  with  the  problem  arising  from 
the  fact  that  at  mid-year  it  seemed  likely  that  the  Council's  treasury 
would  have  a  deficit  of  $12,551,  arising  largely  out  of  the  enlarged 
program  of  Christian  Social  Action,    The  special  fund  totaling  about 
$28,000  after  shrinkage  in  pledges  had  proved  insiiff icient  to  carry  the 
program.    The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  had  felt  it  had 
no  recourse  but  to  recommend  that  the  office  of  Christian  Social  Action 
be  closed  on  October  1,  I966.    Significant  business  included: 

1.  On  September  1  the  situation  had  improved  to  the  point  where 
the  anticipated  deficit  stood  at  $7,875,    In  light  of  this  improve- 
ment, the  Board  voted  to  table  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  and  undertook  to  raise  $9,000  in 
new  money  by  the  end  of  the  year.    Of  this  amount  $6^,500  was  tenta- 
tively subscribed  at  the  meeting.    Approaches  to  foundations  were  to  be 
made  by  the  Committee  and  the  Executive  Director.  ,  ..  ,  , 
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2,  The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  was  asked  to 
draw  up  budgets  fpr  I967  and  I968  to  be  approved  at  the  next  Board 
meeting, 

3,  The  matter  of  better  organization  of  denominational  groups 
for  promotion  of  the  Co^oncil's  work  was  referred  for  study  to  the 
Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning, 

4,  Approval  was  given  to  a  proposal  of  the  Committee  on  Eval- 
uation and  Lofagi-range  Planning  that  the  Council  plan  a  Conference 
on  Technology  and  Human  Values  as  soon  as  possible.  Responsibility 
for  planning  this  conference  was  given  to  the  Commission  on  Christian 
Social  Action* 

5.,  A  resolution  honoring  Dr,  Charles  P,  Bowles  of  Albemarle 
was  passed.    At  the  time  of  his  death  on  August  30,  I966  Dr,  Bowles 
was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board, 

60  Five  Board  members  were  approved  to  serve  as  Accredited 
Visitors  to  the  Triennial  Assembly  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches, December  4-9,  I966,  if  able  to  attend*    The  Council *s 
professional  staff  were  eligible  to  go  as  Consultants* 

7.  Approval  was  given  to  a  plan  to  have  a  seminar  in  Raleigh 
in  the  spring  of  I967  under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Town  and  Coumtry  Church  and  the  COttiraittee  on  the  Urban 
Chiirch,  along  with  N.  C,  State  University i 

8^  Approval  was  given  to  the  Committee  on  College  Work  to 
CO- sponsor  a  conference  with  the  Southeastern  Regional  Committee 
on  United  Ministries  in  the  fall  of  1966* 

9»  Action  on  the  proposal  of  the  Committee  on  Evaluation  and 
Long-range  Planning  to  join  in  a  program  of  community  oi*ganization 
and  development  with  the  Lumbee  Indians  and  others  in  Roteson 
County  was  deferred  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board* 

The  regular  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  held  at  North 
Carolina  Wesleyan  College  at  Rocky  Mount  on  November  22,  I966,  Twenty-two 
members  were  present >    Significant  business  included  the  following: 

1,  Written  reports  were  received  from  officers,  commission 
chairmen,  and  si.aff ,  These  reports  were  given  appropriate  con- 
sideration and  acted  upon. 

2,  A  Challenge  Budget  for  I967  of  $60,000  was  approved. 
The  proposed  Working  Budget  was  set  at  $49,168,10,    The  remain- 
ing amount  needed  to  meet  this  minimum  budget  was  $8,068.77. 
The  Board  reluctantly  took  action  to  the  effect  that  if  the 
full  amount  required  is  not  assured  by  May  1,  I967  the  office 
of  Christian  Social  Action  is  to  be  discontinued  as  of  June  1, 

3,  A  proposed  Working  Budget  for  I968  approximately  the 
same  as  for  I967  vas  approved. 

k.  The  proposal  concerning  the  Lumbee  Project  was  presented 
by  the  Rev,  W.  W,  Finlator,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Evalua- 
tion and  Long-range  Planning,    The  Rev,  Isaac  Igarashi  of  the 
National  Council. of  Chxirches  and  Mr,  Tommie  Dial  of  Pembroke 
spoke  to  this  proposal.    After  full  discussion  the  Board  voted 
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to  work  with  leaders  in  the  Lumbee  community  to  perfect  an  organ- 
ization for  community  development  and  to  set  up  a  sponsoring 
relationship  through  the  Council's  Committee  on  Human  Relations 
to  assist  and  express  continuing  concern  and  participation  by 
the  Coxmcil,    In  view  of  the  Council's  current  financial  situation 
it  was  agreed  that  the  fund  of  $^+0,000  needed  for  the  first  two 
years  of  this  program  would  be  raised  outside  the  State, 

5.  The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  to  Migrants 
was  approved,  to  the  effect  that  the  Executive  Board  recommend  to 
the  next  Assembly  continuance  of  the  Migrant  Project  under  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity. 

6.  It  was  voted  to  reorganize  the  General  Committee  on  Business 
and  Finance  so  that  its  membership  will  be  composed  of  the  denomina- 
tional executives  of  the  Council's  member  bodies  or  their  personal 
representatives,  the  Council  Treasurer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  United  Church  Women,  and  the  President  and  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Council,  ex-officio.    The  General  Committee  is  to  be 
responsible  for  raising  the  funds  required  by  the  annual  Working 
Budget, 

7.  Previous  recommendations  for  membership  in  the  Council 
were  reaffirmed  for  the  North  Carolina  and  Western  lorth  Carolina 
Annual  Conferences  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
the  Shelton  Church  of  the  Brethren  at  Mt.  Airy,    Action  will  be 
taken  on  these  recommendations  by  the  I967  Assembly. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  for  the  Distinguished  Service 
Award(s)  was  appointed,  composed  of  the  commission  chairmen  with 
the  Rev.  W,  W.  Blanton  as  Chairman, 

9.  The  Board  approved  recommendations  from  the  Director  of 
Christian  Social  Action  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
be  invited  to  send  official  olbservers  to  all  the  meetings  of  the 
committees  of  the  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action  and  to 
the  1967  Assembly  of  the  Council, 

10,  The  reomraendation  concerning  a  change  in  the  By-laws 
relating  to  travel  reimbursement  was  reaffirmed  for  action  by 
the  1967  Assembly. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  will  be  held  after  the  first  session 
of  the  Assembly  on  the  evening  of  April  25.    The  regular  spring  meeting 
of  the  Board  is  scheduled  for  May  15  at  11:00  a.m.  at  the  Terraces  in 
Southern  Pines,

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OFFICIAL  DELEGATES  TO  THE  ASSEMBLY 


Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
stipulates  the  make-up  of  the  Council's  Assembly  as  follows: 

"1.    The  governing  body  of  the  Council  shall  be  an  Assembly 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the  membfer  cbmmunions  and 
individual  churches,  as  follows: 

"a.    Each  member  communion  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
12  representatives  for  its  first  20,000  communicants  or  major 
portion  thereof,  and  in  addition  3  for  each  10,000  communicants 
over  the  first  20,000  up  to  50,000  and  one  for  each  10,000  or 
major  fraction  thereof  over  50,000,  with  due  regard  to  the  ade- 
quate representation  of  ministers,  laymen,  laywomen,  and  young 
people, 

"b.    If  a  communion  should  include  two  or  more  jurisdic- 
tional units  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  the  number  of  rep- 
resentatives from  such  communion  shall  be  divided  among  the 
jurisdictional  units  as  agreed  "by  the  highest  officers  of  the 
jurist Ictional  units. 

"c.    Each  individual  church  or  congregation  that  holds 
membership  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  representative . , , , "

the  member  body  designates  the  number  of  official  delegates  to  which  each 
is  entitled.    In  certain  cases  statistics  have  not  been  avallablp  for  hhat 
denomination  so  the  number  of  delegates  could  not  be  determined.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


1967 


April  23,  1967  church  women  in  North  Carolina  "became  officially  a 
movement  of  Church  VJomen  United  in  North  Carolina,  operating  under  a  new 
name,  a  new  constitution  and  NEW  CHALLENGES. 

1967  "was  an  exciting  year.  Women  looked  forward  with  expectation. 
We  have  expected  great  things  as  we  have  united  with  other  women  in  new 
areas  of  service  and  concern.  We  were  excited  about  a  new  way  of  doing 
things  too.  Many  small  groups  met  during  the  year;  each  commission  has 
met  at  least  once,  and  some  commissions  more  than  twice,  to  discuss  and' 
evaluate  ideas  and  make  plans. 

As  signs  of  growth  we  are  beginning  to  realize  the  interest  and 
support  of  presidents  of  the  denominational  groups  as  related  to  our 
movement.    These  women  had  one  all-day  meeting;  ideas  and  suggestions 
were  tossed  about  and  we  felt  the  unity  and  support  of  the  denominational 
presidents  as  never  before.    The  presidents  are  aware  of  the  urgency  of 
the  times  that  all  church  women  be  united  in  the  Spirit  as  we  undertake 
to  heal  the  wounds  of  broken  bodies  and  spirits;  and  it  is  only  through 
the  united  efforts  of  all  church  women  that  these  results  can  be  obtained. 
Time  has  been  given  on  programs  of  Annual  Meetings  of  the  denominational 
groups;  members  of  Church  Women  United 's  Executive  Board  have  been  invited 
to  speak;  publicity  has  been  given  through  denominational  workers  also. 

A  very  special  effort  was  made  to  interest  women  in  attending  the 
Triennial  Assembly  at  Purdue  University  in  July  I967.    Forty-one  women 
from  our  State  did  go.    Repercussions  from  this  meeting  have  been  in 
evidence  since.    Many  women  felt  the  need  for  a  change  in  our  ways  of 
presenting  programs  and  change  in  our  ministry  to  people  if  we  were  to 
be  effective  mtnesses  in  this  day  and  time.    We  have  seen  change  in 
presentation  of  program    and  change  in  women's  minds  and  attitudes,  and 
we  long  to  see  a  change  for  a  better  society  in  which  we  live  as  a 
result  of  some  of  the  work  and  thinking  of  Christian  women  in  North 
Carolina , 

Since  our  State  is  divided  into  six  areas,  we  had  six  really  good 
area  meetings  in  the  fall  of  I967.    Again  change  was  obvious.  Programs 
were  made  up  of  speakers  who  were  avjare  of  situations  and  needs  in  local 
communities;  challenges  were  thrust  out  and  women  responded.    We  now  get 
reports  of  women  involved  in  day-care  centers,  kindergartens.  Head  Start 
programs,  WICS,  visitation  to  the  elderly,  women  serving  in  inner-city 
projects  contributing  time,  talent,  clothing,  food,  or  whatever  is  needed; 
women  concerned  about  the  courts,  the  jails,  the  drop-outs,  the  waste  of 
human  life --and  their  concern  is  showing. 
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FIHANCES:    Our  receipts  have  been  good  for  the  year.    We  have 
received  $2,311.25  for  work  of  the  state  Council  of  Church  Women  United, 
$2,751.58  for  the  Migrant  Ministry,  and  $1,210.^8  from  the  May  Fellow- 
ship offerings.    We  received  $1,1^0.95  from  trading-stamp  collections 
and  the  balance  of  the  $2,000.00  (price  of  the  pick-up  truck,  not 
included  in  our  I967  budget)  came  from  special  gifts  from  individuals 
across  the  State.    Our  total  receipts  for  the  year  I967  amounted  to 
$9,518.21.    We  contributed  $500,00  to  the  Chapel  of  the  Nameless  Woman 
at  Raleigh;  shared  in  the  expenses  of  women  attending  the  Triennial 
Assembly  in  the  amount  of  $928.00;  met  our  obligation  to  National  Church 
Women  United  ($750,00);  contributed  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  for  tte  Migrant  Ministry  $2,298,18;  reprinted  our  North  Carolina 
History  to  bring  it  up  to  the  present  administration;  produced  two  issues 
of  the  News  Letter,  and  our  President  and  other  state  officers  have 
traveled  miles  and  miles  across  the  State  to  attend  meetings  and  partici- 
pate in  programs.    The  national  Treasurer  of  Church  VJoraen  United  reports 
that  women  in  North  Carolina  have  well  observed  the  THREE  SPECIAL  DAYS 
of  all  church  women,  having  sent  for:

While  money  speaks  strongly,  it  is  gratifying  to  get  out  across  the' 
State  and  hear  of  the  wonderful  meetings  well  planned  and  attended  that 
prompted  women  to  share  in  the  above-mentioned.    No  pressure  has  been 
given  at  any  time  to  raise  funds,  either  for  support  of  the  state  work, 
or  the  national  program.  Through  the  efforts  of  good  church  women  and 
well -planned  programs,  information  and  inspiration  have  prompted  the 
desire  to  share  self  and  materials  and  money.    This  is  the  way  it  should 
be — for  Christian  women  to  give, 

STRENGTH  IN  NLT^EERS:    We  are  not  s^ore  of  our  size.    We  do  rejoice 
that  we  have  one  new  Council,  Sa  lis  bury -Ro-^van,    If  space  would  permit  we 
could  relate  many  excellent  works  already  accomplished  by  these  fine  women 
in  this  area.    Other  communities  are  considering  uniting  their  efforts 
as  Church  Women,    We  regret  to  report  a  few  "deaths."    But  information 
comes'  that  the  women  have  just  "died  out,"  not  interested,  object  to  the 
National  Council,  don't  understand  the  purpose,  lack  leadership,  lack 
interest  in  such  work.    Some  local  councils  report  that  some  groups  of 
church  vomen  have  pulled  out  of  the  local  council.    We  may  be  weak  in 
numbers,  but  we  are  strong  in  our  belief  that  we  can  do  more  united  than 
we  can  in  small  individual  groups,  and  we  can  learn  from  each  other. 

At  the  Board  of  Managers  meeting  in  October  Church  Women  United  in 
North  Carolina  voted  to  sponsor  the  raising  of  funds  to  enlarge  the  Chapel 
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at  Samarcand  Manor  at  Eagle  Springs,  N.  C.    Dr.  Ellen  Winston  accepted 
the  honorary  chairmanship  and  plans  are  well  imder  way  for  the  promotion 
of  this  project.    Church  Women  will  imdertake  to  contact  women  all  over 
the  State  to  contribute  to  this  fund.    This  will  "be  the  first  time  that 
we  have  undertaken  such  a  large  project,  but  with  more  than  3^578  groups 
of  women  with  hjl^Gs^  members  reported  this  is  not  too  big  a  task.  The 
big  task  is  makj.ng  these  and  other  women  aware  of  the  privilege  of  sharing 
in  such  an  opportunity  of  providing  a  place  of  worship  for  young  girls 
in  our  State, 

Yes,  we  are  a  movement  of  church  women  in  North  Carolina  operating 
under  a  new  name  and  constitution,  but  guided  by  the  same  Holy  Spirit 
that  called  women  into  service  more  than  2,000  years  ago,  as  the  angel 
said  to  the  women,  "Go  tell.  He  is  risen,"    Today  we  are  still  trying 
to  tell  the  good  news  of  the  Risen  Lord,  the  Great  Physician,  the  Best 
Teacher,  the  Peacemaker  of  all  time,  who  said,  "Love  thy  neighbor — love 
•thine  enemy."    Can  we  do  it?    We  are  trying,

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR  ' 
FOR  THE  PERIOD  APRIL  1,  I967  -  MRCH  31,  1968 


The  1968  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  has  twiti 
foci  -  Christian  Social  Action  because  of  the  present  crisis  in  the  nation 
and  Christian  Social  Ministry  because  rural  poverty  is  linked  with  urban 
crises.    Prophets,  apostles,  and  Jesus  the  Christ  call  us  in  I968  to 
consciousness,  conscience,  and  commitment.    The  Magnificat  of  Mary  expressei 
a  deep  identity  with  the  poor,  and  Mary's  Son,  by  accepting  baptism  by 
John,  confirmed  God's  common  cause  with  the  impoverished.    Contrary  to 
Marxism,  we  say  that  material-  things  are  not  enough  to  satisfy  human  hunger. 
People  of  the  new  brith  -  rich  and  poor  -  confess  that  their  privileges 
carry  obligations  to  learn  and  work  together  without  patronage,  condescensic 
or  suspicion  of  brother. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  East  Asia  Christian  Conference  in  February 
1968  D,  T.  Niles  is  reported  to  have  quoted  Henry  David  Thoreau:  "If  you 
build  castles  in  the  air  that  is  where  they  should  be.    Now  put  foundations 
under  them."    In  1964  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  undertook 
expansion  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  communities  in  our  time,  updating  co- 
operative Christian  efforts  with  all  people  of  good  will.    In  four  years 
new  foundations  have  been  put  under  some  of  the  structure.    There  is  much 
more  to  be  done, 

I 

In  administrative  work  in  ecumenical  endeavors  there  are  opport-unities 
for  fellowship  across  denominational  lines  at  a  level  not  generally 
experienced  in  some  other  ministries. 

Ecumenical  co-operation  requires  a  readiness  to  work  with  people  with 
whom  we  may  not  agree  on  all  issues  and  a  willingness  to  merge  efforts 
constructively  in  those  endeavors  for  which  a  measure  of  agreement  may 
be  found.    This  is  essential  in  a  pluralistic  democratic  society,  as  well 
as  in  the  Church  where  the  effectiveness  of  our  organic  oneness  in  Christ 
should  not  be  hindered  but  rather  enhanced  by  our  diversities  when  the 
truth  as  we  see  it  is  spoken  in  love  and  straightforwardly. 

Earlier  reports  of  this  Executive  Director  have  gone  into  detail 
which  might  have  been  unnecessary  except  to  justify  himself  as  one  who 
was  working  at  his  job.    Such  reports  may  have  been  indicated  for  the 
first  three  years  when  he  was  groping  for  a  pattern  and  searching  for 
results.    Such  results  as  have  been  achieved  must  be  attributed  to  the 
growing  willingness  of  otir  Council's  voluntary  leadership  to  assume 
more  and  more  responsibility  for  putting  into  effect  the  programs  planned 
by  our  committees.    In  such  willingness  lies  our  only  hope,  with  the 
present  limited  professional  staff,  of  enlarging  the  scope  of  omc  service 
to  the  churches,  and  the  Church,  and  through  them  to  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
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Of  great  encouragement  is  the  fact  that  addition  of  fovx  member 
todies  at  the  I967  Assembly  brought  to  sixteen  the  number  of  denominations 
now  represented,  from  which  are  drawn  thirty -nine  member  bodies  'which 
have  congregations  numbering  at  least  6,723  and  communicant  members 
numbering  over  1,350,000,    Efforts  are  being  made  to  let  non -member  bodies 
which  qualify  know  that  the  door  is  open  to  them  as  well. 


Reports  of  committees  and  commissions  will  fill  in  the  picture  of  the 
Council's  activities  since  last  Assembly.    Let  this  report  touch  on  a  few 
points,  some  of  which  will  represent  the  entirely  nev  programs  which  ought 
to  be  highlighted.    The  following  statements  do  not  cover  the  work  of 
all  of  our  committees,  but  only  some  of  them: 

COMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION.    The  work  of  the  Committee  on 
Recreation  should  be  recognized  in  connection  with  the  series  of  three 
very  worthwhile  regional  Seminars  on  Leisure -Recreation  held  in  the 
fall  of  1967,  on  October  I9  at  Winston- Salem,  on  October  26  at  Asheville, 
and  on  November  7  at  Goldsboro.    Accoimt  \rsLS  thus  taken  of  the  challenge 
of  the  "leisure  revolution:  to  the  Church,  with  its  implications  for 
revision  of  the  program.    The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Scouting  has 
sent  out  a  letter  to  the  executives  and  chairmen  of  Church  Relationships 
in  North  Carolina's  Boy  Scout  Councils  calling  attention  to  the  opportu- 
nities for  training  of  chaplains  for  Scout  camps,  including  a  special 
training  school  at  Schiele  Scout  Reservation  at  Tryon,  N.  C.  June  3  and 
h.  The  Committee  on  Youth  Work,  vhlch  has  been  meeting  rather  regularly 
but  marking  time  imtil  decisions  on  the  national  level  about  United 
Christian  Youth  had  been  made,  moved  on  October  I8  to  re -activate  our 
ecumenical  youth  work  in  North  Carolina,  following  now  an  almost  completely 
autonomous  program.    The  Rev.  Robert  L,  Blackwell  of  Corpus  Christi, Texas, 
a  second -year  student  at  Duke  Divinity  School,  was  engaged  for  the  spring 
semester  of  1968  and  for  next  fall  to  provide  an  experimental  ministry 
with  youth  in  North  Carolina.    Because  of  certain  special  needs  in  Durham 
he  is  centering  his  first  efforts  there.    An  Ecumenical  Youth  Camp  will  be 
held  at  Moonelon  Center  (on  N,  C.  100  between  Elon  College  and  Glbsonville'y 
June  16-22  for  which  the  cost  will  be  $22,50  for  registrants.    It  is 
designed  for  young  people  in  grades  10,  11,  and  12  and  post-highs.  We 
note  the  coming  of  Dr,  John  A,  Pritchett,  Jr,  of  Boone  to  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Committee  on  Audio -visuals,  a  post  which  has  been  vacant  for  some 
time.    Dr,  Pritchett  is .head  of  the  Audio  Visual  Center  at  Appalachian 
State  University  and  has  already  taken  hold  of  the  Committee's  work  in  a 
remarkable  way, 

CCMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  ACTION,    A  full  report  of  this 
Commission  is  being  made  by  its  Chairman  and  Director.    The  i^ortant 
news  is  the  recommendation  by  the  Commission,  approved  by  the  Executive 
Board,  ef  a  progi'am  to  form  a  Task  Force  for  Religion  and  Race  in  North 
Carolina,    We  should  not  omit  special  mention  of  our  gratitude  for  the 
success  of  the  effort  made  at  the  last  Assembly  to  insure  funds  sufficient 
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for  the  continuation  of  a  full-fledged  program  of  Christian  Social  Action, 
The  $3^1^0,00  necessary  was  oversubscribed  at  that  time  with  pledges  of 
$3^399.00,  which  were  nearly  all  paid  by  the  end  of  I967  and,  with  regular 
contributions,  meant  finishing  the  year  in  the  black, 

C0MMISS7:0N :  on  CHRISTIADT  social  ministry.    The  Committee  on  Ministry 
for  Overseas  Relief  has  found  that  its  work  has  been  made  much  more 
effective  by  the  coming  to  this  State  of  the  Rev,  Edwin  R,  Short,  South- 
eastern Field  Representative  of  Chiirch  World  Service  (CROP),  who  is  now 
making  his  office  in  Salisbury,    Plans  were  made  for  doubling  in  the 
next  year,  if  possible,  the  former  numl^^r  of  twenty ■"e:'.:'Tht  collection 
depots  i<r?  Church  World  Service  and  effi"'iasizing  the  cL  i/e  .Cor  blankets, 
which  are  in  scarce  supply  and  are  al\v^:^;o  neeJ^?d  for  resjj;-  --se  to  natiiral 
or  man-made  disasters  throu^^hout  the  world.    Local  Tii.'  Cis;-r  ■.•_al  associations 
are  beirn;  sskc  d  to  pssume  more  responsioLlity  for  sv.j;.ort  of  CWS-CROP, 
since  tr.a  forr.c?-.-  pattern  of  having  cour'bj  committer..  ;\as  proven  cumbersome, 
though  it  will.,  ne  ccn-sinued  where  feasloLe,    The  Ccr-nr^ttee  on  Ministry  in 
the  State  and  Ayntional  Parks  learned  la.sb  June  t,hat  i:s  responsibilities 
■vn.ll  lie  almost  entirely  in  the  area  of  minist.ries  lit  state  parks  and  other 
recreational  areas  outside  the  National  Park  ^'stem,  since  the  summer 
ministry  in  the  latter  is  actually  a  chaplaincy  administered  directly 
from  New  York,    State  parks  and  the  other  areas  referred  to,  however, 
afford  a  great  opportunity.    Ministry  to  Migrants  continues  over  a  broad 
scope.    Details  are  given  in  other  reports  to  the  Assembly,  but  siiffice 
it  to  say  here  that  this  Committee  is  foreseeing  the  time  when  the  Council 
should  have  full-time  staff  to  administer  the  work  of  the  whole  Commission 
on  Christian  Social  Ministry,  which  includes  the  Committee  on  Ministry  in 
Institutions  and  co-operates  closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Chaplains 
Association, 

The  Rev,  Charles  L.  Herroh,  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project,  has 
submitted  a  letter  of  resignation  to  be  effective  April  30,  I968,  to 
accept  a  position  as  Manpower  Administrator  of  the  Charlotte  Area  Fund, 
Inc.    The  work  of  the.  Mijgrant  Project  has  been  greatly  altered  by 
decisions  in  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  in  Washington  and  adjust- 
ments will  need  to  be  made  diiring  I968  with  respect  to  the  future  of 
this  program.    This  study  will  be  initiated  by  the  Migrant  Project 
Steering  Committee. 

COMMISSION  ON  COUNCIL  ORGANIZATION  AND  EXTENSIONo     The  Council's 
1968  Annual  Meeting  has  Dilworth  Methodist  Ch\irch  in  Charlotte  as  host, 
with  Church  Women  United  meeting  April  21-23,  the  Pastors'  Conference 
on  April  23,  and  the  Assembly  beginning  that  evening  and  continuing 
through  the  afternoon  .of  April  2k,  the  theme  of  the  Pastors'  Conference 
being  "Freedom  and  Authority — Christian  Dilemma,"    The  first  session  of 
the  Assembly  at  St.  Mark's  Lutheran  Chxirch  nearby  Is  an  open  meeting 
for  worship,  at  which  James  MacCracken  of  New  York,  Executive  Director 
of  Church  World  Service,  will  address  himself  to  the  problem  of  world 
hionger  \mder  the  title,  "Out  of  a  Broken  World*"    One  of  the  most  signi- 
ficant developirjsnts  in  the  Council  in  recent  years  was  the  Long-range 
Planning  Consultation  for  Denominational  Leaders  held  in  Durham  on 
February  26  and  27,    So  far  as  we  have  learned,  this  was  the  first 
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time  top  leaders  of  the  Council's  member  bodies  have  sat  down  together 
to  face  common  problems  and  challenges  and  outline  a  strategy  for  the 
next  years.    Mention  should  be  made  of  the  one-day  Workshop  in  Bible 
Reading  for  Clergy  and  Lay  Readers  sponsored  by  the  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Associations  and  Councils  of  Churches,  the  Duke  Divinity 
School,  the  Department  of  English  of  N.  C,  State  University  at  Raleigh,, 
and  the  Extension  Division  of  IMC,  Chapel  Hill,    This  -was  held  in 
Raleigh  on  October  9  and  vas  exceptionally  well  received  by  the 
pasrticipants.    The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Associations  and  Coiincils 
of  Churches  is  ready  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  local  councils  of 
churches  in  the  communities  of  the  State.    Such  councils  can  represent 
the  whole  constituency  of  the  churches  far  better  than  can  associations 
of  clergymen  alone. 

CCmiSSION  ON  INTER-CHURCH  CO-OPERATION.    A  state -wide  Workshop 
on  Evangelism  lined  up  Er,  William  H,  McCorkle  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh,  and  Dr,  David  Castle,  of  William  Penn  College, at 
Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  to  discuss  the  "old"  and  the  "new"  evangelism  with 
stress  on  the  values  of  both.    Each  member  body  was  invited  to  participate 
by  sending  five  or  more  persons  to  help  form  a  strategy  for  Christian 
outreach  that  will  be  more  vital  and  effective.    The  Committee  on  Research 
and  Strategy  stands  ready  to  function  in  behalf  of  any  of  the  Council's 
other  committees.    The  Committees  on  the  Town  and  Countrj'  Church,  and  the 
Urban  Ch\irch,  having  merged  their  efforts  for  the  first  time  in  connection 
with  planning  1967's  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community  (formerly  the  Seminar 
on  the  Town  and  Country  Church),  presented  to  the  Executive  Board  a 
Memorandum  Agreement  with  North  Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh  for 
joint  sponsorship  of  the  annual  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community,  which 
agreement  was  approved  and  has  broadened  the  base  of  participation  by 
Council  and  University.    Thomas  N.  Hobgood,  Jr.,  Community  Development 
Specialist  at  N.  C,  State ^deserves  special  thanks  in  this  connection. 
The  1968  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community  drew  together  as  leaders, 
Lorenzo  A.  Lynch        ,  of  Durham;  Lyle  E.  Schaller  of  Cleveland,  Ohio; 
Leo  F.  Hawkins  of  Raleigh;  John  T.  Caldwell  of  N,  C.  State;  J.  B. 
Bedenbaugh  of  Columbia,  S.  C;  and  Thomas  L.  Jones  of  Atlanta.  Plans 
will  proceed  at  once  for  the  I969  Seminar  at  NCSU. 

GENERAL  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  CGMITTEE  ON  RADIO-TV. 
A  joint  meeting  of  these  committees  on  September  27  projected  a  proposal 
for  possible  collaboration  with  WUNC-TV  and  its  Nc  C.  State  studio  for 
religious  programming  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Churches  "if  the 
way  be  clear."    Channel  k  will,  as  a  result,  be  televising  NEWS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  each  week.    Other  work  in  the  areas  of  these  committees  will  be 
covered  in  later  reports  today. 

GENERAL  CCMTTEE  ON  BUSINESS  AND  FINANCE,    The  institution  in  I965 
of  the  "proportionate  percentage"  plan  of  support  by  the  Council's  members 
has  resulted  in  truly  remarkable  increases  in  basic  financial  undergirding 
of  our  work.    Starting  at  6/100  of  1%  in  1965,  the  askings  went  to  j/lOO 
of  1%  of  current  expenses  and  benevolences  in  I966,  and  then  with  the 
phasing  out  of  the  special  Christian  Social  Action  Fund  in  I967,  to  l/lO 
of  ifo.     It  takes  a  while  for  large  ecclesiast^ical  organizations  to  respond 
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to  a  change  of  this  sort,  but  It  is  heartening  to  note  that  acceptances  . 
by  member  bodies  have  risen  from  $18,169,83  for  I966  to  a  total  of 
$38,247.83  for  1968,  an  increase  of  over  100%  within  two  years*  time. 
We  also  have  200  individual  donors  and  13^  local  chTirches  which  contribute,  ■ 
It  shoiild  be  remarked,  however,  that  the  minimm  proposed  budget  for  I968 
still  requires  our  finding  an  additional  ^2,hkl,63  beyond  what  is  in 
sight  as  of  April  1,  I968,    Efforts  to  secure  foundation  grants  have 
resulted  in  a  gift  of  $2,000.00  from  one  foundation.    Directors  of  two 
other  foundations  have  expressed  interest  and  we  hope  that  from  one  or 
both  of  them  substantial  help  may  be  forthcoming  in  I968,    As  approved 
by  the  Executive  Board,  application  has  been  made  to  the  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  Service  for  formal  acknowledgment  of  the  Council's  status 
as  a  non-profit,  tax-exempt  organization,  thus  assuring  also  the  right 
of  donors  to  deduct  contributions  to  the  Council  from  their  income-tax 
returns.    In  connection  with  financial  matters  the  Executive  Director 
makes  the  folloi/ing  recommendations: 

1,  Election  of  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  on  Business 
and  Finance  to  serve  also  as  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  with  one 
or  both  of  the  signatures  now  allowed,  to  be  valid  for  payment 
of  checks  drawn  on  the  Council's  bank  account, 

2.  The  la-unching  in  I968  of  a  campaign  to  raise  an  Ecumenical  Fund 
in  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  anticipated  capital  needs  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  as  determined  by  a  careful 
study  to  be  made  by  the  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance, 

III 

GENERAL  MATTERS,    Opportunities  to  speak  before  church  and  civic  groups 
have  continued  during  the  past  twelve  months,  with  considerably  more 
preaching  and  somewhat  less  speaking  about  the  Council's  organization  and 
program.    The  latter  circumstance  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Director 
of  Christian  Social  Action  and  the  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project  are 
doing  a,  considerable  amount  of  such  vis-itation  throughout  the  State  and 
the  Council's  story  is  being  widelj^  told.    The  Executive  Director  remains 
quite  ready  to  fill  appointments  of  the  sort  mentioned,  and  is  especially 
glad  to  be  invited  to  annual  meetings  of  the  constituent  bodies. 

In  keeping^  with  encouragement  by  the  Board  to  do  so,  the  Executive 
Director  has  attended  as  many  as  possible  of  the  regional  and  national 
meetings  to  which  he  has  been  eligible  during  the  past  year.    He  attended: 
in  July  the  Southeastern  World  Affairs  Institute  at  Blue  Ridge,  N,C,,  in 
September  the  Regional  Consultation  and  General  Board  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  in  Atlanta,  in  October  the  Commission  on  Religion  in 
Appalachia  at  Charleston,  W,  Va,,  in  October  the  Program  Board  of  the 
Division  of  Overseas  Ministries  of  the  National  Coimcil  of  Chvj-ches  in 
Detroit,  and  this  Program  Board  again  in  March  in  New  York  and  in  May ^  June, 
September,  November,  Jamuary,  and  March  one-day  meetings  of  the  Church 
World  Service  Department  Committee  In  New  York,    The  relation  last  referred 
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to  come  about  because  the  Executive  Board  last  May  approved  acceptance 
by  the  Executive  Director  of  membership  on  the  CWS  Department  Committee 
to  represent  state  and  local  councils  of  churches  in  the  United  States  at 
no  cost  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.    Membership  on  the 
Program  Eoard  of  the  Division  of  Overseas  Ministries  vas  later  approved 
by  the  Administrative  Committee  for  perhaps  one  meeting  each  year.  These 
connections  help  mightily  to  give  a  perspective  on  our  work  in  North 
Carolina  and  may  aid  in  delivering  us  from  provincialism  of  an  imwhole- 
some  sort  while  we  apply  oxirselves  to  the  special  needs  of  oxir  State, 

ENCOURAGEMENT 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  developments  of  the  past  twelve  months 
was  the  adoption  by  the  Luther  League  Unit  of  North  Carolina  of  the 
Migrant  Ministry  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  as  the  project 
for  financial  support  by  the  LCA  Penny  Parade  last  November,    As  a  result 
of  this  effort  by  young  people  age  12-24,  the  Luther  League  President, 
Michael  Frye  who  is  a  student  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  its  Treasurer, 
Glenn  Miller  who  is  a  senior  at  Boyden  High  School  in  Salisbury,  presented 
to  the  Executive  Director  at  the  Lutheran  Church  House  in  Salisbury'-  on 
March  5  a  check  for  $2,230, l^i-  to  be  used  to  employ  chaplains  who  will 
minister  with  migrant  and  other  seasonally  employed  agricultural  workers 
during  this  year.    These  young  leaders  indicate  that  there  is  more  to 
come  for  support  of  this  work.    Our  thanks  are  boundless,

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REPORT  OP  -THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  MIGRANT  PROJECT 


SANITATION 

The  sanitation  component  was  the  forerunner  in  a  comprehensive  plan 
to  deal  with  the  total  needs  of  migrant  and  other  seasonally  employed 
agriciiltural  workers  in  North  Carolina,    Cooperation  and  assistance  was 
solicited  and  obtained  from  several  individuals  and  agencies,  which  included 
County  Commissioners,  state  and  local  health  authorities,  state  and  local 
welfare  departments,  growers,  ministers,  city  councils,  chiirch  groups, 
and  other  North  Carolina  Comcil  of  Churches  Migrant  Project  staff. 

The  field  staff  received  appropriate  training  in  preparation  for  the 
husy  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  for  the  most  part,  perfonned 
efficiently,    The  Coordinator  attempted  to  maintain  balance  in  the  sanita- 
tion program  being  presented.    Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  this 
area  due  to  the  natural  tendency  to  over-emphasize  some  projects. 

As  the  season  T^as  brought  to  a  close,  two  sanitation  assistants  were 
chosen  to  continue  in  public  health.    Mr.  Charlie  Vann  of  Sampson  County 
was  employed  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health,    We  feel  that 
his  efforts  will  continue  to  be  directed  to  less  fortunate  individuals 
needing  the  services  of  an  environmental  sanitarian,    Mr,  Thomas  Adams 
of  Johnston  County  was  employed  by  the  local  health  department  to  continue 
his  work.    He  will  be  working  in  environmental  sanitation. 

The  Project  assisted  in  the  construction  of  four  new  migrant  labor 
camps  making  the  total  366  camps  and  housing  units  in  North  Carolina. 

The  sanitation  staff  cleared  away  growth  to  provide  areas  for 
recreation.    The  chain  saw,  purchased  by  the  Project,    facilitated  this 
work.    More  satisfaction  was  received  when  a  reduction  of  mosquitoes 
was  noted,  as  well  as  removal  of  poison  ivy.    Hand  tools  were  provided 
for  the  sanitation  assistants.    The  workers  were  taught  the  necessity 
of  landfill-type  garbage  disposal  systems,  drainage  of  ditches  harboring 
mosquito  breeding,  rodent  control,  fly  control,  and  general  sanitation. 
The  tools  enabled  the  assistants  to  teach  by  demonstration.  Sanitation 
assistants  were  responsible  for  group  meetings  at  migrant  labor-camps. 
Difficulty  was  experienced  in  arranging  these  meetings,  due  to  late  arrivals 
from  the  fields.    The  Worth  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health  provided  a 
projector  and  appropriate  film.  ■    .     The  films  were  in  color  and 

the  Disney  characters  pleased  the  young  and  old  alike. 

The  sanitation  component  was  able  to  promote  the  construction  of 
field  privies.    The  health  officials  are  pressing  for  privies  in  lieu 
of  chemical  toilets.    Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  crew  leaders* 
training  program  (Man  Power  Development  Training  Act)  sponsored  by  the 
Employment  Security  Commission,    The  Commission  was  assisted  by  several 
agencies,  including  the  North  Carolina  Co-'oncil  of  Churches  Migrant  Project 
staff,  in  the  training  program.     Crew  leaders,  trained  by  the  M,D,T,A 
program,  were  able  to  operate  more  efficiently  and  majjitained  cleaner 
and  safer  camps. 
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The  sanitation  stfeff  cohducted  an  effective  camp  beaut if icat ion 
program.    Growers  gradually  participated  in  the  program  by  furnishing 
equipment  for  landscaping  and  preparing  the  soil  for  grassing.  Local 
civic  organizations  will  be  asked  to  join  ill  the  I968  season  by  adopting 
camps , 

DAY  CARE 

Since  our  last  progress  report,  most  of  the  day -care  centers  have 
closed  after  what  we  consider  to  be  our  best  season*    Hyde  County  and 
Smithfield  are  still  open  and  will  continue  as  long  as  there  is  a  need, 
or  as  our  funds  last. 

While  the  centers  are  still  not  up  to  what  we  want  them  to  be,  we 
do  feel  that  a  great  deal  of  improvement  has  been  made.    Some  of  the 
strengths  of  last  summer  were: 

1-  The  increase  in  time  for  training  of  staff  resulted  in  better 
programs  for  children.    Attitudes  were  good  and  practices 
improved, 

2-  The  purchase  of  sturdier  equipment  and  a  great  variety  of 
materials  and  supplies  improved  the  environment  for  growth 
and  development, 

3-  Health  services  were  expanded.    All  children  were  given 
physical  examinations  and  some  follow-up  was  done.  Visits 
were  made  by  personnel  of  both  local  and  state  boards  of 
health  for  health  services. 

Training  was  given  in  dental  care,  nutrition,  and  health 
education.  "  '• 

Pood  services  were  very  good.  ' 

There  was  closer  cooperation  between  the  Migrant  Project  and 
the  local  and  state  departments  of  welfare.  Especially 
appreciated  was  the  help  with  the  day -care  homes  for  infants. 

The  problem  of  transportation  was  facilitated  by  the  agreement 
between  the  Project  and  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  whereby  we  rendered  to  the  ESEA  program  social 
services  for  their  transportation  of  our  children. 

More  interest  was  evident  on  the  part  of  church  groups,  both 
local  and  from  distant  cities.    Examples  of  this  were  activities 
by  churches  from  :    Charlotte  (isferers  Park  Baptist),  High  Point, 
Morganton,  and  other  cities, 

Some  outstanding  needs,  or  shortcomings ^are: 

1-    Not  enough  follow -through  on  physical  exe.ralnations  was  done, 
due  to  lack  of  funds  for  this. 


5- 
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2-  More  supervisory  help  is  needed  on  a  regional  basis.  The 
Coordinaror  of  the  programs  is  spread  t.oo  far.    The  limited 
length  of  pro -rams  and  tii'ne  required  f<:.:c  traveling  to  &11 
parts  Cl  the  State  is  inadequate  for  the  best  in-cervice 
training, 

3-  Centers  should  remain  open  for  a  longer  time.    Eight  weeks 

is  too  short  for  the  needs  in  most  places.    Some  should  be  on 
a  year-round  basis  to  accommodate  local  workers  in  agriculture. 
We  do  not  have  funds  to  meet  the  needs  on  thir-se  points, 

k'    More  day -care  homes  for  infants  are  needed.    The  limited  number 
vhich  can  be  served  with  present  allotments  is  inadequate, 
'  ■         Many  mothers  who  could  be  working  in  the  fields,  must  stay 
ax.  home  to  care  for  babies, 

5-  We  did  not  have  enough  contact  in  soni.e  areti:-.^  with  parents, 
due  to  the  houi-s  of  work.    We  must,  sraiehcw,  find  ways  to  meet 
this  r.ced  next  year,  as  home-center  cooperation  is  important 
for  the  child's  welfare, 

6-  ^■Jhile  we  did  have  .a  number  of  vo.lunteers  at  work  in  the  center, 
wo  need  to  involve  more  still  from  the  communities.    We  must 
conceni'rabe  c:i  how  to  reach  more  for  next  season. 

T-    There  is  still  need  for  more  equipment  and  materials,  especially 
record  x^layers,  records,  childrens'  books,  filmstrip  projectors, 
and  filmstrips,  large  blocks,  large  wooden  trucks,  boats,  trains, 
plames,  etc.    Not  enough  money-  has  been  made  available  for  these. 

So, we  can  see  both  gains  and  shortages  as  we  look  back  at  oior  past 
season.  As  the  poet  says,  "A  man's  reach  should  exceed  his  grasp,  else 
what's  a  heaven  for?" 

With  our  eyes  on  the  goal  of  still  better  child -care  centers,  we 
will  continue  to  push  forward,  making  what  progress  we  can  with  vhat 
we  have  and  hoping  these  needs  can  be  more  effectively  met  in  the  future, 

SOCIAL  SERVICES 

1,  Services  Rendered 

The  main  objective  of  the  Project's  social  services  component  is  to 
maintain,  strengthen,  and  enrich  the  lives  of  families  and  individuals. 

The  services  rendered  include  all  facets  of  life.    Social  workers 
urged  pregnant  women  to  visit  pre-natal  clinics,  referred  sick  people 
to  the  migrant  clinics  and  local  health  departments,  and>  if  necessary, 
have  even  jxrovided  transportation.    They  have  visited  the  sick  in  the 
hospitals,  have  been  instrumental  in  reuniting  families,  have  located 
relatives  of  those  who  died  in  Worth  Carolina,    They  have  changed 
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"diapers  of  babies  who  have  been  left  in  the  camps  in  the  care  of 
older  children.    They  have  discussed  -ways  of  improving  homemaking 
practices,  ranging  from  cleaning  mattresses,  personal  hygiene, 
budget  buying,  nutrition,  family  planning,  and  mending  -  to  making 
new  dresses.    Much  used  clothing,  given  by  Chiirch  Women  United,  churches 
civic  groups,  and  individuals,  has  been  distributed  to  the  needy. 

Registration  of  migrant  children  for  Day  Care,  operated  by  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  Migrant  Project,  and  for  the 
educational  program,  sponsored  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  was 
another  task  performed  by  the  Project  social  workers  at  the  beginning 
of  the  season.    They  also  recruited  a  nmber  of  applicants  for  H.E.P, 
So  far,  four  applicants  have  been  accepted.    In  one  area,  Project 
social  workers  reported  that  a  number  of  migrants  either  did  not  have 
a  social  security  number  or  had  lost  it.    The  workers  assisted  these 
persons  in  securing  this  document, 

2,  Geographical  i\reas  Served 

In  the  Albemarle  Area  (Camden,  Currituck . and  Pasquotank  Counties)-, 
Carteret,  Henderson,  and  Sampson  Counties  social  services  have  been 
rendered  for  the  third  consecutive  year;     in  Pender  County  for  the 
second^  and  in  Hyde  and  Pamlico  Counties  for  the  first  time. 

3.  Personnel 

A  number  of  last  year's  homemakers  were  able  to  get  permanent 
employment  at  the  end  of  the  season.    This  year,  the  project  has 
been  able  to  hire  a  few  public-assistance  recipients  again.    More  " 
would  have  been  employed  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  many 
do  not  have  their  own  transportation.    The  job  of  homemaker  calls 
for  a  mature  person.    Preference  was  given  to  women  forty-five  years 
of  age  or  older,  thus  helping  members  of  an  age -group  who  are  hard 
to  employ. 

k.    Cooperation  With  Other  Agencies 

Cooperation  on  local  and  state  level  was  excellent. 

1.    Local  Welfare  Departments 

In  every  county(with  the  exception  of  one)  in  which  the  Project 
chose  to  offer  services,  the  county  welfare  director  agreed  to 
supervise  the  Project  social  workers  personally.    In  one  county, 
a  welfare  caseworker  was  designated  by  the  director  to  give 
guidanc;  and  supervision.    All  Project  social  workers  were  given 
office  space  by  the  local  welfare  department  at  no  cost  to  the 
Project.    As  a  result  of  this  close  working  relationship  (daily 
staff  conferences)  many  critical  situations  were  resolved  immediately. 
For  example: 

a.    Surplus  food  was  distributed  as  soon  as  need  for  it  arose. 

When  a  week  of  rain  kept  the  migrants  from  working  in  one  area, 
a  neighboring  coimty  welfare  department  even  agreed  to  supply 
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food  if  the  county  in  which  the  migrant  lived  was  not  able 
to  meet  the  need. 

b.  Nmerous  referrals  were  made  to  welfare  departments  in  home 
states.    Funds  were  provided  by  local  departments  of  welfare 
for  transportation  of  migrants  to  home  states  and  institutions 
in  cases  of  disability  due  to  sickness,  accidents,  pregnancy, 
etc, 

c.  Even  clothes  were  brought  for  migrants  who  lost  their  belongings. 
Everywhere  the  Project  social  workers  had  free  access  to 
welfare  clothing  closets, 

d.  This  active  interest  and  insight  into  the  program  has  prompted 
these  local  directors  to  sell  it  to  welfare  boards  and 
Commissioners,    This  has  opened  many  doors, 

2.    State  Board  of  Public  Welfare 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  endorsed  the  program  and  he  and 
his  staff  encouraged  the  county  departments  to  support  it 'in  every 
way.    The  Chief  of  the  Homemaker  Section  not  only  advised  the  Social 
Services  Coordinator  in  writing  the  proposal,  but  was  available  for 
consultation  during  the  whole  season. 

Evaluation  of  Needs  > 

Infant  Care 

This  year  it  seemed  more  younger  people  entered  the  stream  than  in 
past  years.    As  a  result,  there  are  more  pregnant  women  and  infants 
in  the  camps  than  ever  before.    Licensed  day-care  homes  are  available 
in  one  area  only.    To  furnish  a  day-care  home  is  a  rather  costly  under- 
taking and  thus  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  persuade  an  individual  to 
open  up  such  a  facility  which  would  be  used  for  part  of  the  year  only. 
Babies  were  found  in  camps  left  in  the  care  of  five-year-old  brothers 
or  sisters]    A  possible  solution  would  be  the  purchase  of  trailers 
which  could  be  moved  to  different  locations  as  the  season  progresses. 
First,  it  could  be  used  in  the  strawberry  section,  then  moved  to  the 
cabbage-  and  potato -producing  areas,  and  so  on. 

Family  Planning 

Migrant  women  are  becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  the  value  of  family 
planning.    Project  social  workers  discuss  the  various  methods  with 
them,  but  the  cost  of  consulting  a  physician  prevents  many  interested 
women  from  following  through.    Provision  for  at  least  part  of  the  cost 
should  be  included  in  the  proposal  for  next  year's  operation.

COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIO -VISUALS 
John  A,  Pritchett,  Jr.,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Audio-visimls  met  at  Wake  Forest  University, 
Winston-Salem,  on  Fehriiary  .l6,  I968,  with  the  new  Chairman,  John  A, 
Pritchett,  Jr^  of  Appalachian  State  University,  presiding. 

The  proposal  made  at  the  last  previous  meeting  of  the  Committee 
to  work  out  an  exchange  of  AV  catalogues  between  the  member  bodies 
of  the  Coiancil  of  Churches  had  not  proved  feasible  because  many  of 
those  with  adequate  AV  libraries  had  more  than  enough  denominational 
business  to  handle. 

The  Committee  felt  it  could  serve  the  constituent  communions  by 
developing  a  program  whereby  pastors,  chiorch-school  teachers,  and 
others  involved  in  religio\is  education  could  become  better  informed 
about  the  AV  equipment  available  today,  with  instruction  in  its 
operation,. 

The  North  Carolina  Audiovisual  Dealers  Association  has  agreed  to 
prepare  a  directory  of  all  AV  dealers  in  North  Carolina  which  will 
list  types  of  materials  and  equipment  available.    This  directory 
will  then  be  available  to  Co\mcil  constituents  ('Write  directly  to  Dr. 
Pritchett) . 

The  Chairman  has  gotten  in  touch  with  officials  of  WUNC-TV, 
Channel  4,  who  evidenced  an  interest  in  co-operating  with  the  Committee 
in  the  production  of  a  series  of  televised  programs  for  pastors  and 
other  church  workers  on  the  utilization  of  AV  equipment  and  materials 
in  the  church  and  church-school.

The  Committee  met  in  Greenshoro  on  May  9,  I967.    The  possibility 
of  a  workshop  on  family-life  education  for  ministers  of  interdenomina- 
tional assocj.ations  ^ms  discussed.    A  pilot  program  was  proposed  for 
the  eastern  part  of  the  State  with  leaders  from  North  Carolina. 

Concerns  of  the  Committee  include?    mental  health,  problems  of  the 
single  parent  as  head  of  household,  surveys  of  family  needs,  the  sex 
revolution,  family  discussion  groups,  the  church  and  domestic-relations 
courts,  planned  parenthood,  teen-age  codes,  ministry  to  famiHies  of 
ministers.  Christian  Family' Week,  the  out-of-date  marriage  law  which 
allows  marriege  within  one  or  two  hours  after  application  for  license. 

The  Committee  recommends  continued  membership  in  the  North  Carolina 
Family  Life  Council, 

The  Chairman  attended  meetings  of  the  group  which  has  established 
the  Governor's  Commission  on  Population., and  the  Family  (although  in  an 
'  '  ^unofficial  capacity).  ' 

The  Committee  offers  itself  as  a  source  of  reference  for  leadership 
when  a  community  is  interested  in  further  family-life  education. 


COMMITTEE  ON  RECREATION 
Robert  L.  Dasher,  Chairman 

The  Committee  on  Recreation  during  I96T  held  one  general  meeting 
of  the  full  Committee  and  four  sub-committee  meetings.    A  great  deal  of 
time  was  spent  trying  to  re -define  its  functions.    It  was  decided  to 
sponsor  seminars  on  leisure-recreation  at  which  experts  in  this  area 
were  invited  to  lectiore.    The  seminars  also  provided  an  opportvmity 
to  see  what  needs  were  present  in  order  that  the  Committee  could  better 
plan  its  work  for  the  future.    Three  seminars  were  heldt  on  October  19 
at  Home  Moravian  Church,  Winston- Salem;  on  October  26  at  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Asheville;  and  on  November  7  at  First  Presbyterian  Chiirch, 
Goldsboro. 

The  seminars  dealt  with  the  leisure-recreation  explosion  by  looking 
at  such  subjects  as:     "Changing  Patterns  and  Conce-ots  of  Leisure,'! 
"Resources  for  Dealing  with  the  Leisure  Pevolutlon, "  and  "Basic  Issues 
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of  Leisure."    The  participants  were;    Dr.  Douglas  Sessoms,  Associate 
Professor,  School  of  Education,  UWC-CH,  Chairman  of  Curriculum  in 
Recreation  Administration;  Mr,  Robert  Buckner,  Assistant  Director, 
N.  C.  Recreation  Commission;  and  Dr.  Daniel  Schores,  Assistant  Professor 
of  Church  and  Community,  Duke  Divinity  School, 


COMMITTEE  ON  SCOUTING 
Aubrey  Mauney,  Chairman 


The  activity  of  this  committee  has  been  to  promote  through  letters 
to  the  twelve  Scout  Council  Executives  and  Chairmen  of  Church  Relationships 
the  important  e  of  having  chaplains  in  their  summer  council-camps.  The 
Chairman  has  sent  out  letters  \irging  attendance  in  preparation  for  this 
at  the  special  training  school  conducted  by  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  at 
Schiele  Scout  Reservation  near  Tryon,  N.  C,  June  I9SQ,  These 

efforts  have  resulted  in  more  attention  to  this  Important  program. 

Many  churches  have  the  Scouting  program  and  effort  should  be  made 
to  develop  closer  relationships  with  these  churches  and  other  churches. 
Pastors  should  be  made  to  realize  that  they  are  chaplains  of  the  local 
units  and  that  the  leadership  should  be  by  convinced  Christian  men. 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  America  completed  in  the  summer  of  I967  a 
very  fine  retreat  for  Lutheran  Scouts  and  leaders  at  Lutheridge  attended 
by  kOO  Scouts  and  110  leaders. 


COMMITTEE  ON  WEEKDAY  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 


The  death  of  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.  in  February  I967  left  this 
conmittee  without  a  Chairman.    Efforts  have  been  made  to  find  the  right 
person  to  succeed  him.    However,  the  changing  situation  with  regard  to 
Bible  courses  in  the  public  schools  has  caused  the  Coimcil  to  proceed 
very  deliberately  in  planning  for  the  future  in  this  area. 

The  last  reporte  to  the  Coimcil  office  in  Durham  indicate  that 
there  are  forty-five  teachers  of  Bible  in  the  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina,  serving  in  thirty-eight  localities.    The  Executive  Director 
is  able  to  fiarnish  detailed  information  to  commianities  wishing  to  consider 
establishing  such  programs  in  either  of  the  Carolinas, 


COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 
Brady  Y,  Faggart,  Jr.,  Chairman 


The  Committee  on  Youth  Work  met  twice  diarlng  the  past  twelve  months. 
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It  established  direction  as  follows: 

1.  Stimulation  and  precipitation  of  ecumenical  youth  encounter 
on  the  local  level 

—  by  personal  work  in  local  communities 

—  by  calling  together  persons  or  congregational  groups  in 
commimities  where  there  are  contact  persons 

V.  by  development  of  "models"  of  local  ecumenical  youth  work 

in  several  different  communities 
--    hy  assembling  up-to-date  mailing  list  of  youth  workers 

—  by  calling  together  denominational  staff  persons  with 
youth  work  responsibilities 

—  by  encouragement  of  "Youth  Week"  observances,  including  work- 
shops on  planning  such  observances 

2.  Development  of  ecumenical  camping  programs  for  senior-high 
students  among  the  camps  operated  by  members  of  the  Council. 

The  Committee  is  aware  of  the  direction,  on  the  national  level,  of 
a  "movement"  rather  than  an  "organization,"    In  North  Carolina  the  emphasis 
will  be  on  youth's  encounter  with  youth  in  the  community,  without  attempts 
to  create  unnecessary  structure.    Where  the  United  Christian  Youth 
Movement  continues  to  serve  the  communities'  needs,  support  will  be 
given  to  UCYM.    Where  earlier  structures  have  not  been  satisfactory, 
youth  ministry  will  be  encouraged  in  other  ways.    The  "models"  mentioned 
above  will  be  pilot  projects  to  spell  out  these  "other  ways,"    When  these 
seem  to  meet  the  needs  of  various  commimities  they  will  be  shared  with 
other  communities  which  may  have  similar  needs. 

Area  or  state-wide  programs  will  emerge  from  the  Committee's  experience 
growing  out  of  work  on  the  local  level,  as  such  programs  seem  to  be  needed 
to  support  local  work  of  this  sort.    Possibilities  include  workshops  and 
seminars  to  train  leaders,  and  ecumenical  assemblies  such  as  the  one  held 
in  1963  at  Guilford  College, 

At  its  meeting  on  February  21,  1968,  the  committee  initiated  a  work- 
ing relationship  with  the  Rev,  Robert  L.  Blackwell,  a  second -year  student 
at  Duke  Divinity  School.    During  the  spring  and  fall  semesters  of  I968, 
Mr.  Blackwell  will  engage  in  interdenominational  youth  work  in  the  Durham 
area  seeking  to  serve  the  community's  youth  and  to  provide  the  Committee 
with  several  models  of  co-operative  work  with  youth.    Specific  areas  of 
concern  are  interracial  youth  ministry  and  ministry  to  youth  in  rioral 
areas  among  smaller  congregations. 

The  Committee  will  meet  with  Mr,  Blackwell  in  May  for  a  progress 
report.    The  Committee  is  inviting  denominational  youth  staff  and 
congregational  youth  advisers  to  a  oonsultation  with  Mr,  Blackwell  at 
Moonelon  Center  of  United  Chxjrch  of  Christ,  September  13-15,  I968,  This 
camp  is  located  between  Elon  College  and  Gibsonville  on  N,  C,  100, 
Cost  for  two  nights  and  five  meals  is  $8,50,    Reports  will  be  heard 
on  several  other  ecumenical  youth  projects.

The  Commission  met  on  November  6,  I967,  at  Trinity  AaM»E.Zion  Church 
in  Greensboro  and  on  March  12,  I968,  at  Watts  Street  Baprist  Church  in 
Durham.    A  Special  Committee  also  met  on  April  9;,  I968,  in  Raleigh.  As 
a  result  of  these  meetings  the  following  program  -was  carried  out  during 
1967-1968  and  has  been  planned  for  the  remainder  of  I968  and  I969. 

I.    Conferences  on  Christian  Social  Action. 

A,  Legislation  Seminars, 

1968:    The  Second  National  Legislation  Seminar  was  held  on 
February  26,  1968,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Burlington, 
77  people  attended.    Dr.  Charles  S.  Spivey,  Jr.,  the  new  Executive 
Director  of  the  Department  for  Social  Justice  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  spoke  about  U.S.  Domestic  Policy  in  Regard  to  Poverty, 
Civil  Rights  and  the  Riots,    Dr.  Kurtis  F.  Nay lor.  Associate  Director 
of  the  National  Council's  Department  of  International  Affairs,  spoke 
about  U.S.  Foreign  Policy  with  particular  reference  to  the  conflict 
in  Vietnam,    Other  leaders  were  the  Rev,  Ralph  Fleming,  the  Rev, 
Robert  McClernon,  the  Rev,  J,  T,  McMillan,  Dr,  Vance  Barron,  and  the 
Rev,  H.  Claude  Young, 

1969:    The  fifth  State  Legislation  Seminar  will  be  held  in  Raleigh 
on  February  2U,  I969,  dijrlng  the  next  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Seminar  the  Commission  proposes  the 
following  schedule  for  opposing  Capital  Panlshtnent : 
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April-July:    The  Director  will  (a)  contact  denominational  leaders 
in  order  to  request  each  denomination  to  pass  a  resolution  opposing 
capital  punishment  in  North  Carolina  and  (t>)  prepare  materials  for 
distribution  in  the  churches  and  Sxinday  schools  across  the  State  in 
cooperation  with  the  North  Carolinians  Against  the  Death  Penalty, 

August:    This  material  prepared  by  the  Director  will  be  printed 
in  a  suitable  form  for  mass  distribution. 

September:    This  material  will  be  sent  to  every  church  in  North 
Carolina  with  an  invitation  for  each  church  to  order  copies  for  all 
its  members, 

December  29:    This  Sunday  will  be  designated  by  the  Commission  and 
the  Council  as  a  day  to  study  the  question  of  capital  punishment  in 
all  the  churches, 

February  23-24:    This  Sunday  will  be  designated  "Rally  Day  Against 
Capital  Punishment"  with  a  mass  meeting  in  the  afternoon  at  Fialeigh 
in  the  largest  auditorium  available. 

February,  I^rch  and  Iftitil  Abolition  Comes:    The  Director  in 
cooperation  with  the  North  Carolinians  Against  the  Death  Penalty  and 
the  State  Legislative  Council  will  work  to  get  a  bill  introduced  in 
the  General  Assembly  which  would  abolish  the  death  penalty.    He  will 
work  to  get  persons  across  the  State  to  speak  personally  to  their 
legislators  and  urge  them  to  vote  down  capital  punishment. 

B,  United  Nations -Washington  Study  Tour  on  National  and  World  Affairs, 

1967:    The  Third  UN-Washington  Tour  for  Ministers,  originally 
planned  for  October  23-28,  I968,  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  a  lack  of 
sufficient  registrations, 

1969:    The  Director  has  been  in  contact  with  Denominational 
leaders  to  see  if  there  is  interest  in  planning  such  a  tour  for 
ministers  and  laymen  or  to  see  if  there  is  interest  in  s.  shorter 
tour  just  to  the  UN, 

C.  Statewide  Programs  on  Human  Relations 

1967;    On  September  15,  I967,  a  Planning  Committee  met  to  consider 
setting  MP  several  Regional  Conferences  on  Civil  Rights  across  the 
State,    The  Director,  the  Rev,  W,  W.  Lee,  the  Rev.  Robert  McClernon, 
the  Rev,  Ronald  McLaughlin,  and  Dr.  H.  Shelton  Smith  were  present. 
After  reviewing  the  successful  1964  Civil  Rights  Conference  in  Raleigh 
the  Committee  felt  that  similar  conferences  on  a  regional  basis  were 
not  needed  at  this  time.    The  Committee  proposed  to  set  up  small  inter- 
faith  and  interracial  groups  in  Icxial  communities.    At  its  November 
meeting  the  Director  was  asked  to  proceed  with  this  plan. 

1968:    After  further  consideration  about  how  to  help  a  grass-roots 
program  emerge  across  the  State,  the  Commission  adopted  a  plan  for  a 
Task  Force  For  Religion  and  Itece  in  North  Carolina  at  it^  March  mee-'nutjg. 
The  Executive  Board  in  special  session  passed  this  plan  in  its  final 
form  on  March  25. 
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The  Purpose  of  the  Task  Force  is  to  form  an  effective  coalition  of 
all  the  religious  forces  in  North  Carolina  (l)  to  "better  promote  racial 
justice  and  reconciliation  in  the  communities  of  our  state,  and 
(2)  to  minister  if  times  of  racial  disorder  come  to  any  of  our 
communities  in  the  summer  of  I968 . 

^®  Sponsorship  of  the  Task  Force  is  by  the  N.  C,  Council  of 
Churches'^f approved  by  the  Commission  and  the  Executive  Board), the 
Department  of  Interracial  Cooperation  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  together  with  the  possible  sponsorship  and/or 
cooperation  of  the  North  Carolina  Association  of  Rabbis,  the  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Raleigh,  and  other  religious  bodies. 

The  Structure  of  the  Task  Force,  as  being  developed,  will  consist 
of  two  people  (Jonathan-Davids)  in  each  of  hi  areas  of  the  State  as 
designated  by  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Commission  and  other 
sponsoring  bodies. 

The  Work  of  the  people  in  the  Task  Force  will  not  be  to  set  up 
another  committee  to  represent  all  the  various  groups  in  the  community 
or  to  set  up  educational  programs  and  conferences.    They  may  do  the 
following  types  of  things:    (l)  They  may  personally  counsel  with  both 
business-governmental  leaders  and  poverty-civil-rights  activists  in  an 
effort  to  bring  reconciliation  and  to  advance  the  black  people's 
opportunities  in  education,  employment,  housing,  social  services  and 
police  protection,     (2)  They  may  organize  influence  from  the  church 
community  upon  governmental  and  civic  leaders  In  behalf  of  the 
advancement  of  opportunities  for*  the  disadvanlaged  people,     (3)  They 
may  develop  a  written  procedure  and  structure  for  use  in  organizing 
the  churches  in  the  community  for  ministry  in  case  of  a  civil  disorder 
with  someone  in  charge  of  various  responsibilities,     {h)  They  may 
begin  an  immediate  and  extensive  ministry  using  as  many  of  the  resources 
of  the  churches  as  possible  if  a  civil  disorder  occurs,

COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTRY  IN  INSTITUTIONS 
Roger  J,  Westmoreland,  Chairman 


The  Committee  on  Ministry  in  Institutions  met  at  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
Charlotte,  on  December  6,  I96T.    Roger  J.  Westmoreland  vas  introduced  as 
the  new  Chairman,    The  relation  of  the  Committee  to  the  North  Carolina 
Chaplains  Association  was  clarified,  the  latter  having  been  formed  in 
December  1964  as  a  result  of  the  Committee's  work.    Chaplain  David  R, 
Wilkinson  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Charlotte,  is  President  of  the 
Association  for  I968.    Future  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  the  '  ■ 

Association  are  to  be  concurrent.    Possible  areas  in  which  the  N,  C. 
Council  of  Churches  may  support  the  work  of  the  State  institutions 
include:     (l)  encouraging  and  publicizing  opportunities  for  educating 
clergy  and  commxmity  as  to  the  services  of  the  institutions;  and  (2) 
promotion  of  one -day  workshops  for  ministers  in  three  or  four  regions 
of  the  State  as  these  regions  are  grouped  for  institutional  service. 

The  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina's  Committee 
on  Medicine  and  Religion  has  been  consulted  concerning  a  possible  area 
meeting  of  physicians  and  clergymen. 

Chaplain  Fred  Reid  of  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel  Hill,  has  recommended 
guides  for  volunteer  chaplaincy  programs:  (l)  a  booklet  on  the  subject 
by  the  American  Protestant  Hospital  Association,  (2)  a  booklet.  Volunteer 
Chaplaincy,    by  N,  C.  Baptist  Hospital  School  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  (3) 
the  revised  edition  of  The  Pastor ' s  Hospital  Ministry  by  Richard  K.  Young. 
Local  ministerial  associations  are  encouraged  to  contribute  time  and 
effort  in  voluntary  chaplaincy  services  in  institutions  which  do  not 
have  full-time  chaplains  on  their  staffs,  as  well  as  in  local  nursing 
and  boarding  homes.    The  N.  C,  Chaplains  Association  will  give  aid  in 
this.    Patient -service  fimds  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  institutional 
chaplains  are  sought  for  our  State  institutions. 

A  camp  for  mentally  retarded  children  was  sponsored  last  July  31- 
August  h  at  Murdoch  Center,  Butner,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Granville, 
directed  by  Chaplain  James  N.  Grubb  with  the  counsel  of  the  Rev.  Wesley 
Brogan  who  initiated  the  Methodist  camping  program  with  the  retarded.

The  Migrant  Ministry  is  being  carried  on  in  Albemarle  County, 
Carteret  County,  and  Henderson  County.    The  Migrant  Ministry  undertakes 
to  furnish  migrant  and  other  seasonally  employed  agricultural  workers 
with  a  much-needed  spiritual  ministry  and  co-operates  in  child-care, 
health,  recreational,  educational,  and  home-making  services.  Three 
local  Migrant  Councils  form  the  leadership  for  this  work.    The  Rev,  W.B. 
L.  Hutcheson  is  Chairman  and  the  Rev,  Harold  White  is  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Albemarle  Council  on  Migratory  Labor*    The  Rev,  Charles  L.  Kirby 
is  Chairman  of  the  Carteret  County  Migrant  Ministry  Council.    Mr,  James 
J.  Pilgrim  is  Chairman  of  the  Migrant  Council  of  Henderson  County,  The 
Migrant  Ministry  which  began  in  North  Carolina  in  1950  has  continued  a 
strong  religious  emphasis,  maintained  chiefly  with  funds  provided  by 
United  Church  Women  (since  I967  called  Church  Women  United),    The  women 
have  also  furnished  vehicles  called  "Harvesters",  two  of  which  are  at 
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Elizabeth  City,  one  at  Morehead  City,  one  at  Hendersonville,  and  a  truck 
at  Raleigh  for'  the  Migrant  Project.    Some  of  the  local  migrant  councils 
have  a  program  of  making  usable  clothing  available  to  migrants  at  a  very 
modest  cost.    These  articles  are  provided  by  church  groups  throughout 
the  State, 

The  1967  budget  had  $5,555.00  for  the  Migrant  Ministry  work.  This 
was  mainly  for  chaplaincy  programs.    The  chaplains  are  trained  before  they 
start  vork  in  order  that  they  might  be  acquainted  with  the  special 
problems  and  opportunities  which  they  will  face. 

Migrant  Project 

When  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  lS6k  was  passed  a  broader 
program  was  rade  possible,  enabling  the  Council  to  reach  more  of  the 
22,000  migrants  who  came  to  the  State  during  I965.    The  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  provided  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  April  1, 
1965  $270,4i)-i4-  for  a  program  of  ^housing  and  rest-stop  development, 
sanitation  education,  day-care,  and  education  with  a  staff  of  163, 
under  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  Migrant  Project,    For  the 
year  beginning  April  1,  I966  $378,58^  ^-jas  granted  for  a  program  of 
sanitation  education,  child-care,  and  education  allowing  for  a  staff 
numbering  295.    For  the  year  beginning  April  1,  I967  the  education 
component  was  left  to  the  State  and  a  grant  of  $299,927  was  secured 
for  sanitation  education,  child  development  and  social  services,  allowing 
for  a  staff  numbering  129  to  work  among  15,000  migrants  and  other 
seasonal  agricultural  workers.    For  the  year  beginning  April  1,  I968 
a  grant  of  only$220,223  will  necessitate  a  change  in  the  program  of  the 
Migrant  Project,    The  Steering  Committee  has  voted  to  establish  four 
year-round  Day  Care  Centers: in  Johnston,  Greene,  Tyrrell  and  Hyde 
Counties,    This/dS^I  in  recognition  of  the  need  of  maintaining  work  in 
new'areas  hoping  that  those  areas  in  which  we  have  established  a  ministiy 
will  pick  up  and  continue  the  work.    The  N,  C.  Council  \d.ll  need  additional 
funds  to  support  these  areas  where  local  support  xs  inadequate.  There 
is  also  the  challenge  of  establishing  a  chaplaincy  program  in  these  new 
areas.    The  opportunities  are  before  us.    The  Council's' Constituents 
are  urged  to  work  for  the  undergirding  that  is  necessary  to  meet  some 
if  not  all  of  these  opportunities. 

The  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Worth  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  the  work  is  carried  out  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  to  Migrants  and  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  sub-committee  called  the  Migrant  Project  St.eering 
Committee.    The  provision  of  OEO  funds  for  this  work  does  not  lessen  in 
any  way  the  Council's  need  for  money  with  which  to  carry  on  the  traditional 
Migrant  Ministry,  since  none  of  the  OEO  funds  may  be  used  for  "religious" 
services.    These  services  are  still  maintained  by  the  local  committees 
with  Council  assistance  and  with  funds  derived  from  non-governmental 
sources.    The  Migrant  Project  has  actually  increased  the  Council's 
financial  requirements,  because  of  the  greater  opportunities.

The  change  in  the  By-laws  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
was  finally  made  at  the  19^7  Assembly,  allowing  for  increased  mileage  for 
official  travel  above  the  previous  three-cent  per  mile  rate.    The  current 
form  of  the  paper,  "When  and  to  Whom  Does  the  Council  Speak? "f was  sent  to

The  Committee  is  to 
study  responses  and  present  the  paper  to  the  Executive  Board  at  the  Board's 
first  meeting  after  the  1968  Assembly.    a?he  Consultation  on  February  26 
and  27- brought  together  as  speakers  and  panelists,  S.  E.  Duncan  of  Living- 
stone College,  the  Council  President;  Robert  E.Cushman,  -Dean  of  Duke 
Divinity  School;  H.  Conrad  Hoyer  and  Harold  C.  Letts  of  the  National 
Council. of  Churches;  Gerhard  Lenski,  sociologist  of  UNC,  Chapel  Hill; 
Representative  Samuel  H.  Johnson  of  Raleigh;  Juanita  Kreps,  economist  of 
Duke  University;  and  Samuel  S.  Hill,  Jr.,  theologian  of  UHC, Chapel  Hill* 

Channels  are  kept  open  for  church  bodies  which  are  not  at  the  present

1,  The  Committee  had  a  full  meeting  at  the  North  Carolina  Council 
headquarters  in  Durham  in  early  I967.    It  authorized  the  mailing  of  a 
letter  to  the  ministerial  associations  in  the  State,  giving  information 
and  help  and  encouraging  as  many  communities  as  possible  to  work  towards 
the  establishment  of  looal  coxmcils  of  churches.    The  letter  included  a 
suggested  program  of        activities  as  well  as  a  sample  Constitution 
and  "By -Lavs, 

2,  The  ministerial  associations  in  the  various  cities  were  encouraged 
to  integrate  their  associations  racially, 

3,  In  response  to  the  letter  numerous  inquiries  have  come  to  the 
Chairman  from  various  places j  Asheville,  Barium  Springs,  Salisbur;^'-, 
Hickory,  and  others.    The  Chairman,  in  company  with  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  made  a  trip  to 
Hickory  and  presented  a  suggested  plan  for  the  organization  of  a  council 
of  churches  in  Hickory,    The  Chairman  has  answered  the  letters  of  inquiry. 
He  reports  that  the  possibility  of  organizing  more  councils  of  churches 

in  the  State  are  good, 

h.  The  Committee  co-sponsored  the  Workshop  in  Bible  Reading  for 
Clergy  and  Lay  Readers  at  St,  Michael's  Episcopal  Church,  Raleigh  on 
October  9,  I967.    About  thirty  men  and  women  attended.    The  Workshop  was 
sponsored  also  by  the  Divinity  School  of  Duke  University,  the  Department 
of  English  of  North  Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh,  and  the 
Extension  Division  of  UNC,  Chapel  Hill, 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMISSION  ON  INTER-CHURCH  CO-OPERATION 


There  are  four  committees  in  this  commission:    Evangelism,  Research 
and  Strategy,  Town  and  Country  Church,  and  Urban  Church, 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  sponsored  for  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  a  Workshop  on  Evangelism  at  Asheboro  Friends  Meeting  on 
March  h  and  5.    This  workshop  was  the  outgrowth  of  an  increasing 
conviction  that  evangelism  must  be  approached  on  an  inter-church, 
co-operative  basis.    Five -or  more  persons  were  invited  from  each  of 
the  Council member  bodies,  with  others welcome.    The  speakers  were 
William  H,  McCorkle,  of  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  and  David 
Castle,  of  the  Counseling  and  Guidance  Center  at  William  Penn  College, 
Oskaloosa,    Iowa.    The  response  was  excellent  as  these  leaders  dealt 
with  the  values  of  the  "old"  and  the  "new"  evangelism.    Billy  Joe  Leonard, 
Pastor  of  Second  United  Church  of  Christ,  Lexington,  is  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.    Plans  are  being  launched  for  another  workshop  on  evangelism, 
perhaps  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 

Again,  the  i>rincipal  activity  of  the  Town  and  Country  and  Urban 
Church  Committees  was  their  combined  effort  in  the  annual  Seminar  on 
Church  and  Community  at  North  Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh, 
The  1968  Seminar  was  held  at  the  Erdahl-Cloyd  Union  on  the  N.  C.  State 
campus  on  February  19  and  20,  the  theme  being  "The  Church  Confronts 
Urbanization,  Technology,  and  Secularization,"    Leaders  included 
Loren-^o  A,  Lynch  of  Durham,  Lyle  E,  Schaller  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Leo 
F.  Hawkins  of  N,  C.  State,  John  T.  Caldwell  of  N.  C.  State,  J.  B, 
Bedenbaugh  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Thomas  L.  Jones  of  Atlanta.  Those 
attending  expressed  approval  of  this  excellent  panel  of  leaders.  The 
1969  Seminar  will  be  planned  at  once  for  a  date  most  likely  in  February 
again,    H,  L,  Mitchell  of  Gatesville  is  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Town  and  Country  Church  and  Paul  L.  Morgan,  of  Greensboro  heads 
the  Committee  on  the    Urban  Church. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  Seminar  at  N.  C.  State  has  presented 
a  most  informative  and  challenging  program.    Pastors  and  laymen  have 
been  able  to  talk  with  each  other  about  mutual  concerns  across  denomina- 
tional lines.    It  would  be  the  great  desire  of  this  commission  that  more  ' 
.of  the  clergy  and  laity  take  advantage  of  this  outstanding  opportunity 
to  be  brought  up  to  date  concerning  trends  and  developments.     It  is  urged 
that  the  heads  of  the  church  bodies  and  the  groups  in  these  bodies 
corresponding  to  the  Urban  Church  and  the  Town  and  Country  Church 
committees  take  steps  at  once  to  secure  a  good  delegation  from  each 
denomination  for  the  I969  seminar,  .  Scholarships  may  need  to  be  provided, . 

An  agreement  concerning  their  co-operation  in  the  Seminar  has  been 
made  between  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  North  Carolina 
State  University  at  Raleigh, 
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At  the  May  I96J  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  chairman  of 
this  commission  and  the  chairmen  of  its  committees  were  urged  to  meet 
and  discuss  the  matter  of  church  union,  and  to  bring  in  recommendations 
to  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board,    These  persons  and  the  Executive 
Director  met  at  Duke  Divinity  School  on  November  1.,  196?^  discussed  the 
matter,  and  drew  up  recommendations  to  the  Executi/e  Board: 

1,  That  favorable  consideration  be  given  to  holding  a 
Conference  on  Church  Merger  Efforts  and  Ecumenical  Action. 

2,  That  such  a  conference  be  designed  to  give  information 
to  those  involved  in  mergers  and  to  others,  and  information 
concernins  inter-denominational  projects  in  local  communities j 
and  tha-c  it  be  understood  that  the  conference  would  be  for 
information  rather  than  promotion, 

3,  That  should  the  conference  be  held  it  be  planned  by  the 
Commission  on  Inter-church  Co-operation  and  the  Committee  on 
Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning. 

h.    That  the  matter  of  the  conference  be  brought  before  the 
Long-range  Planning  Consultation  for  Denominational  Leaders  in 
Febrmry  to  determine  whether  or  not  there  is  a  consensus  that 
such  a  conference  should  be  held. 

The  Long-range  Planning  Consultation  for  Denominational  Leaders 
was  held  in  Durham  on  February  26  and  27,    This  sas  arranged  for 
through  a  ccmmittee  working  under  another  commission,  that  on  Council 
Organization  and  Extension,  which  is  reporting  on  the  Consultation, 

The  Committee  on  Research  and  Strategy  is  headed  by  Albert  E, 
Dimmock  of  Raleigh,  and  it  stands  ready  to  develop  information  for 
any  committee  or  group  within  the  Council  of  Churches  when  request 
is  made.

A  joint  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  of 
the  North  Carolina  Coxmcil  of  Churches  and  its  Committee  on  Radio  and 
Television  was  held  in  Raleigh  on  September  27,  I967.    A  memorial 
framed  in  March  19^7  had  been  presented  to  the  Executive  Board  which 
asked  the  President  to  appoint  a  special  committee  to  revise  the 
statement,  "¥hen  and  to  Whom  Does  the  Council  Speak?", and  to  give 
guidelines  relating  to  Council  sponsorship  of  certain  radio  and  TV 
programs.    The  final  form  of  the  paper  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board 
is  to  be  found  on  page  ^5     of  the  Council's  I968  Book  of  Reports, 

The  Executive  Board  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
Committee  on  Public  Relations  and  the  Committee  on  Radio -TV    of    a  plan 
to  lindertake  production  of  programs  vdth  WUNC-TV,  if  the  way  be  clear > 
these  programs  to  be  under  the  "sponsorship"  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches, 

The  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards,  jointly  sponsored  by 
the  Council  of  Churches  and  the  Shelby  Presbyterian  Church,  were  announced 
to  the  news  media  in  the  winter  of  196?^  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of 
sending  out  such  an  announcement  to  all  newspapers  and  radio  and  TV 
stations  in  the  State  every  other  year.

John  W.  Cobb,  Pastor  of  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  in  Ealeigh, 
continues  his  radio  broadcast,  THE  WEEK  IN  RELIGION,  each  Simd^  morning 
at  8:05  over  Radio  Station  WPTF,  Raleigh.    This  program  has  been  in 
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existence  for  over  ten  years.    The  time  given  to  religious  news  is  about 
seven  and  a  half  minutes  in  each  broadcast,    WTF  is  a  50,000  watt  radio 
station  and  can  be  received  over  most  of  the  State.    Mr.  Cobb  was  highly 
praised  by  the  General  Committee  for  the  contribution  he  is  making  to 
religious  broadcasting. 

Ted  L.  Eaniel,  Director  of  Eadio/TV  for  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  produces  the  other  religious  news  program,  which  is  on 
television.  This  is  known  as  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  and  is  produced  in 
co-operation  with  station  WTVD,  Channel  11,  Durham,  and  presented  on  a 
statewide  network  of  television  stations.  The  size  of  the  NEWS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  network  was  increased  tremendously  on  April  1st  by  the  addition 
of  the  five -station  University  Educational  Television  Service.

The  Committee  would  like  to  point  out  that  WTVD,  Durham,  is  making 
a  generous  contribution  of  studio  time  for  videotaping  the  program  each 
week.    If  we  were  to  have  to  pay  for  the  use  of  these  production 
facilities,  the  cost  would  run  upwards  of  $30,000  per  year..    The  Committee 
would  also  like  to  note  the  contribution  of  WBTV,  Charlotte,  in  the  matter 
of  tape  duplication,  a  service  which  enables  the  program  to  reach  other 
stations.    The  total  value  of  air  time  contributed  for  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH 
during  the  past  year  has  been  in  excess  of  $25,000.    The  actual  cost  of 
tapes,  news  service,  and  transpoi-bation  charges  during  the  last  twelve 
months  was  $2,000.    This  sum  was  provided  by  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.    It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  itself  can  assume  this 
cost  in  the  future.

The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  of  the  North  Carolina 
Coimcil  of  Churches  met  on  Novemher  3^  19^7  with  excellent  attendance. 
Several  of  the  denominational  executives  were  present  for  the  meeting. 
We  had  set  a  goal  of  having  all  denominational  executives  present  for 
meetings  and  feel  that  though  this  has  not  been  achieved  100?^,  progress 
has  been  madec    We  are  convinced  that  the  attendance  of  the  executives 
is  essential  to  the  full  understanding  of  the  financial  program  of  the 
Council, 

The  Council  office  operated  in  I967  within  and  actually  under  the 
budget  of  $49,168.10.    Ejcpenditures  totaled        683,39  which  was 
$1,484.71  un.Ier  the  budget.    There  was  a  balance  on  hand  as  of  January 
1,  1968  of  $143.56. 

It  is  particularly  encouraging  that  the  back  salaries  due  to  the 
Executive  Director  and  the  Director  of  Christian  Social  Action  Program 
in  the  total  amount  of  $1,208.00  were  paid  by  the  close  of  the  last 
fiscal  year. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  excellent  response  to  the  challenge 
made  before  the  Assembly  last  May,    As  a  resiilt  of  the  pledges  made  on 
that  occasion,  the  Council  was  able  to  keep  open  the  Christian  Social 
Action  office  and  to  maintain  its  projected  prcgraux.-,  though  with  some 
limitations,    A  debt  of  gratitude  is  also  due  to  tnose  individuals  and 
communions  which  pledged  "over  and  above"  support  of  the  Coimcil  last 
year  in  order  to  make  it  possible  to  maintain  the  program  projected 
for  1967. 

Your  Committee  prepared  a  budget  for  1968  in  the  amount  of 
$51,089,46  which  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Board.    The  Board  revised 
the  proposed  budget  at  several  items  and  we  are  presenting  this  budget  to 
the  Assembly  in  the  amount  of  $53,089,46  for  consideration. 

Member  bodies  have  pledged  $38,247.83  for  support  of  the  I968 
Budget , 

We  are  proposing  that  a  I969  budget  (approximately  the  same  as  the 
1968  budget)  be  tentatively  approved. 

The  books  of  the  Council  office  have  been  audited  and  found  in 
proper  order. 

We  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  Dr.  Wiley  and  the  other  members 
of  his  staff  for  their  diligence  in  performing  their  duties  and 
especially  for  their  economy  anxi  thrift  in  stewardiship.

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WHEN  AKD  TO  WHOM  DOES  THE  COUNCIL  SPEAK? 


1.  The  Council  is  free  to  speak  on  any  matter. 

2.  The  COToncil  speaks  only  for  itself  and  therefore  what  it  says 
is  not  "binding  on  its  member  chiirches  or  the  individual  members 
of  these  churches.    Similarly,  commissions  and  committees  of 
the  Council  speak  only  for  themselves  and  their  statements 

are  not  binding  on  the  Council,    As  a  servant  of  the  churches 
which  comprise  its  membership,  and  speaking  in  an  advisory 
capacity,  the  Coiincil  seeks  to  find  the  will  of  God  and  do  it, 

3.  The  Council,  its  commissions,  and  committees  shall  be  responsible 
in  what  they  say  and  do, 

k.      Members  of  the  executive  staff  are  urged  to  exercise  the  same 
caution  as  is  enjoined  upon  each  commission  or  committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,    Where  subject  areas  which 
are  potentially  controversial  are  concerned,  staff  consultations 
should  be  standard  practice.    Where  pronouncements  are  to  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  Coimcil  such  pronouncements  shall  be  cleared 
through  the  Executive  Director,  or  with  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  at  an  official  or  called 
~    meeting.    Statements  on  controversial  subjects  made  by  staff  members 
as  individuals,  and  not  as  reflections  of  the  North  Carolina  Coimcil 
of  Chiarches,  should  be  clearly  designated-  as  personal  and  not 
necessarily  as  a  reflection  of  the  thinking  of  the  Council,  the 
commissions,  or  committees  of  the  Council. 

Finally,  we  ask  that  a  clarification  of  our  policy  on  public  pronouncements 
be  made  through  the  Council  Bulletin  and  through  tlie  press,  and  that  it

OFFICIAL  DELEGATES  TO  THE  ASSEMBLY 


Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
stipulates  the  make-up  of  the  Council's  Assembly  as  follows: 

"1.    The  governing  body  of  the  Council  shall  be  an  Assembly 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the  member  communions  and 
individualchurches,  as  follows: 

"a.    Each  member  communion  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
12  representatives  for  its  first  20,000  communicants  or  major 
portion  thereof,  and  in  addition  3  for  each  10,000  communicants 
over  the  first  20,000  up  to  50,000  and  one  for  each  10,000  or 
major  fraction  thereof  over  50,000,  with  due  regard  to  the 
adequate  representation  of  ministers,  laymen,  lay women,  and 
young  people. 

"b.    If  a  communion  should  include  two  or  more  jurisdic- 
tional units  in  the  state  of  Worth  Carolina,  the  number  of 
representatives  from  such  communion  shall  be  divided  among  the 
jurisdictional  units  as  agreed  by  the  highest  officers  cif  the 
jurisdictional  units, 

'.  "c.    Each  individual  church  or  congregation  that  holds 

membership  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  representative,,.."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


V  \!'        We  believe  that  God,  through  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  and  by  His  Holy 
•r  Spirit,  gives  without  ceasing  the  unity  which  comprises  ecumenical  reality. 
The  Christian  Church  in  our  generation  faces  a  socially,  politically,  and 
technologically  altered  world  which  gropes  after  universal  human  community 
. -^,1     with  limited  success.    The  Church  contains  within  itself  many  faithful 
■■  ■■  persons  who  seek,  but  do  not  wholly  find,  a  chiirchly  expression  of  God's 
unity.    A  more  visible  unity  of  our  churches  is  important  if  we  are  to 
commend  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world  effectively. 

Three  major  concerns  have  comprised  our  task  this  year,  and  constitute 
;  -  jOur  challenge  diiring  the  coming  year:    reorganization,  research  and  renewal. 

.  '  We  have  been  concerned  with  reorganization  for  two  major  reasons. 

.  First,  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  Jack  Crum,  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Action.    A  committee  is  working  carefully  to  find  a  successor  with 
the  same  consuming  concern  for  persons  and  reconciliation  along  with  experience 
in  chvirch  leadership.    Mr,  Crum  has  left  ah  enduring  legacy  and  his  shoes  will 
:■■'■  ■ .  be  difficult  to  fill.    We  commend  him  and  accept  the  challenge  to  march 
forward  in  broadened  areas  of  Christian  service. 

We  have  been  working  at  the  task  of  streamlining  the  committee  structure 
of  the  Council,    We  are  determined  to  reduce  the  number  of  committees  and 
commissions  while  multiplying  the  effectiveness  of  those  which  we  establish. 
We  may  be  able  to  reduce  the  number  of  standing  committees  by  the  occasional 
appoiiatment  of  "ad  hoc"  committees  to  fulfill  a  single  task,  while  combining 
duties  formerly  assigned  to  several  committees. 

Finally,  a  necessaiy  part  of.  reorganization  must  be  the  establishment 
of  a  sound  fistial  base  for  the  Council.    This  year  we  have  had  several 
sessions  which  have  improved  our  fiscal  soundness,  and  give  promise  of 
growing  understanding  and  support.    This  remains  a  major  assignment  to  which 
we  must  all  give  our  attention. 

Research  is  something  which  has  occupied  little  of  the  time  and  attention 
of  the  Council  as  we  have  been  so  busy  accomplishing  assigned  tasks  that 
we  have  been  unable  to  find  time,  staff,  or  finances  to  look  to  the  future 
of  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina,    We  believe  the  time  is  past  when 
we  can  neglect  research  and  long-range  planning.     Some  beginning  steps  began 
last  year,  and  they  have  been  furthered  by  the  exciting  possibility  of  a 
site  for  a  Council  headquarters  building  with  staff  and  facilities  available 
to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Executive  Board  recommends  for  your  approval  a  proposal  that  we 
sec\jre  a  site  for  the  Council  headquarters  in  the  Research  Triangle  Park, 
and  that  we  proceed       rapidly  with  its  purchase,  financing,  and  with  plans 
for  a  headquarters  building  within  the  next  two  to  four  years. 
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With  the  research  facilities  of  our  region  concentrated  in  this  center, 
with  the  ability  to  gather  for  more  frequent  study  of  planning  information, 
and  with  the  location  of  all  the  Council  agencies  and  executives  at  one  locale, 
we  helieve  the  rewards  will  merit  our  united  support  of  a  major  advancement 
project  of  this  nature. 

Renewal  is  a  tern  which  has  fascinated  the  Church  for  the  past  few  years. 
It  has  not  been  accomplished  though  some  strides  in  the  direction  of  renewal 
have  been  significant.    The  emphasis  upon  renewal  must  continue  with  an 
increasing  emphasis  upon  ecumenical  cooperation  our  major  concern. 

We  must  consciously  and  regularly  keep  before  ourselves  and  our 
denominations  ecumenical  claims.    We  must  minimize  self-defeating  competition 
and  conflict.    We  must  encourage  organic  cooperation  wherever  possible.  We 
must  seek  to  cooperate  with  other  Christian  churches  in  everything  we  can  do 
together,  without  surrendering  basic  convictions,  but  by  sharing  our  faith. 

We  must  seek  to  move  people  from  where  they  are  into  acquaintance  with 
persons  of  other  denominations,  to  the  acknowledgment  of  other  expressions 
of  Christian  faith,  and  to  conversation  and  consultation  leading  to  ecumenical 
cooperation  and  united  witness. 

Neither  reorganization,  research,  nor  rene\ral  can  expect-  to  succeed 
unless  it  involve  a  renewal  of  spirit.    We  must  covenant  that  we  shall 
personally  and  cooperatively  seek  renewal  by  letting  the  Spirit  of  God 
control  our  lives,  our  institutions,  and  our  association* 

I  commend  you  fol-  your  part  in  the  successes  of  this  year  past,  and 
commend  the  spirit  of  this  statement  for  our  approbation  and  application*

REPORT  OP  THE  PRESIDEKT  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


Since  our  Annual  Assembly  in  Charlotte  in  April  I968  Church  Women 
United  in  North  Carolina  have  been  concerned  with  what  they  could  do  to 
alleviate  some  of  the  miseiy  of  our  human  family.    We  had  very  expert 
people  speaking  to  us  at  the  Assembly  on  poverty,  crime,  needs  and  problems 
of  youth,  and  many  other  areas.    Since  that  meeting  we  have  had  much 
activity  in  the  areas  of  problems  confronting  local  communities  and  women 
have  joined  forces  as  a  movement  to  change  conditions. 

We  are  now  getting  out  a -News  Letter  once  a  quarter,  and  the  spring 
issue  was  given  over  to  local  activities.    This  issue  was  quite  revealing, 
and  yet  not  a  complete  story  of  what  church  women  are  doing.    It  can  never 
all  be  told.    Reallj'-,  we  don't  try  to  tell  it  all.    We  only  know  we  are  busy 
about  the  business  of  our  Lord.    We  have  through  cooperation  of  local  groups 
of  church  women  visited  the  aged,  the  sick,  the  lonely,  and  tried  to  .take 
care  of  some  of  the  needs  of  the  poor.    We  have  helped  in  the  Headstart 
program,  WICS,  day  care  centers,  kindergartens,  schools  for  retarded  children. 
There  is  no    end  to  what  chxirch  women  have  done  in  I968,  because  in  ev^ry 
community  the  needs  varied,  and  there  is  no  rule  as  to  what  a  church  wooan  . 
can,  cannot, or  must  do.    It  is  according  to  the  dictates  of  her  own  heart 
—  and  it  is  the  vote  of  the  local  board  of  church  women  that  brings  action. 
Everywhere  we  have  tried  to  put  meaning  into  life  as  we  have  thought  of 
each  other  and  the  other's  concern  and  needs.    We  have  encouraged  neighbor- 
hood, meetings,  the  participation  of  employed  women,  Roman  Catholic  women, 
women  of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church,  and  women  not  involved  in  any  Christian 
movements,  as  well  as  our  youth. 

Our  District  meetings  were  well  planned  and  attended.    Each  area 
chairman'and  her  local  Committee  planned  the  meetings  according  to  the 
needs  and  Interest  in  the  local  community^.    Almost  every  area  meeting  had 
representatives  from  the  Girls  Glee  Club  of  Samarcand  Manor  to  sing  and  to 
witness, 

O'ur  Board  of  Managers  meeting  was  well  attended  and  had  excellent 
participation.    These  meetings  have  been  so  different  from  the  past,  yet, 
they  are  proving  very  helpful.    Committee  chairmen  and  their  members  meet 
the  day  preceding  the  Board  of  Managers  meeting,  and  plan  recommendations, 
etc,  to  come  before  the  Executive  Board  which  meets  the  night  before  the 
Board  of  Managers  meeting;.     In  this  way  we  have  had  time  to  talk  and  stiidy 
the  needs  of  our  official  board  and  the  needs  of  the  State  in  generdl,  and 
are  able  to  make  long-range  plans  for  the  work, 

■  Church  Women  United  in  North  Carolina  have  two  joint  projects.  The 
•Migrant  Ministry  has  been  our  foremost  project  for  years.    However,  we 
now  have  the  second  project  --  that  is,  sponsoring  the  raising  of  $60,000,00 
to  enlarge  the  chapel  at  Samarcand  Manor.    Around  $6,000,00  has-been  sent 
in  from  church  groups  over  the  State,dnd, of  'course,  we  expect  to  raise 
the  total  amount  before  the  end  of  I969, 
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Church  Women  were  honored  to  be  the  first  group  invited  to  Samarcand 
Manor  in  the  fall  of  I968  to  celebrate  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Manor, 
Many  of  our  women  attended  this  meeting  and  the  State  President  and  Dr. 
Ellen  Winston,  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Chapel  Fund,  participated  on  the 
program. 

Aside  from  sending  pounds  and  pounds  of  used  clothing  to  the  migrant 
camps,  plus  millions  of  trading  stamps,  the  women  have  sent  in  cash  $2,06^1.88 
to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  for  the  Migrant  Ministry,  and  a 
special  designated  gift  of  $10^.00  to  the  Migrant  Ministry  at  Snow  Hill, 
Local  women  are  also  concerned  about  the  welfare  and  housing  situations  of 
the  migrants  and  are  making  a  study  of  these  conditions  and  will  propose 
some  sort  of  legislation  when  the  time  is  ready. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  continue  to  lose  councils  ovr-  income  holds 
up  very  well.    We  received  from  local  councils  for  the  support  of  the  state 
work  $1,213,35;  and  $692.02  from  the  May  Fellowship  offerings,  which  are  taken 
by  local  councils  in  May  and  divided,  one -half  to  local  work  and  one -half  to 
state  work.    We  also  received  from  local  councils  $202.62  for'  Samarcand 
Manor.    This  is  included  in  the  above-mentioned  $6,000,00.    We  have  made  a 
very  special  effort  during  this  administration  to  encourage  close  relation- 
ship of  the  denominational  president  and  more  financial  support.    We  have 
•  12  denominations  represented,  plus  the  Salvation  Army.    However,  only  7 
denominations  contributed  to  the  support  of  state  work  in  the  amount  of 
$539.75.    Mrs.  Douglas,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  cultivation  of  denomi- 
national work,  lias  had  two  very  fine  meetings  with  the  denominational  presi- 
dents this  year.    There  is  a  renewed  interest  among  the  presidents,  and 
they  have  pledged  their  loyalty  and  support  to  this  joint  endeavor  of  church 
women, 

Because  we  have  lost  councils  and  financial  support  has  been  reduced 
we  have  reduced  our  pledge  to  National  and  so,  in  I968,  we  sent  $6l8,00 
as  National  Support,    However,  the  three  national  days  of  celebration  were 
most  successful  in  our  State  and  our  contributions  good.    Offerings -from 
World  Day  of  Prayer  for  I968  amounted  to  $1,087,08;  World  Community  Day 
offering  $3^^33.59;  plus  $l86.00  for  poundage  postage  and  $2,95^.63  in 
gift  certificates;  for  the  Fellowship  Fund,  which  has  been  phased  out, 
$^06. 55;  making  a  total  of  $18,460,61  sent  out  of  our  State  for  missions 
in  our  own  country  and  around  the  world.    In  1968  North  Carolina  sent 
61,009  pounds  of  clothing  and  blankets  for  Church  World  Service, 

These  are  a  few  items  we  can  pin-point,  but  we  feel  the  most  significant 
work  of  Church  Women  United  is  so  far  behind  the  scenes  and  far  from  the 
limelight  that  very  few  of  the  women  realize  how  often  they  have  been  the 
instrument  through  which  God  has  answered  a  prayer.    We  know  that  we  as 
Christian  women  have  a  commission  and  a  job  to  do,  to  go  and  tell.  This 
we  are  trying  to  do.  We  have  not  been  able  to  organize  a  single  council 
this  year.    We  have  done  well  to  hold  on  to  what  we  have,  yet  ve  have  reports 
from  160  communities  in  North  Carolina  -where  people  came  together  in  March 


of  1969  for  World  Lay  of  Prayer.    This  is  indeed  hopeful,  and  we  trust  that 
as  the  days  move  on  imder  new  leadership  we  may  be  able  to  see  more  groups 
of  local  women  pooling  their  woman-power  in  order  to  be  an  effective  witness 
in  their  community.    As  the  retiring  President  of  this  very  wdiderful  group 
of  Christiam  women  in  North  Carolina  (most  especially  among  the  Executive 
Board,  and  the  commission  members),  I  can  say  I  have  never  worked  with  a  , 
finer  or  more  cooperative  group  of  women,    I  am  looking  forward  "to- the- 
on-going  of  this  movement  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs,  Sam  Dunn 
.as  she  takes  over  April  22,  I969,

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTrvE  DIRECTOR 


In  thinking  of  the  nature  and  function  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  we  see  that  it  may  fulfill  three  roles:    it  is  for  symbol, 
for  service,  and  for  sacrament. 

The  Council  is  a  visible  symbol  of  that  unity  which  we  have  in  Christ, 
an  expression  of  our  intent  in  the  Spirit  to  function  as  a  living  body 
vitally  related  in  its  parts,  instead  of  lying  'about  like  disconnected 
members ,  '      ■  . 

It  renders  service,  providing  an  agency  through  which  the  constituent 
chiorch  groups  may  work  together  to  achieve  those  things  which  cannot  be  done 
alone  or  which  can  be  done  better  co-operatively. 

It  is  for  sacrament.    The  Fourth  Gospel,  In  place  of  the  institution 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Upper  Room,  tells  of  Jesus  taking  a  towel, 
girding  Himself,  washing  the  disciples'  feet,  and  saying,  "If  I...,  your 
Lord  and  Teacher,  have  washed  your  feet,  you  also  ox;ight  to  wash  one 
another's  feet"  (John  13:1^),    In  recording  this  act  the  Gospel  writer 
indicated  that  service  to  one  another's  needs,  following  Jesus,  is  really 
sacramental. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Chiorches  is  designed  to  serve  the  church 
and  the  world  and  to  be  an  agent  through  which  the  churches  may  minister  to 
society,  bringing  God's  salvation,  His  grace,  Justice,  and  healing  to  humanity, 
helping  to  make  men  whole. 

This  State  Council  of  Churches  was  the  first  to  be  established  in  the 
Southeast,  having  been  organized  in  Greensboro  on  May  21,  1935  after  earlier 
preparatory  efforts.    Thus,  on  entering  the  second  third  of  the  Tt/entieth 
Centiiry,  churchmen  and  women  with  ecumenical  vision,  aware  of  the  world 
ch\irch  which  is  the  household  of  God,  prepared  themselves  for  those  middle 
decades.    We  have  now  come  into  the  last  third  of  the  Tv^rentieth  Centiory 
and  the  time  between  now  and  the  year  2000  is  full  of  portent  for  all  of  us. 
Last  June,  after  four  years  as  the  Council's  Executive  Director,  I  began  to 
urge  the  "Renewal  of  the  Council"  in  order  that  we  might  respond  more  fully 
to  the  challenge  of  the  future.     It  is  significant  that  the  "Theology  of 
Hope"  is  capturing  the  thought  of  many  who  have  been  pondering  the  meaning 
of  history  and  wondering  about  its  outcome.    The  Council  must  not  be  slowed 
down  by  old  patterns  that  do  not  fit  the  coming  day. 

As  this  challenge  to  renewal  has  been  discussed  with  our  leaders,  three 
phases  of  opportunity  have  emerged: 

1.    Program  renewal 

-     2.  Staff 


3.  Site 


1,  Program  Renewal,    In  May  of  I968  a  few  of  us  met  at  Camp  Chestnut 
Ridge  in  a  group  drawn  from  the  committees  on  Camping,  Recreation,  Youth 
Work,  and  Ministry  in  the  Parks,    There  it  v?s  recognized  that  alert 
responses  to  new  challenges  require  adaptab'J.e  structures.    The  thought 
was  advanced  that  there  are  occasions  when  responsibilities  are  shared 

by  committees  from  more  than  one  of  the  Council's  five  commissions. 
Provision  should  be  made  for  rallying  relevant  forces  around  a  particular 
need  when  it  arises.    A  further  thought  was  to  allow  a  commission  to  choose 
for  a  program  period  the  few  objectives  in  its  field  which  neeZ.  to  be  attacked, 
rather  than  spreading  itself  too  thin.    This  idea  was  developed  experimentally 
by  the  Commission  on  Christian  Education  which  recommended  this  sort  of 
simplification  Xo  the  Executive  Board.    The  Board  liked the  plan  and  commended 
it  for  possible  application  in  the  programs  of  the  four  other  commissions. 
The  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Inter-church  Co-operation  brought  together 
the  chainnen  of  the  committees  in  his  group  and  out  of  that  meeting  came  the 
plan  for  a  consultation  of  all  commission  and  committee  chairmen  to  discuss 
and  recommend  program  priorities  for  the  Council  for  1969-7O.    This  plan  was 
approved  by  the  Board  and .the  .consultation  will  be  held  in  Chapel  Hill  on 
May  15,    It  is  our  big  opportunity  in  program  renewal.    Meanwhile,  the 
committee  chairmen  in  Christian  Education  have  met  again  and  selected 
their  priorities,  and  they  also  will  be  prepared  for  the  comprehensive  ' 
discussions  of  May  15. 

2,  Staff.    The  Rev.  J.  H.  Crum,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Action, 
left  the  Council's  staff  at  the  end  of  last  November  to  pursue  work  toward 
another  graduate  degree,  now  at  the  Boston  University  School  of  Theology. 
At  the  November  Board  meeting  a  Personnel  Committee  was  appointed  which 
reported  back  in  March  with  a  recommendation  that  the  renewal  of  the  Council's 
organizational  structure  involve  combining  the  fields  covered  by  the  Commission 
on  Christian  Social  Action  and  the  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Ministry, 
and  that  the  new  staff  position  be  called  "Director  of  Social  Ministries." 

A  report  will  be  made  to  this  Assembly  on  the  progress  being  made  in  securing 
the  right  person  for  this  post.    The  basic  thinking  behind  this  move  is 
two-foldj    (1)  There  are  twenty-six  program  areas  in  the  Council's  work, 
and  if  one  staff  member  has  responsibility  for  one  commission  with  four 
committees  in  it,  that  leaves  twenty-two  program  areas  (including  finance) 
for. another  staff  member.    The  new  arrangement  will  make  the  Director  of 
So6ial  Ministries  responsible  for  immediate  supervision  of  two  commissions 
with  eight  committees.    (2), The  word  "ministries"  includes  action  and  service. 
It  is  felt  that  we  should  be  seeking  multiple  ways  in  which  to  foster  true 
community  throughout  our  State,  as  well  as  in  the  Nation  and  the  world.  The 
word  is  intended  to  include  all  that  was  involved  in  Christian  Social  Action 
and  Christian  Social  Ministry--  and  more.    The  Director  of  Social  Ministries 
is  to  be  involved  in  the  Christian  concerns  of  every  phase  of  the  Council's 
program. 

■  3.    Site.    A  year  ago  at  our  31st  Assembly,  which  was  held  in  Charlotte, 
I  proposed  a  campaign  to  raise  an  Ecumenical  Fund  looking  to  the  time  when 
the  Council  may  have  a  headquarters  building  of  its  own  which  would  serve  as 
a  center  for  inter-denominational  activity  in  North  Carolina.    The  Assembly 
broadened  this  to  include  program  as  well  as  building  needs.    The  Executive 


Board  last  November  approved  the  appointment  of  a  Site  Committee  which- vas 
directed  to  explore  further  the  obtaining  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Research 
Triangle  Park  between  Ealeigh  and  Durham  and  near  Chapel  Hill,  Earlier 
inquiry  had  established  the  fact  that  this  tract  could  be  had  by  the  Council, 
since  we  are  interdenominational,  having  membership  from  sixteen  communions. 
Authorities  at  the  Research  lEriangle  Park  would  welcome  an  ecumenical  Center 
for  the  State,  and  they  proposed  that  there  be  a  chapel  in  COhftectlon  with 
it*    A  right-of-tray  for  a  new  four-lane  high^ray  from  Raleigh  has  been  graded 
as  far  as  the  Park,  to  be  extended  past  the  south  side  of  Durham  to  Chapel 
Hill*    An  Interstate  link  has  been  approved  to  join  I-85  north  of  Durham, 
around  Raleigh  to  1-95  at  Smithfield*    This  will  go  through  RTP,    Thus  a 
facility  there>  bringing  the  Council's  Durham  office  and  twO  Raleigh  offices 
(Social  Ministries  and  the  Migrant  Project)  under  one  roof,  would  be  in  the 
center  of  an  east-west/north-south  transportation  web,  reached  with  ease  by  . 
the  whole  region,  the  Raleigh-Durham  airport  being  nearby  also.  Conference 
rooms  would  be  a  part  of  the  ecumenical  center,  with  larger  conferences 
accommodated  at  the  motel  which  is  to  be  constructed  in  the  vicinity. 
Continuing  education  for  churchmen  and  women  could  be  broadened  in  near 
proximity  to  Duke  University,  North  Carolina  State  at  Raleigh,  and  UNC-Chapel 
Hill,    Almost  adjacent  to  the  tract  under  consideration  is  located  the 
Triangle  Universities  Computer  Center  which  could  be  used  effectively  in  the 
research  which  is  a  necessity  for  the  kind  of  long-range  planning  for  human 
and  material  resource  development  in  which  the  Council  should  be  engaged. 
Some  planners  say  that  Raleigh-Ltirham-Chapel  Hill  will  be  a  metropolis  of 
1,000,000  by  the  year  2C00. 

The  Executive  Board  has  approved  the  proposal  to  proceed  with  raising 
the  Ecumenical  Fund  and  obtaining  the  site.    The  plan  will  be  submitted 
to  this  Assembly  for  final  ratification  and  enabling. 

-  In  these  three  directions  —  through  program  renewal,  new  distribution 
of  staff  responsibilities,  arid  plans  for  new  headquarters  —  the  movement 
toward  the  Council's  future  has  been  started.    Concurrence  of  this  Assembly, 
as  representing  the  thirty-nine  church  bodies  which  make  up  our  Council  in 
this    State,        is  now  sought.    We  are  challenged  to  a  great  venture  of  faith, 
but  then  no  one  of  us  has  thought  that  the  Church  coiJLd  rise  to  the  three 
decades  ahead  without  faith  —  and  hope. 


In  the  interest  of  a  more  manageable  book,  of  reports  we  are  this  year 
combining  with  the  Executive  Director's  written  report  comments  on  programs, 
instead  of  having  a  separate  section  for  each  commission  or  general  committee 
(except  that  the  Commission  on  Christian  Education,  leading  off  in  the 
re-organization,  has  a  supplementary  report).    The  following  briefs,  while  ■ 
by  no  means  exhaustive,  indicate  the  broad  outlines  of  the  Council's  work. 

Commission  on  Christian  Education  -  James  H.  Lightbourne,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
There  are  eight  committees  in  this  area:    Audio-^visuals,  Camping,  College 
Work,  Family!  Lifi2  Education,  Recreation,  Scouring,  Weekday  Religious  Education, 
and  Youth  Work.    .  ; 
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In  line  with  the  new  approach  in  setting  priorities,  the  main  thrust 
of  this  commission  will  "be  ministry  to  family  life^  to  which,  actually,  all 
the  other  committees  can  contribute.    Parti c^^lar  attention  will  be  given  to  •■ 
cpntinuing  response  to  opportunities  lying  before  the  other  committees. 
In  Camping  investigation  is  "being  launched  into  the  establishment  of  a 
series  of  youth  hostels  tied  to  the  church  camps  and  conference  grounds, 
starting  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,    In  College  Work,  there  is  need 
for  local  initiatives  in  response  to  the  ending  of  the  University  Christian 
Movement  at  the  national  level,  which  is  ceasing  as  of  June  30,  I969  in 
order  to  avoid  becoming  institutionalized.    The  door  is  wide  open  for 
creative  planning  here.    The  leisure-recreation  revolution  is  being  faced  by 
working  with  the  Resort  Area  Ministry  in  the  mountain  ski  areas  and  the  new 
Southern  Seaboard  Resort  Area  Ministries  Conference  for  the  coastal  areas,,  . 
May  12-14  at  Fort  Caswell  near  Wilmington,    As  for  Scouting,  the  God  and 
Country  Award  program  is  stressed  and  chaplaincies  for  each  of  the  district 
camps  in  the  State,.    There  will  be  a  regional  tradning  school  for  camp 
chaplains  at  iBarnhardt-  Scout  Reservation  on  Eadin  Lake,  June  8-1^^-,  in 
conjunction  with  a  national  camping  school  for  Scout  leaders.  The  new 
Through-the-Week  Christian  Education  Series  makes  available  a  curriculum 
for  weekday  religious  education  to  follow  up  the  fine  work  which  has  been 
done  for  many  years  by  Bible  teachers  in  the  public  schools.  Discussions 
are  being  held  with  church  leaders  at  Eavidson  about  using  these  materials 
in  a  pilot  project  there,  results  of  which  will  be  shared  through  the  Council 
of  Churches,    The  Ministry  with  Youth  has  been  headed  by  Robert  L.  Blackwell, 
who  finishes  his  work  at  Duke  Divinity  School, this  spring.    He  is  being 
succeeded  in  administration  of  the  Council's  "Youth  Minis tiy  Task  Force"  by 
Harmon  L.  Wray,'a  first-year  man  at  the  Divinity  School.    They  will  tell  the 
Assembly  of  their  plans  for  eleventh-  and  twelfth-graders  in  July,  in  Durham, 
Butner,  and  Chapel  Hill,    This  will  also  be  a  pilot  for  the  rest  of  the  State.

Commj^ssion  on  Christian  Social  Action  -  Otis  L.  Hairston,  Chairman, 
The  committees  which  have  functioned  in  this  area    are  the  ones  on  Alcohol 
and  Narcotics,  Human  Relations,  Legislation  and  Public  Morals,  and  National 
and  World  Affairs. 
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The  commission  has  expressed  a  need  to  involve  a  study  of  the  effects 
of  smoking  tobacco  with  its  continuing  concern  vith  the  use  and  abuse  of 
alcohol  and  other  narcotic  drugs.    The  Task  Force  for  Religion  and  Race 
■was  fomed  last  spring  by  this  commission  under  the  leadership  of  Jack  Crum. 
It  is  made  up  of  two  people  (one  black  and  one  white)  in  each  of  forty-one 
areas  of  the  State,  the  purpose  being  to  form  an  effective  coalition  of  all 
the  religious  forces  in  Worth  Carolina  (l)  to  promote  racial  justice  and 
reconciliation  in  our  communities,  and  (2)  to  minister  if  times  of  racial 
disorder  occur.    The  latest  Legislation  Seminar  was  planned  by  members  of 
this  commission  and  other  interested  people^  and  was  held  at  "White  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  February  17  and  l8.   .The  program  focused  on 
law  and  order  and  on  consumer  protection  and  was  excellent,  but  the  loss  of 
Mr,  Crum  was  felt  in  a  disappointing  attendance.    The  seminar  nevertheless 
is  having  a  far-reaching  effect.    Work  toward  the  abolition  of  capital 
punishment  continues.    In  peace  efforts  the  Council  co-operates  with  the 
Southeastern  World  Affairs  Institute,  the  North  Carolina  Council  on  World 
Affairs,  and  the  State  Fair  Peace  Education  Pooth,    The  proper  kind  of  peace 
emphasis  at  this  juncture  in  world  history  must  be  found. 

More  progress  in  pursuit  of  these  interests  awaits  the  coming  of  the 
new  Director  of  Social  Ministries  who  will  be  the  staff  person  to  relate 
to  this  commission.

Here  the  areas  of  activity  are  Ministry  in  Institutions,  the  Migrant  Ministry, 
Overseas  Relief  (CWS-CROP),  and  Ministry  in  the  State  and  National  Parks, 

In  1964  the  North  Carolina  Chaplains  Association  was  formed  \rith  the 
Council's  encouragement,    .Relationships  with  this  Association  have  grown 
closer  and  the  Committee  on  Ministry  in  Institutions  meets  with  this  group 
in  its  annual  conference  which  was  held  this  year  on  March  3  and  h  in 
Chapel  Hill.    Ways  are  opening  for  closer  liaison  with  the  Council's 
Executive  Board,    Tbe^ -chaplains  involved  serve  hospitals,  homes  for  children, 
homes  for  the  aged,  correctional  institutions,  and  industry.    The  Migrant 
Ministry,  which  was  begun  in  1950,  continues  in  co-operation  with  local 
migrant  councils  at  Hendersonville,  Elizabeth  City,  and  Morehead  City, 
Church  funds  totaling  $4,650  are  allocated  to  go  through  the  Council's 
treasury  to  these  local  councils  in  I969  to  supplement  funds  raised  „by . 
them.    In  addition,  since  I965  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
Migrant  Project,  for  which  we  are  the  contracting  agent  with  the  Office 
of  Economic  Opportunity,  has  been  fimded  by  OEO,    This  work-  has  become 
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concentrated  in  Johnston,  Greene,  Hyde^  and  Tyrrell  Coimties.    The  work 
of  the  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project,  ¥.  H.  Shipes,  and  his  staff  is        '  ■■ 
reflected  in  his  report  (see -page  15),    This  work  has  been  of  highest 
qxiality  and  effectiveness.    The  Migrant  Project  has  been  funded  again  by       "  i 
OEO,  for  a  little  over  $200,000,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31A9TO. 
In  Overseas  Relief,  it  has  been  of  great  help  to  have  the  office  of  the 
Southeastern  Field  Representative  of  Church  World  Service  located  in 
Salisbury,    With  the  moving  of  Edwin  R,  Short  to  Kentucky,  however,  the 
future  of  that  office  after  September  is  uncertain.    Church  World  Service 
is  the  channel  through  which  the  churches  in  the  United  States  can  get 
U,  S.  Navy  transportation  for  relief  goods  to  disaster  areas  abroad,  such 
as  Biafra  and  the  Middle  East,  and  places  where  natural  calamities  strike 
in  the  form  of  flood  or  earthquake  or  famine.    We  now  have  in  North  Carolina 
thirty-three  collection  depots  for  clothing  and  blankets.    Poundage  amoxmted 
to  61,009  pounds  in  I968,  with  $10,639  in  cash  sent  in  (not  counting  direct- 
denominational  gifts).    Our  State  and  the  whole  Southeast  need  to  bring  up 
contributions  of  lO^Z;  a  poimd  for  preparing  clothing  for  shipment  {234  P®^ 
blanket).    As  to  the  parks,  this  interest  began  with  assistance  to  the 
Christian  Ministry  in  the  National  Parks  with  local  advisors,  and  has 
branched  out  in  the  hope  of  having  similar  ministry  in  at  least  two  of  the 
North  Carolina  state  parks  and  on  thfe  lakes.    The  Resort  Area  Ministry  in 
the  mountains  and  the  new  Southern  Seaboard  Resort  Area  Ministries  are 
phases  of  this  work.

The  Council's  Annual  Meeting  has  three  sections:    the  State  Assembly  of 
Church  Women  United,  the  Pastors'  Conference,  and  the  Assembly  of  the  Council, 
The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  plans  the  Pastors'  Conference  and  the  opening 
session  of  the  Assembly,  and  confers  with  the  women  to  co-ordinate  arrangements.' 
The  32nd  Annual  Meeting  in  Rocky  Mount  featured  Mrs,  James  D.  Wyker  and  Mrs, 
Carl  G.  France  in  the  21st  State  Assembly  of  Chvirch  Women  United  in  North 
Carolina,  the  theme  being  "Now  Is  Our  Timei"  The  Pastors'  Conference  sought 
to  discover  the  theology  which  reconciles  the  pietist/secularist  dichotomy, 
with  the  theme,  "Reach  In'    Reach  Upi    Reach  Out'    —  Personal  Religion  and 
Social  Action,"    The  speakers  scheduled  were  the  Rev,  Cortez  A.  Cooper,  Jr, 
of  Raeford,  Dr.  Richard  H.  Luecke  of  Chicago  and  New  Haven,  and  Er,  J, 
Sherrard  Rice  of  Atlanta,    At  the  Fellowship  Dinner  there  was  in  innovative 
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youth  drama  directed  by  the  Rev.  William  G.  Sharpe  of  Raleigh.    For  the 
opening  address  of  the  Assembly  Dr.  Samuel  Do  Proctor  of  Rutgers  was  booked, 
and  for  the  order  of  the  day  on  April  30,  Chaplain  T.  D.  Parham;  Jr.,  USN 
to  speak  on  the  significance  for  ecumenism  of  the  Black  Churchmen's  movement. 
In. 1968  our  Long-range  Planning  Consultation  for  Denominational  Leaders  was 
held  in  Durham,    The  paper  which  emerged  from  that  meeting  was  referred  back 
for  revision  by  the  Committee  on  Long-range  Planning,    The  final  fomi  was 
approved  by  the  Executive  Board  to  be  commended  to  the  Council's  member 
bodies  for  their  study  and  possible  action.    It  relates  chiefly  to  recom- 
mended objectives  for  the  early  years  of  the  1970 's.    Encouragement  is 
given  to  communities  to  form  local  councils  of  churches  and  the  Committee 
on  Ministerial  Associations  and  Councils  of  Churches  has  been  called  on 
for  counsel  in  this  connection.    An  up-to-date  file  of  around  100  ministerial 
associations  is  kept  in  the  Durham  office.    To  be  real,  ecumenism  must  be 
local.    Church  Women  United  are  the  best  example  of  that  kind  of  possibility.

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  election  of  Mrs,  Sara  Dunn  of  Enfield 
to  a  three-year  term  as  President  of  Church  Women  United  in  North  Carolina, 
The  program  of  this  church-related  movement,  which  is  the  Council's  women's 
department,  has,  after  a  period  of  consolidation,  entered  a  vital  new  phase 
junder  the  guidance  of  Mrs,  Ira  C.  Shelley  of  Greensboro,  whom  Mrs.  Dunn 
succeeds. 

Following  the  termination  of  the  national  United  Christian  Youth 
Movement,  we  should  involve  more  youth  in  our  leadership  and  program,  and 
this  result  should  come  from  this  summer's  Youth  Ministry  Task  Force. 

The  General  Committee  on  Business  and  Finance  is  headed  by  Bond 
Anderson  III  of  "Durham,  who  is  also  Treasurer,    The  adoption  of  the  propor- 
tionate percentage  plan  of  support  in  I965  has  more  than  doubled  annual 
contributions  from  the  Council's  member  bodies.    Nevertheless,  only  a  few 
of  the  thirty-nine  member  groups  have  risen  to  the  full  asking  of  .l/lO  of 
1%  of  their  annual  giving  to  current  expenses  and  benevolences  (not  including 
capital  building  funds).     If  all  could  reach  that  level  the  financial 
undergirding  for  the  "Renewal  of  the  Council"  would  be  assured.    Let  it 
be  marked  that  over  and  above  this  budgetary  support  must  come  the 
Ecumenical  Fund  for  site,  building,  and  expansion  of  staff  in  order  to 
serve  the  coming  Kingdom  of  God  more  effectively. 
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The  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  has  been  faithfully  led 
for  a  number  of  years  by  Blaine  M.  Madison  of  Raleigh,    As  he  comes  to 
the  end  of  his  term  of  office  in  this  capacity  acknowledgment  and  thanks 
are  due  him  for  the  strong  stand  he  has  taken  for  ecumenism  and  human 
resource  development*    It  was  he  who  brought  Church  Women  United  into 
their  fruitful  campaign  fbr  the  Samarcand  Manor  Chapel  Fund,    Thanks  and 
recognition  are  due  to  Ted  t.  taniel  of  Raleigh  who  was  Chairman  of  our 
Committee  on  Radio  and  Television  until  he  went  from  the  Presbyterian  ' 
Synod  office  to  new  work  in  another  field,    Mr*  Daniel  started  the  weekly 
religious  TV  newscast  sponsored  by  the  Council,  called  NEWS  OP  THE  CHURCH, 
which  continues  now  under  Raymond  A.  Horn,  his  succeSsori    NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH 
is  produced  at  WRDU,  Durham,  and  each,  week  is  seen  also  on  nine  other 
stations.    Dr.  Horn  is  working  on  plans  for  a  half -hour  presentation  with 
a  new  format.      Concentrated  promotion  was  given  in  '68  to  the  award-winning 
documentary  film,  "No  Handouts  for  Mrs,  Hedgepeth, "  which  was  filmed  in 
Durham,    Continuance  of  the  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards  (co- 
sponsored  by  the  Shelby  Presbyterian  Church)  and  of  the  Distinguished  Service 
Award  annual  should  be  noted.    Last  year  a  Richard  Shelton  Communications 
Award  went  to  Radio  Station  WHKY,  Hickory,  and  a  special  citation  was  given 
to  Doug  Mayes  of  WBTV,  Charlotte.    The  Distinguished  Service  Award  went 
to  Cecil  W,  Robbins,  President  of  Louisburg  College  and  former  President 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,    The  Chxarch  Coimcil  Bulletin 
is  published  six  times  a  year  from  the  Council's  Durham  office,  going  to 
over  5C00  people  with  additions- being  made  to  the  mailing  list  regularly. 


Certain  relationships  with  other  organizations  have  proven  to  be  very 
worthwhile  for  the  Executive  Director  during  the  past  year:  membership 
on  the  Committee  on  Medicine  and  Religion  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
in  Chicago,  the  Chiirch  World  Service  Program  Committee  in  New  York  and  the 
Program  Board  of  the  Division  of  Overseas  Ministries  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  and  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  in 
Appalachia  which  is  now  headquartered  in  Knoxville.    It  was  through  Church 
World  Service  that  I  was  admitted  io  all  sessions  of  the  Fourtla  Assembly 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  at  Uppsala,  Sweden  last  July,  to  which  I 
had  been  sent  as  an  observer  by  this  Council, 


This  then  is  a  resum4  of  some  of  the  activities  of  the  recent  past 
and  of  some  of  the  plans  for  the  future  in  the  North  Carolina  Coiancil  of 
Churches,     This  report  will  close  with  a  tribute  of  appreciation  for 
President  Thomas  A,  Collins,  whose  good  sense  and  good  humor  have  made 
work  with  him  a  great  pleasure  during  his  first  year  as  Council  head. 
His  dedication  and  leadership  have  been  Inspiring  to  those  who  follow  with  .  . 
him  at  the  Master's  call  to  unity.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DIRECTOR^NORTH  CA.RGLIM  .COUNCIL  OF  GilURCHES  MIGRAIIT  PROJECT 


AEMmSTRATIOI^r  , 

For  the  fourth  year  of  operation,  ending  March  31,  1969;  OEO  granted 
the  Project  federal  funds  in  the  amount  of  $212,055.    This^cutback,  in 
comparison  vith  previous  grants,  had  made  it  necessary  to  discontinue 
services  in  several  areas  of  the  State.    The  program  has  been  offered  in 
four  comties:    Eyde,  Greene,  Jolinston,  and  Tyrrell.    However,  the  Project 
was  authorized  to  conduct  its  operation  on  a  year-round  basis,  serving 
migrants  as  veil  as  local  seasonal  farm  laborers. 

After  three  years  of  dedicated  service,  the  Rev,  Charles  L,  Herron 
resigned  his  post  as  Director  of  the  Migrant  Project,  effective  May  1,  I968. 
W,  H.  Shipes,  who  has  be^n  with  the  Project  since  its  beginning,  took  his 
place.    However,  the  position  of  program  Coordinator,  formerly  held  by  Mr. 
Shipes,  has  not  been  filled.    Thus,  other  staff  members  had  to  sssume 
additional  responsibilities. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Project  employed  k2  persons  plus  6  PACE 
Students,  12  Youth  Corps  workers  and  2  New  Careers  enrollees,  making  a 
total  of  62. 

In  January,  some  f^unds  were  re -programmed  and  have  been  used  to  set 
up  a  wood  workshop  in  Hyde  County. 

The  N.  C.  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Migrant  Project  co-sponsored 
the  Fourth  Annual  Migrant  Conference,  last  April.    Representatives  of  state, 
local  and  OEO  sponsored  out-of-state  migrant  projects  participated  in  the 
three -day  meeting  which  centered  arotmd  the  theme  of  EVALUATION. 

Advisory  groups  have  been  set  up  in  each  area  and  additional  representa- 
tives of  the  disadvantaged  were  elected  in  open  meetings  by  the  target 
population  to  serve  on  the  Steering  Committee.    These  representatives 
attended  the  quarterly  Steering  Committee' meeting  and  were  instrumental 
in  planning  the  program  and  in  setting  the  priorities  for  the  next  grant 
year. 

A  number  of  suppers  have  been  held  in  the  foxir  areas  to  raise  money 
for  the  Farm  Labor  Emergency  Fund.    At  the  present,  the  local  groups  are 
in  the  .process  of  finding  wa;ysand  means  to  keep  the  Child  Development 
Centers  at  their  present  enrollment,  which  w^Duld  not  be  possible  with 
federal  money  appropriated  for  the  new  grant  year, 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  AND  ENVIROMENTAL  EDUCATION  ' 

Seven  Field  Representatives  were'  employed'-  and  attended  orientation 
sessions  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  grant  year.    Three  meetings  were  held 
to  familiarize  them  with  the  equipment  they  would  have  to  use,  such  as 
sprayers,  hand  tools,  projectors,  etc;  and  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
various  teaching  methods  and  techniques. 

Migrants  were  approached  in  groups  and  as  individuals,  but  by  far  the 
most  effective  teaching  method  proved  to  be  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids. 
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Forty-five  film  presentations  were  given  with  a  total  of  901  persons 
attending.    All  films  used;  as  well  as  the  projectors,  have  been  made 
available  through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  Worth  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Health, 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  vas  spent  on  working  with  the  crews  i 
to  keep  the  camp  sites  clean  and  to  beautify  them.    Crew  members  were  made 
aware  of  the  importance  of  insect  and  rodent  control,  and  yard  men  were 
instructed  in  the  use  of  spray  equipment  provided  by  the  Project.  In 
cooperation  with  the  migrants  and  growers,  the  surroundings  of  the  camps 
were  cleared  of  weeds,  recreational  facilities  put  up,  and  picnic  tables 
and  benches  built  for  the  crews  to  enjoy  after  working  hours. 

More  emphasis  than  ever  before  was  placed  on  recreation  during  the 
past  year.    Recreational  equipment  has  been  purchased  with  trading  stamps, 
contributed  by  Church  Women  United,    Such  items  as  baseballs,  footballs, 
horseshoes,  etc,,  have  been  used  with  a  great  deal  of  success.    Staff  members 
have  actively  participated  in  these  recreational  activities  and  have  promoted 
good  sportsmanship  among  the  crews. 

In  the  fall.  Field  Representatives  helped  to  prepare  many  homes  for 
cold  weather  by  sealing  houses,  placing  plastic,  over  windows,  etc.  They 
helped  residents  to  build  shelves  and  room  partitions,  and  made  necessary 
repairs  in  the  Child  Development  Centers, 

On  account  of  a  special  OEO  condition,  the  HEALTH  EDUCATION  AND 
ENVIRONMENTAL  EDUCATION  component  had  to  be  closed  out  in  December  and  will 
not  be  refunded  this  year, 

CHILD  DEVELOPMENT 

In  the.  spring  of  I968  we  opened  two  new  Child  Development  centers, 
one  in  Greene  and  another  in  I^rrell  County  in  addition  to  those  established 
earlier  in  Johnston  and  Hyde  County,    A  total  of  226  children  were  enrolled, 
most  of  them  on  a  year-round  basis. 

We  have  continued  to  provide  for  these  children  a  program  of  educational 
experiences  which  will  fill  in  some  of  the  barren  spaces  in  their  lives  and 
stimulate  each  child  to  his  best  possible  growth  and  development.    We  have 
recognized  the  importance  of  a  good  self-image  as  basic  to  his  growth  and 
have  tried  to  help  each  one  enjoy  a  sense  of  worth,  a  feeling  of  belonging, 
pride  in  achievement,  and  the  satisfaction  of  being  loved  and  accepted  a£  he 
i£- 

All  children,  except. three  or  four,  who  left  before  the  work  was 
finished,  received  physical  and  dental  examinations,  20  were  given  follow-up 
treatment,  21  have  been  tested  for  mental  retardation. 

We  have  noticed  a  strong  improvement  in  the  general  health  appearance 
of  many  children,  with  gains  in  weight,  better  eating  habits,  and  brighter 
faces.    Many  of  these  have  been  victims  of  malnutrition,  anemia,  worms, 
impetigo,  and  other  conditions.    Food  services  at  each  center  have  been  of 
high  quality  with  a  hot  breakfast,  well-balanced  mid-day  meal,  and. a 'mid- 
morning  and  mid-afternoon  snack. 

Training  in  habits  of  cleanliness,  care  of  teeth,  vigorous  exercise 
in  the  out-of-doors,  and  an  afternoon  rest  on  cots  have  further  made  for 
improved  health. 
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We  feel  that  good  mental  health  is  important^  as  well  as  physical 
health.    Therefore,  we  work  for  an  atmosphere  of  warmth,  friendliness, 
and  happy  living  in  the  center,  yet  with  firm  limits  held  when  needed. 
Wholesome  outlets  for  emotions  are  provided  through  art  materials,  music 
and  rhythms,  dramatic  play,  and  other  activities. 

Children  will  have  conflicts  in  their  group  experiences,  but  we  are 
working  hard  to  help  them  relate  to  others  in  more  acceptable  ways,  and  to 
find  ways  to  solve  conflicts  without  hitting;  kicking,  biting,  etc. 

Language  is  recognized  as  a  barrier  in  working  with  deprived  children, 
and  so  our  staff  members  are  also  endeavoring  to  strengthen  this  aspect  of 
the  child's  growth. 

Involvement  of  parents  in  the  program  is  a  vital  part  of  the  work  of 
the  centers-.    The  opportunity  to  work  and  provide  for  needs  of  the  family, 
knowing  that  their  children  are  being  cared  for,  has  meant  much  to  these 
people.    As  they  render  volunteer  service  in  the  center,  they  learn  better 
ways  of  child  care  and  guidance,    Homemaker  visits  have  helped  them  to  know 
more  about  the  essentials  of  good  family  living. 

We  have  observed  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  the  effect  of  this 
Project  on  staff  members.    Outstanding  improvement  has  been  noticed  on  the 
part  of  a  number  of  them  in  understanding  children  and  in  techhiques  for 
guiding  them, 

■-"     Not  only  in  work  at  the  center  have  we  noticed  changes  in  the  staff 
members,  but  in  a  happier  outlook,  better  grooming,  and  even  healthier 
appearance,  for  these  workers  are  selected  largely  from  poverty-bracket 
status , 

SOCIAL  SERVICES 

The  efforts  of  the  Project's  social  services  component  have  been 
directed  towards  assisting  migrants  and  other  seasonally  employed  farm 
laborers  to  attain  a  higher  degree  of  status  and  standards  of  living, 

A  number  of  persons  have  been  placed  on  better-paying  jobs;  others 
have  been  referred  to  existing  training  programs.    The  Agricultural  Extension 
Service  in  Johnston  County  has  been  approached  by  the  Project  to  conduct  a 
course,  designed  to  upgrade  the  skills  of  domestics,    A  target-area  group 
had  expressed  an  interest  in  this  program.    Forty  women  have  applied  so  far. 

A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  in  the  field  of  human  relations 
and  counseling.    Family  Counselors  and  Homemakers  have  sat  down  with  families 
and  individ\ials  to  discuss  problems,  and  have  worked  hard  to  involve  the 
entire  family  in  the  process  of  finding  solutions.    They  have  familiarized 
them  with  available  resources  and  have  nurtured  incentive  and  self- 
motivation.    Realizing  what  it  takes  to  change  from  a  dependent  being  to  a 
free -acting  agent,  they  have  accompanied  these  individuals  to  agencies  to 
give  moral  support,  and  they  have  continued  to  work  with  these  persons  until 
the  latter  were  mature  enough  to  stand  on  their  omx  feet. 

Acting  as  catalyst,  the  Project's  social  service  personnel  has  referred 
families  to  public  and  private  agencies,  such  as  welfare  and  health  depart- 
ments, business.  Social  Security,  educational  and  vocational  programs, 
Crippled  Children's  Fund,  mental  retardation  centers,  etc.    The  response 
of  these  agencies  has  been  favorable  in  most  instances. 
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Eveiy  possible  opportunity  has  been  used  to  teach  adults  on  an  informal 
basis.    Subjects  covered  have  included  nutrition,  child  care,  family 
relations,  family  planning,  budgeting,  grooming,  sewing,  preparation  for 
job  interview,  Social  Security  benefits,  safety  in  the  home,  e-'"o. 

Fifteen  Johnston  County  mothers  received  home -nursing  certificates 
upon  completion  of  a  home-nursing  course,  sponsored  by  the  Project  and 
taught  by  the  Director  of  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter.    In  Greene  County, 
19  persons  successfully  completed  a  First  Aid  course,  taught  by  the 
Director  of  Civil  Defense  at  no  cost  to  the  Project, 

Two  excellent  Extension  Service  programs>  Better  Bedding  and  the 
Linen  Project,  have  teen  promoted  by  our  personnel. 

During  the  winter  months,  while  work  was  scarce,  two  groups  have 
organized  in  Hyde  County  to  make  quilts  and  Christmas  ornaments.    It  is 
hoped  that  some  type  of  home  industry  will  result  from  this. 

Besides  counseling,  referring  and  teaching,  the  three  Family  Counselors 
and  two  Homemakers  have  spent  a  great  amount  of  their  time  in  actually 
performing  services.    They  have  taken  the  sick  for  treatment  if  no  other 
transportation  was  available;  they  have  helped  mothers  over-biirdened  by  the 
•illness  of  a  family  member,  have  visited  the  lonely,  the  shut-in  and  the 
hospitalized.    They  have  cooked  and  done  light  house -cleaning  when  the 
mother  was  sick  or  hospitalized  or  otherwise  incapacitated,.    They  have 
given  companionship  to  the  aged  and  often  done  the  grocery  shopping  for  them. 
They  have  cared  for  children  left  in  migrant  camps  by  themselves.  Further- 
more, they  have  distributed  used  clothing,  health  and  sewing  kits,  donated 
by  Church  Women  United  and  other  organizations, 

A  Project  employee  secured  48  blankets  for  migrants  in  Carteret  County 
who  did  not  have  sufficient  cover  during  a  cold  spell  last  May.

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EEPORT  OF  THE 
COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


During  the  past  few  months  the  Commission  on  Christian  Education  •  ;  ■ 
has  "been  concerned  with  the  question  of  structure.    In  November  of  I968  ; . 
a  meeting  was  held  of  persons  who  have  been  involved  in  the  work  of  the  ' 
commission.    Discussion  was  directed  toward  the  basic  fimctions  of  the 
commission  and  the  kind  of  structure  it  should  have  to  operate  efficiently 
and  effectively. 

It  early  became  obvious  that  the  financial  resources  available  to 
the  commission  were  not  sufficient  to  finance  regular  meetings  of  all  of 
its  component  committees.    If  all  the  committees  met  there  would  be  no 
money  for  program.    The  group  also  agreed  that  this  commission  should  seek  . 
to  carry  out  only  those  programs  that  can  best  be  accomplished  ecumenically 
or  that  are  presently  not  being  carried  on  by  the  individual  denominations. 
In  light  of  these  factors,  priorities  should  be  defined  and  the  commission 
should  concentrate  on  a  limited  number  of  activities, 

A  proposal  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Council  at  its 
November  21,  I968  meeting.    It  was  voted  that  the  commission  should  be- 
composed  of  (a)  eight  specialists  in  specific  areas  of  Christian  Education 
and  (b)  additional  members       chosen  for  specific  functions  each  year.  The 
total  would  not  exceed  32  and  ordinarily  would  be  much  less. 

The  commission  is  now  at  work  seeking  to  establish  its  priorities 
for  the  months  ahead.    At  a  meeting  held  in  early  April  certain  beginning 
plans  were  made, 

1,  The  program  of  developing  a  task  force  for  opportunities  in  community 
service  for  high  school  youth  will  be  continued. 

2,  The  commission  will  cooperate  with  the  National  Council  of  Chiirches 

in  planning  and  holding  consultations  at  which  new  Christian  Education 
materials  for  use  with  mentally  retarded  children  will  be  introduced, 

3,  The  Scouting  program  with  special  emphasis  on  the  God  and  Country 
Award  project  and  the  training  of  chaplains  will  continue  to  receive 
attention. 

h.  The  possibility  of  developing  youth  hostels  in  North  Carolina  will 
be  explored,  especially  with  reference  to  the  western  areas  of  the 
state, 

5.    Efforts  will  be  made  to  encoui-age  a  pilot  proj-ect  in  Weekday  Religious 
Education  in  a  local  comraijnity,    A  specific  project  is  in  mind. 
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6.  Because  of  a  series  of  changes  in  structures  and  functions  at  the 
national  level  there  are  now  no  structures  for  fellowship,  communi- 
cation and  action  for  campus  youth  groups  "beyoud  the  local  units. 
The  commission  is  concerned  to  help  determine  if  audi  structures 
should  he  developed  on  a  state -vice  ha sis  and  to  lend  its  assistance 
if  a  real  need  exists.    In  this  connection  it  should  he  observed 

r    that  the  Council  of  Churches  has  little,  if  any,  youth  involvement 
in  its  organizational  makeup  and  activir.ies.    It  is  not  at  all 
certain  that  youth  would  benefit  from  gx-eater  adult  participation 
in  their  organizations  or  that  they  would  greatly  desire  to  become 
active  participants  in  the  general  programs  of  the  Council,  However, 
it  seems  obvious  there  would  be  much  to  be  gained  to  have  youth 
representation  at  certain  points  in  the  Council  -  for  instance,  on 
the  Executive  Board  or  on  certain  committees, 

7.  Under  consideration  as  the  major  emphasis  of  the  commission  for 
the  next  year  or  two  is  the  whole  area  of  Family  Life  Education, 
Such  an  emphasis  would  cut  across  age  lines  a.ri  would  involve 

most  of  the  areas  of  interest  generally  related  to  Christian  Education. 
Preliminary  study  to  detemine  if  this  should  be  given  highest 
priority  is  now  in  process. 

The  commission  is  hopeful  that  its  experience  in  seeking  to  define 
its  role  and  the  kind  of  structure  it  should  have  will  prove  of  benefit 
to  the  total  life  of  the  Council.

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OFFICIAL  DELEGATES  TO  TIIE  ASSEMBLY 


Article  TV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
stipulates  the  make-up  of  the  Council's  Assembly  as  follows: 

"1,    The  governing  "body  of  the  Council  shall  "be  an  Assembly 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the  member  communions  and 
individ\aal  churches,  as  follows i 

"a.    Each  member  communion  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
12  representatives  for  its  first  20,000  communicants  or  major 
portion  thereof,  and  in  addition  3  for  each  10,000  communicants 
over  the  first  20,000  up  to  50,000  and  one  for  each  10,000  or 
major  fraction  thereof  over  50,000,  with  due  regard  to  the 
adequate  representation  of  ministers,  laymen,  laywomen  and 
young  people, 

"b.    If  a  communion  should  include  two  or  more  jurisdic- 
tional units  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  the  number  of 
representatives  from  such  communion  shall  be  divided  among  the 
jurisdictional  units  as  agreed  by  the  highest  officers  of  the 
jurisdictional  units. 

"c.    Each  individual  church  or  congregation  that  holds 
membership  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  representative,.,,"

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


.  An  overriding  issue  confronting  the  North  Carolina  Coimcil  of  Churches 
is  the  question,  "How  shall  we  live  most  eifectively  in  the  present  and 
prepare  for  a  richer  Christian  future?"    We  are  sentenced  to  live  with 
uncertainty  and  change,  recognize  an  accelerating  pace  of  change,  yet 
sustain  and  nourish  the  faith  which  encompasses  us  all. 

The  pace  of  ecmenical  concerns  is  quickening  at  an  amazing  rate, 
much  like  the  downhill  skier  who  begins  at  a  deliberate  pace,  but  cannot 
regulate  the  speed  as  readily  as  he  moves  farther  along  the  steeper  slopes. 
Cooperation,  consultation,  and  consolidation  spice  the  agenda  of  most  all 
current  church  conferences.    We  believe  that  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  occupies  a  uniquely  important  position  in  this  important  consider- 
ation for  our  day. 

With  a  history  of  thirty-three  years  of  ecumenical  cooperation  in 
North  Carolina,  ovoc  Council  is  now  recognized  as  a  statewide  ecumenical 
agency  having  a  membership  of  39  judicatories  drawn  from  l6  Christian 
denominations,  Protestant  and  Anglican,    Membership  is  open  to  Roman 
Catholic  and  Greek  Orthodox  bodies. 

The  Council  has  enjoyed  a  busy  and  productive  year  under  the  able  and 
effective  leadership  of  its  executive  officers.    You  will  be  told  details 
of  this  progress,  and  of  plans  for  the  ensuing  year.    The  Executive  Board 
and  the  Administrative  Committee  have  also  been  busy  with  the  issues  cited 
at  our  last  annvial  meeting:    reorganization,  research  and  renewal. 

We  managed  to  end  our  last  fiscal  year  with  a  balanced  budget,  and 
we  are  encouraged  by  the  increases  voted  by  many  of  our  constituents.  We 
must  acquire  greater  sustaining  support  from  judicatories,  churches,  and 
friends  if  we  are  to  increase  our  effectiveness.    We  encourage  all  of  our 
friends  to  assist  at  this  point  during  these  months  of  fiscal  uncertainty 
across  our  state,  ^  ^ 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Reverend  James  D.  Riddle,  Chairman  of  the 
Council's  Committee  on  Research  and  Strategy,  we  have  reviewed  at  length 
proposals  for  a  new  and  streamlined  structure.    With  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board,  we  shall  propose  an  amendment  in  our  committee  and 
commission  structure  which  should  use  more  wisely  the  volunteer  talents 
of  our  constituents. 

This  year  has  seen  the  active  involvement  of  more  persons  in  the 
study  and  work  of  the  Council  than  many  recent  years.    The  enthusiastic 
support  given,  and  the  vri.se  planning  offered  augurs  well  for  the  continued 
effectiveness  of  the  Council  in  its  ecumenical  ministries. 

The  members  at  the  32nd  Annual  Meeting  recognized  the  values  in  a 
Council  headquarters  building  and  this  has  claimed  much  time  this  year. 
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We  have  discovered  an  excellent  site  adjacent  to  the  Research  Triangle 
Park  and  located  near  excelle-?.!  access  routes,  by  automobile  or  by  air. 
We  shall  report  on  the  plans  for  its  purchase  and  for  the  preparation  for 
future  construction  during  this  session. 

The  accelerating  pace  of  the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  challenges 
us  all  to  keep  regularly  slild  consciously  before  us  valid  ecumenical  claims. 
We  must  encourage  orgahic  cooperation  wherever  possible  in  our  state  and 
minimize  self-defeating  competition  and  conflict  of  intei*ests.    We  must 
foliov  those  paths  which  result  in  conversation  and  consultation  leading 
to  ecumenical  cooperation  and  unitedness. 

The  hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foimdatlon,"  has  long  been  a  favorite 
one,    I  commend  the  spirit  of  the  second  stanza: "Elect  from  every  nation, 
yet  OW  o'er  all  the  earth, her  charter  of  salvation,  OWE  Lord,  OWE  faith, 
OKE  birth;  OWE  Holy  Name  she  blesses,  partakes  ONE  holy  food,  and  to  OWE 
hope  she  presses,  with  every  grace  endued," 

I  congratulate  you  for  your  part  in  the  successes  of  this  year,  and 
I  commend  to  you  the  spirit  of  this  cooperative  Christian  spirit,

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


Ch\irch  Women  United  in  North  Carolina  has  had  a  good  year. 

On  the  local  level  Church  Women  United  has  sponsored  a  kindergarten 
for  mentally  retarded  children  and  one  for  underprivileged  children,  held 
Sunday  School  classes  and  worship  services  in  hospitals,  conducted  clothing 
drives,  entertained  a  bus  load  of  foreign  students  for  the  weekend,  sent 
hundreds  of  health  kits  and  three  sewing  machines  t'o  migrant  camps,  carried 
on  a  systematic  program  of  visitation  to  the  sick  and  elderly,  and  have 
taken  part  in  a  program  of  monitoring  the  mass  communications  media. 
These  are  some  of  the  projects  that  have  been  brought  to  my  attention. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs,  Ira  C.  Shelley  we  are  successfully 
completing  a  campaign  to  raise  $50,000  to  help  build  a  chapel  at 
Samarkand  Manor  for  the  use  of  the  girls  and  staff.    This  has  been  done 
through  the  joint  efforts  of  local  groups  of  Church  Women  United,  the 
denominational  groups  in  o\ir  struct\ire,  business  men  in  the  State,  and 
corporations. 

Mrs,  S.  S,  Wheeler  and  Mrs.  W,  Dale  Jayes,  Church  Women  United  in 
Raleigh,  are  beginning  a  project  in  the  area  of  basic  adult  education; 
they  are  setting  up  a  tutorial  service  for  adults  undertaking  basic 
education.    They  will  work  with  the  State  Director  of  Basic  Education 
in  community  colleges  and  other  community  agencies  interested  in  basic 
education*    The  two  women  attended  a  workshop  in  Florida  in  preparation., 
for  this  work.    We  hope  this  group  will  serve  as  a  model  for  other  units 
of  Church  Women  United  interested  in  starting  this  tutorial  service  in 
their  communities. 

Church  Women  United  is  now  an  autonomous  group.    In  February  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  national  body,  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  voted  to 
become  an  autonomous  group.  -The  division  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  under  which  we  have  been  working  has  been  eliminated  from  the 
structure  of  the  National  Council;  there  seemed  to  be  no  other  appropriate 
division  in  which  we  could  work.    We  think  our  autonomous  status  will 
give  added  strength  and  dignity  to  our  work  and  will  serve  as  an  impetus 
to  deeper  commitment  to  the  movement,

REPORT  OF  THE  E^OECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 


Christian  concepts  of  the  Incarnation  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
the  unity  of  man's  nature  lead  us  away  from  a  dichotomy  between  the 
spiritual  and  the  physical.     "The  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among 
us."    Man  is  a  unity,  so  that  a  construct  which  depicts  a  soul  dwelling 
in  a  body  is  an  artificial  model  which  masks  the  reality  of  his  organic 
oneness. 

For  this  reason,  it  can  be  said  that  ecumenism  is  the  whole  Church 
responding  to  the  whole  need  of  man.    The  program  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Chiirches  therefore  chooses  its  priorities  from  the  broad 
range  of  individual  and  social  dynamics.    In  this  period  of  change, 
which  is  often  so  swift  as  to  be  revolutionary,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  have  an  updating  of  the  Council's  work. 

A  year  ago  this  "Renewal  of  the  Council"  was  described  as  a  process 
relating  to  three  phases:  (l)  staff,  (2)  program,  and  (3)  site.  The 
Executive  Director's  report  to  the  1970  Assembly  will  concern  itself 
with  those  phases, 

I.  STAFF 

1.  In  November  I968  the  Rev,  J,  H,  Crum,  our  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Action,  went  on  to  graduate  study  at  the  Boston  University  School 
of  Theology,    A  committee  of  the  Executive  Board  was  appointed  to  find 

a  successor.    By  the  end  of  May  I969  the  committee's  first  choice  had 
cleared  the  way  for  acceptance.    The  Rev,  S.  Collins  Kilburn,  at  that 
time  Minister  of  the  Commiinity  United  Church  of  Christ  in  Raleigh,  was 
elected  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  to  the  new  staff  position 
of  Director  of  Social  Ministries,  it  being  expected  that  in  the  reorgani- 
zation of  Council  structure  he  would  be  given  supervision  of  certain 
activities  of  the  Commissions  on  Christian  Social  Action  and  Christian 
Social  Ministry,  being  combined  into  a  new  Commission  on  Christian  Social 
Ministries.      Mr,  Kilburn  came  to  the  staff  on  September  2.    About  two 
months  later  he  moved  his  office  from  2202  Clark  Avenue,  Raleigh,  to 
the  second  floor  of  the  IGO  Building  on  Airport  Road,  just  off  U.S.  70 
near  the  Raleigh -Durham  Airport,  thus  being  nearer  the  Durham  office 
and  in  immediate  contact  on  the  same  hall  with  Triangle  COMPLEX,  Inc., 
the  industrial  mission  to  the  Research  Triangle  Area.    Mr.  Kilburn  has 
brought  his  considerable  creative  powers  to  bear  upon  the  social  concerns 
of  the  Council  in  ways  which  will  be  seen  in  the  discussion  of  program 
and  in  his  own  report  to  the  Assembly, 

2.  W.  H.  Shipes  has  been  on  the  staff  of  the  Migrant  Project 
since  its  inception  in  I965.    In  I968  he  became  its  Director.  He 
continues  to  give  dynamic  leadership  to  this  important  phase  of  the 
Council's  Migrant  Ministry.    For  I97O-7I  the  Migrant  Project  has  been 
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funded  by  OEO  for  $298,3^-2  as  a  Community  Action  Program  operating  in 
Johnston,  Greene,  Hyde,  'lyrrell,  Wasningtoii,  and  Carteret  Counties, 
with  prospects  of  expansion  iato  others.    The  Project's  impact  on  the 
problems  of  poverty,  community,,  and  human  resource  development  has  been 
great,  a  tremendously  constructive  aid  to  the  achievement  of  economic 
justice,  decision-making  power,  and  dignity  among  the  migrant  and  other 
seasonal  agricultural  workers  in  North  Carolina.    A  measure  of  its 
success  is  found  in  the  fact  that  OEO  has  asked  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  Migrant  Project  to  administer  an  additional  grant 
of  $150,000  for  an  Emergency  Food  and  Medical  Services  Program  for 
states  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Rivers.    Miss  Herta  Wollscheiber 
has  charge  of  this  program, along  with  her  other  duties.    Full  details 
of  other  aspects  of  this  work  are  in  Mr.  Shipes '  report,  including 
ventures  in  co-ops  and  self-help  housing. 

The  offices  of  the  Migrant  Project  are  at  723  West  Johnson  Street 
in  Raleigh.

Shipes'  leadership,  shown  a  remarkable  capacity  to  adapt  to  changing 
needs  with  effective  innovations.    The  Migrant  Ministry  and  the  Migrant 
Project  continue  to  be  a  particular  interest  of  Church  Women  United  in 
North  Carolina.    In  I969  they  gave  $2,011,64  in  support  of  this  work. 

With  respect  to  staff,  honor  and  thanks  are  due  Mrs,  Jean  Vickers, 
Secretary  and  Bookkeeper,  and  Mrs.  Helen  Brockwell,  Publications  Secretary, 
both  in  the  Durham  office  on  Duke  University's  East  Campus,  and  to  Mrs. 
Shirley  Johnston,  Secretary  in  the  Office  of  Social  Ministries.  Their 
efficient  and  loyal  service  to  the  Council  deserve  high  praise, 

II.  PROGRAM 

1,    Under  the  head  of  program,  mention  must  first  be  made  of  the 
inspired  activities  of  Church     Women  United  in  North  Carolina.  Their 
calendar  for  I970  has  its  foci  in  three  annual  celebrations:  World  jtey 
of  Prayer,  March  6,  which  had  the  theme,  "Take  Couragei";  May  Fellowship 
Day,  May  1,  "Dissolve  the  Distance  Between...";  and  World  Community  Day, 
Novonber  6,  "Use  a  Key  for  Tomorrow:  Education." 
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Church  Women  United  is  a  national  movement.    In  North  Carolina 
its  special  project,  now  having  reached  its  culmination,  is  the 
Samarkand  Chapel  Fund  drive  for  over  $50,000,  headed  hy  Mrs.  Ira  C. 
Shelley  with  Mrs,  Robert  W.  Scott  as  sponsor.    Mrs.  Sam  Arrington 
Dunn  of  Enfield  is  State  President  of  CWU.    As  such  she  is  on  the 
Council's  Executive  Board  as  head  of  its  Department  of  Church  Women 
United,  and  a  member  of  its  Administrative  Committee.    She  is  a 
splendid  example  of  the  right  kind  of  "woman  power,"  being  herself 
a  child  of  the  North  Carolina  Governor's  Mansion,  daughter  of  former 
Governor  Kitchen. 

2.  Department  of  Youth.    Under  the  leadership  of  the  Council's 
Minister  with  Youth  a  pilot  program  was  begiin  in  the  fall  of  I968 
which  was  designed  to  provide  a  model  for  possible  use  in  communities 
across  the  State.    This  led  to  Task  Force  for  Youth  I969  which  involved 
a  small  group  of  high-school  students  under  the  supervision  of  Hannon 
L.  Wray,  a  Duke  Divinity  School  middler* living  for  ten  days  in  two 
denominational  centers  at  Duke  University  and  working  in  volunteer 
service  in  three  institutions  at  Butner,  Umstead  Hospital,  Murdoch 
Center,  and  C.  A.  Dillon  School,  a  juvenile  correction  facility.  At 
the  weekend  there  was  evaluation  of  experiences  with  a  view  to  relating 
religion  to  life  in  community. 

Task  Force  for  Youth  1970,  drawing  on  a  related  experience  of 
Triangle  COMPLEX,  Inc.,  proposes  internships  next  summer  for  high-school 
jimiors  and  seniors  in  business,  industry,  and  governmental  and  service 
agencies.    These  would  be  paying  jobs  under  professional  direction,  with 
a  period  of  evaluation  and  contrasting  experience  at  the  end.    Mr.  Wray 
and  his  wife  have  given  excellent  leadership  in  this  difficult  field 
for  innovation.    His  report  will  elaborate  on  details  of  the  program, 
the  thrust  of  which  is  a  response  to  the  passing  away  of  old  patterns 
in  youth  work  in  the  churches  and  the  emerging  of  a  concern  for  involve- 
ment in  the  common  life. 

The  Board  has  expressed  a  desire  to  have  youth  represented  at 
decision-making  and  programming  levels  in  the  Council's  structure. 
While  the  idealism  of  youth  may  on  the  one  hand  express  itself  as 
revolt  against  the  establishment,  on  the  other  it  is  shown  often  in 
a  deep  dedication  to  action  for  the  alleviation  of  poverty  and  hunger. 
It  is  this  constructive  bent  that  the  Council  would  foster. 

3.  Reorganization  of  Program  Structure.    Proceeding  on  Executive 
Board  authorization,  the  Chairman  of  our  Committee  on  Research  and 
Strategy  set  up  for  mid-May  I969  in  Chapel  Hill  a  consultation  of 
commission  and  committee  chairmen  to  pursue  the  question  of  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Council,    Mr.  Riddle's  paper  based  on  those  discussions 
went  to  the  Board  in  June,  arid  was  further  revised  in  September  for 
action  in  the  November  Board  meeting.    The  process  of  decision  was 
further  aided  by  counsel  from  the  Advisory  Conference  of  judicatory 
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executives  in  December,  and  the  present  shape  of  the  proposal  "was 
reached  by  the  Board  and  Administrative  Committee  in  February. 

The  resulting  plan  should  lead  to  greater  effectiveness  in  the 
Council's  work.    It  proposes  two  major  changes  in  programming:  (l) 
reduction  of  the  commissions  from  five  to  three,  and  (2)  a  shared 
staff  in  which  the  member  bodies  would  pool  personnel  reso\arces  for 
ecumenical  action.    While  expansion  of  the  Executive  Board  was  suggested 
at  one  point,  action  was  not  taken  in  that  direction  except  to  allow  for 
advisory  members  on  the  Board  representing  certain  consortia  and  professional 
associations.    The  three  new  commissions  would  be:    Christian  Social 
Ministry,  Christian  Nurture,  and  Christian  Unity,  with  a  minimimi  of 
permanent  committees  but  allowance  for  ad  hoc  committees  and  task 
groups  which  would  provide  for  alert  anT'flexible  response  to  emergent 
needs. 

In  the  view  of  the  Executive  Director  the  success  of  the  new  program 
plan  can  be  assured  if  the  member  Tsodies  and  particularly  their  executives 
/     understand  and  support  the  concept  of  the  shared  staff.    The  Council's 
By-laws  call  for  an  annual  Advisory  Conference  of  the  executives.  By 
extension  there  would  be  another  program-planning  conference  annually, 
attended  by  the  judicatory  executives  and  their  staffs,  at  which 
ecumenical  priorities  would  be  agreed  upon  and  responsibilities  would 
be  allocated.    Thus  the  full-time  staffs  of  the  Council's  member  bodies 
would  become  the  core  group  for  planning  and  program,  with  other  people 
of  special  interest  and  skill  added  to  committees  and  task  groups  as 
needed.    The  help  of  the  official  representatives  to  the  Council's 
Assembly  will  be  needed  in  interpreting  this  forward-looking  plan  to 
their  constituencies. 

h.    Migrant  Ministry.    Mention  has  been  made  of  ministry  with  migrants 
and  other  seasonal  agricultural  workers  in  connection  with  reporting  on 
activities  of  the  staff  of  the  Migrant  Project,    It  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  long  before  the  Project  began  in  I965  there  had  been  a 
Migrant  Ministry  in  North  Carolina,  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Churches 
and  aided  by  United  Church  Women  (now  Church  Women  United).    There  are 
three  local  migrant  councils,  at  Hendersonville,  More head  City,  and 
Elizabeth  City.    After  generous  service  had  been  given  by  Charles  L. 
Kirby  (now  of  Charlotte)  in  the  dual  role  of  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ministry  with  Migrants  and  Chairman  of  the  Migrant  Project  Steering 
Committee,  these  responsibilities  were  given  to  two  people,  Harold  L 
White  of  Belvidere  and  George  Elliott  of  Asheboro,  chosen  last  October  as 
chairmen  of  the  respective  committees. 

Contributions  totalling  $2,699,  chiefly  from  Church  Women  United, 
were  channeled  in  I969  through  the  Council's  Durham  office  to  the  three 
local  migrant  councils. 
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Mention  shoiild  te  made  of  the  special  initiatives  in  behalf  of 
sanitation  services  for  the  migrant  labor  camps  taken  by  lay  men  and 
women  from  Charlotte,  interest  being  particularly  keen  in  Myers  Park 
Baptist  Church,    As  a  result  of  their  visit  vith  Heal-ch  Department 
Staff  and  state  legislators  in  Raleigh  the  Governor  provided  an  allo- 
cation of  some  $15,000  to  restore  sanitarian  aides  to  the  field  last 
Slimmer, 

Significant  action  was  taken  last  November  at  High  Point:  "That 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  actively 
support  the  farm  worker  in  his  efforts  to  achieve  fair  wages  and  working 
conditions  and  his  right  to  organize  to  achieve  these  ehds,  that  the 
Executive  Board  be  in  full  support  of  the  inclusion  of  farm  labor  in 
the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act,  and  that  the  Executive  Board  recommend 
same  to  Council  for  action, " 

5,    Christian  Social  Ministries.    Details  will  be  given  by  the 
Director  of  Social  Ministries,  but  in  an  overview  of  this  sort,  to 
give  the  full  picture,  reference  at  least  should  be  made  of  Mr,  Kilburn's 
programs  which  include:    Engagement/Ref lection  Seminars  at  Central  Prison 
in  Raleigh,  Conflict  Management  Workshops,  conferences  on  the  ethical 
and  theological  issues  relating  to  therapeutic  abortion,  and  conferences 
on  "The  Church  and  the  New  City"  (in  conjunction  with  Triangle  COMPLEX, 
Inc). 

The  older  Task  Force  for  Religion  and  Race  resulted  in  progress  in 
at  least  one  community.  Greensboro  in  the  summer  of  19^9  had  three  day-care 
centers  for  children,  sponsored  by  fourteen  chiorches  representing  eight 
denominations  (black  and  white). 

Efforts  to  create  a  people's  base  for  world  peace  are  made  by  the 
Council's  support  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  World  Affairs,  the 
Southeastern  World  Affairs  Institute,  and  the  State  Fair  Peace  Booth, 
and  through  other  work  of  the  Council's  Committee  on  National  and  World 
Affairs , 

^*    Fy"blic  Relations.    The  main  channel  for  commimi cation  regarding 
its  activities'  to  the  Council's  constituencies  is  the  Church  Council 
Bulletin,  the  last  issue  of  which  went  to  5538  church  leaders  and 
ecumenists,  the  list  including  as  many  as  possible  of  the  clergy  of  our 
Council's  member  bodies.    Council-sponsored  radio  and  TV  programs  make 
news  of  the  co-operative  work  of  the  churches  known,  and  special  releases 
go  to  denominational  papers  and  the  public  media  from  time  to  time. 

The  new  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  on  Public  Relations  is 
Billy  E.  Barnes  of  Chapel  Hill,  a  Baptist  layman  and  communications 
consultant.    He  and  the  Executive  Director  have  worked  up  a  leaflet 
descriptive  of  the  Council's  program,  the  printing  of  which  had  been 
awaiting  requisite  funds. 
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Two  contributions  appearing  in  the  February  1970  Church  Council 
Bulletin  engendered  wide  interest,  the  guest  editorial  on  the  problems 
of  alcoholism  written  by  Norman  A.  Eesrosiers,  M. D.  and  the  statement 
on  the  Middle  East  authored  for  the  Commission  on  Christian  Social 
Action  by  George  Walker  Buckner.    A  few  copies  of  this  issue  are  still 
available. 

The  Richard  Shelton  Communications  Awards  are  named  for  the  late 
Richard  Shelton,  editor  of  the  Shelby  Eaily  Star  and  a  deacon  in  the 
Shelby  Presbyterian  Church  which  co-sponsors  the  awards.  Recognition 
was  given  at  the  Awards  Luncheon  in  Rocky  Mount  last  April  to  the  follow- 
ing:   among  daily  newspapers,  the  Fayetteville  Observer;  among  weekly 
newspapers,  the  Kings  Mountain  Herald;  and  among  radio  stations.  Station 
WELS,  Kinston.    A  special  citation  went  to  Ted  L,  Daniel  who,  until  the 
fall  of  1968,  was  Chairman  of  the  Council's  Committee  on  Radio  and  Tele- 
vision and  who  originated  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH.    The  Richard  Shelton 
Communications  Awards  are  given  in  recognition  of  significant  service  by 
the  media  of  mass  communication  to  the  churches  and  the  ecumenical 
movement. 

Television,  Radio,  and  Audio-visuals.    The  reorganization  calls  for 
combining  the  Committee  on  Audio -visuals,  formerly  under  the  Commission 
on  Christian  Education,  with  the  Sub-committee  on  Radio  and  Television  of 
the  General  Committee  on  Public  Relation?.    This    "TRAV"  program  is  headed 
by  Raymond  A,  Horn  (who  has  this  assignment  for  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina),    aided  in  audio-visuals  by  John  A.  Pr.itchett,  Jr.  of 
Appalachian  State  University  at  Boone. 

For  nearly  a  dozen  years  John  W,  Cobb,  Pastor  of  Holy  Trinity 
Lutheran  Church  in  Raleigh,  has  had  a  program  called  THE  WEEK  IN  RELIGION, 
heard  over  Radio  Station  WPTF,  Raleigh  at  8:05  a.m.  on  Sundays,    This  is 
co-sponsored  by  the  Raleigh  Ministerial  Association  and  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches,  and  is  heard  over  an  area  extending  to  Richmond, 
Charlotte,  and  Charleston.    Mention  should  be  made  of  a  program  called 
THE  PLACE,  heard  on  WKDC  Raleigh.    This  is  designed  for  youth  participation 
and  although  not  sponsored  by  the  Council  we  have  had  an  interest  in  getting 
it  into  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Horn  has  been  continuing  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  which  is  produced  at 
WRDU,  Durham  and  is  broadcast  in  every  major  TV  market  in  North  Carolina. 
This  is  a  weekly  religious  TV  newscast.     The  newer,  half-hoiar  ENCOUNTER 
series  is  produced  at  WTVD,  Durham.    One  of  the  series,  "The  Now  Gener- 
ation in  Chapel  Hill  High  School,"  was  aired  on  prime  time  and  was. 
commended  by  leaders  in  the  State  Board  of  Education.    The  series  is 
to  be  offered  to  1^1  stations  in  every  major  market  in  the  State.  On 
April  9  WT^/D  broadcast  "A  Century  at  Central  Prison,"  an  hour-long,  color 
TV  special  which  ably  abetted  the  Council's  efforts  to  encourage  citizen 
interest  in  the  needs  of  North  Carolina's  correctional  system.    To  be 
shown  on  state-wide  networks  this  spring,  this  program  is  presented  by 
the  TRAV  committees  of  the  Council  of  Churches  and  the  Presbyterian  Synod. 
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In  the.  area  of  audio -visuals,  research  is  being  done  in  the  listing 
of  priorities  and  needs  and  a  design  is  "being  sought  for  an  effective 
means  of  acquainting  church  leaders  with  AV  resoarces  and  techniques, 

7.  Conference  on  COCU.    Pursuant  to  action  by  the  Executive  Board 
the  Commission  on  In^r-chiorch  Co-operation,  having  proposed  such  a  meet- 
ing, last  October  15  &  l6  conducted  a  Conference  on  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  High  Point.  Commission 
Chairman  Charles  E.  Dietze  succeeded  in  securing  Paul  A.  Crow,  Jr.  as 
leader.    About  200  people,  including  a  good  group  from  the  host  church, 
heard  one  or  more  of  Dr.  Crow's  addresses.    He  made  a  convincing  case  for 
a  renewed  church,  truly  catholic,  truly  evangelical,  and  truly  reformed. 
The  Council's  intent  was  to  provide  information  about  the  plan  of  COCU 
in  view  of  the  imminent  urgency  of  decision  facing  the  nine  participant 
denominations,  all  of  which  have  members  in  this  Council.    A  proposed 
name  for  the  res\ilting  union  is  the  "Church  of  Christ  lAiiting." 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  following  the  release 
of  the  Plan  of  Union  by  COCU  in  March,  a  conference  with  Peter  Day  on 
"COCU'S  Draft  of  a  Plan  of  Union"is  being  held  by  the  Episcopal  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  from 
1:00  p.m.,  May  8,  to  11:30  a.m". ,  May  9,  The  leader  will  be  Peter  Day 
of  New  York,  Ecumenical  Officer  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Members  of 
other  denominations  are  invited, 

8.  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community.    In  accordance  with  a  memorandimi 
agreement  with  North  Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh,  the  Council 
co-sponsore  through  its  Committee  on  Church  and  Community  (resulting  from 
the  merging  of  the  Town  and  Country  and  Urban  Church  committees)  the  annual 
Seminar  on  Church  and  Comrnxmity.    This  is  a  part  of  the  continuing  educa- 
tion program  at  N,  C.  State.    T.  N,  Hobgood,  Jr.,  Community  Development 
Specialist,  is  in  charge  for  State.    The  Seminar  was  held  this  year  on 
February  23  &  2k  at  Fairmont  United  Methodist  Church,  Raleigh,  using  as 
theme, "The  Church  As  Initiator  of  Change,"    Leaders  Included  Richard 

D.N.  Dickinson,  Jr.,  M.  Buie  Seawell,  Jr.,  Garland  A.  Hendricks,  S. 
Collins  Kilburn,  Philip  R.  Cousin,  Carol  Van  Alstyne,  Alan  Albright, and 
Ed  Lotspeich.    Registrations  totaled  over  125.    Tape  recordings  of  the  - 
addresses  were  made  by  Institutional  Electronics,  Inc.,  P.  0.  Box  599^ 
Warrenton,  N.  C,    27589.  There  is  a  connection  between  the  Seminar's 
theme  and  that  of  the  Pastors '  Conference  during  the  Annual  Meeting,. 
"Tradition  and  Innovation  in  the  Church:  the  Proper  Pace  for  Change." 

9.  Annual  Meeting.    Planning  for  the  1970  Annual  Meeting  began 
August  5  in  a  joint  meeting  of  CWU's  Commission  on  State  Assembly  and 
the  Council's  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting,    Arrangements  were  made  with 
the  Trinity  AME  Zion  and  St.  James  United  Presbyterian  churches  in 
Greensboro  to  be  co-hosts,  April  26-29,  1970.     It  was  decided  to  recommend 
to  the  Board  having  the  Council's  Assembly  between  the  CWU  Assembly  and 
the  Pastors'  Conference  for  the  convenience  of  official  representatives 
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and  visitors  to  the  Assembly.    Interlocking  thenes  were  chosen,  for  the 
women's  meeting,  "CHAUGE;    Our  Choice,  Our  Challenge";  for  the  Pastors' 
Conference,  "Tradition  and  Innovation  in  the  Church:     x,he  Proper  Pace  for 
Change."    CWU  invited  as  program  leaders  Dr.  Margaret  Shannon  and  Mrs. 
Robert  W,  Scott,    Ecumenical  Prayer  Seminars  (funded  by  the  Lilly  Endowment, 
Inc.  and  co-ordinated  by  Harold  R.  Martin)  lent  assistance  in  programming 
the  Pastors'  Conference,  the  leaders  of  which  are  to  be  Dr.  Martin,  Robert 
A,  Raines,  and  Mrs.  Robert  N.  Rodenmayer. 

Joseph  Reed  Washington,  Jr.,  Dean  of  the  Chapel  and  Professor  of 
Religious  Studies  and  Sociology  at  Beloit  College,  was  invited  to  speak 
at  the  opening  of  the  Assembly  and  Dr.  Shannon  to  lead  in  worship.  A 
panel  of  college  students  enlisted  by  James  H.  Allen  of  UNC-G  is  scheduled 
at  11:00  a.m.  on  April  28  to  discuss  "The  Campus  Looks  at  the  Church." 

The  member  bodies  have  sent  in  names  of  2kS  official  representatives 
qualified  to  vote  in  the  Council's  Assembly. 

Provisional  dates  for  the  1971  Annual  Meeting  are  April  25-28,  with 
the  place  to  be  chosen  on  the  basis  of  invitations  extended. 

10.  Family  Life.    The  Commission  on  Christian  Education  decided  to 
make  Family  Life  its  chief  priority  for  I969-7O.      William  F.  Eastman, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Marriage  Counseling  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry 
of  the  School  of  Medicine  at  IMC,  Chapel  Hill,  heads  this  program.    He  has 
plans  for  a  series  of  discussion  opportunities  focused  on  the  family  life 
of  the  clergyman  to  be  held  later,  April  dates  having  proved  to  be  unsatis- 
factory.   Assistance  is  needed  in  finding  the  area  of  the  State  where  there 
would  be  most  interest  in  this. 

11.  Resort  Area  Ministry.    The  burgeoning  ski  areas  in  Western  North 
Carolina  demanded  a  response  by  the  churches  which  came  in  the  form  of  a 
local  ecumenical  effort  called  the  Resort  Area  Ministry  which  is  providing 
chaplains  for  the  ski  slopes  in  Watauga  and  Avery  Coiinties.    It  is  felt 
that  this  movement  will  also  assist  the  local  population  to  adjust  to  new 
economic  developments  there. 

A  church  leader  at  Myrtle  Beach  asked  for  support  in  a  similar  response 
for  the  coastal  area.    Accordingly  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
assisted  in  planning  and  promoting  the  Southern  Seaboard  Resort  Area 
Ministries  Conference  held  in  May  I969  at  Fort  Caswell  near  Wilmington, 
for  interests  stretching  from  Norfolk  to  Brunswick,  Georgia. 

12.  Scouting.     Donald  A.  Campbell  is  in  charge  of  relationships 
with  Scouting,  particularly  the  ESA.    The  Council's  effort  is  to  continue 
emphasis  on  chaplaincies  in  each  Boy  Scout  camp  and  adequate  training  for 
this  service, 

13.  Ministry  in  Institutions,    Since  the  formation  in  December  19^i|- 
of  the  North  Carolina  Chaplains  Association,  the  Council  has  maintained 
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close  relationship  with  that  organization.,    It  vas  at  the  special  request 
of  its  Executive  Committee  last  year  that  consideration  was  given  in  the 
Council's  reorganization  to  the  thought  of  having  advisory  members  from 
such  groups, as  non-voting  members  of  our  Executive  Board,    The  Association 
met  in  March  at  Pisgah  View  Ranch  near  Asheville  with  Council  representa- 
tives present, 

Ih.    Church  World  Service  (CROP).    CROP  is  the  Community  Hunger 
Appeal  of  Church  World  Service,  administering  the  CWS  Clothing  Appeal. 
Following  the  closing  of  the  Salisbury  CROP  office  toward  the  end  of 
1969  the  Durham  office  of  the  Council  of  Churches  has  assumed  primary 
responsibility  for  the  CWS  Clothing  Program  in  North  Carolina,  working 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  CROP  national  office  at  Elkhart,  Indiana 
and  the  CWS  Clothing  Center  at  New  Windsor,  Maryland,    There  are  thirty- 
five  collection  depots  in  North  Carolina  from  which  the  truck  from  New 
Windsor  gathers  clothing  and  blankets  for  overseas  relief,  the  truck 
having  come  during  the  week  of  February  9  and  coming  again  during  the 
week  of  August  2k,    There  is  special  need  for  children's  clothing 
(especially  lightweight),  layettes, and  blankets  (which  may  be  bought  at 
$3.00  apiece).    Contributions  of  10^  per  pound  and  25^  per  blanket  for 
handling  should  be  sent  to  CWS  Clothing  Appeal,  P.  0,  Remittance  Box  220, 
Elkhart,  Indiana  4651^. 

A  film  strip,  SURROUNDED  BY  LOVE,  describes  the  CWS  Clothing  Appeal 
and  is  good  for  training  and  promotion.    It  is  available  from  the  Council's 
Durham  office, 

15.  The  Commission  on  Religion  in  Appalachia  (CORA).  Seventeen 
denominations  (Protestant,  Anglican,  and  Catholic)  and  ten  state  councils 
of  churches  have  formed  the  Commission  on  Religion  in  Appalachia  in 
response  to  the  needs  of  poverty  and  community  in  the  Appalachian  Region 
which  stretches  from  southern  New  York  State  to  northeastern  Mississippi. 
Twenty -nine  counties  in  North  Carolina  are  in  the  Region.    CORA's  present 
efforts  in  this  State  are  limited  to  a  multi -county  planning  program 
centering  in  Hayes ville  and  an  interest  in  the  Resort  Area  Ministry.  The 
N,  C,  Council  of  Churches  is  investigating  ecumenical  support  to  the 
community  and  human  resource  development  needs  of  the  Cherokee  Indians 

in  the  Qualla  Boundary,  and  also  a  response  to  the  cry  of  poverty  among 
whites  and  blacks  in  the  coves  and  cities  of  Western  North  Carolina.  The 
Executive  Director,  and  the  Director  of  Social  Ministries  attended  the  CORA 
meeting  at  Ridgecrest  last  October,  and  the  Executive  Director  has  been 
at  Board  meetings  in  July,  December  and  early  April.    Another  meeting  of 
CORA  will  be  held  at  Montreat,  October  28-30.    Support  from  CORA  waits 
on  local  initiatives.  r  . 

16.  Under  Consideration,    Research  is  under  way  with  respect  to 
possible  programs  in  other  areas  beside  those  of  the  Cherokee  Indians 
and  the  Appalachian  poor.    Such  research  is  now  being  carried  on  in  the 
Trainable  Series  for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  the  Through- the -Week  Curriculum 
(TTW),  and  a  possible  chain  of  youth  hostels. 
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17.  Local  Ecumenicity.    Under  conviction  that  ecianenicity  is  not 
very  real  and  viable  imless  it  is  local>  che  Council  bas  been  eager 

to  see  more  communities  in  North  Carolina  td.th  ecumenical  structures  which 
can  serve  their  immediate  areas*    This  hope  is  being  realized  as  ve  have 
obseirved  the  formation  of  the  Rovjan  Cooperative  Christian  Ministry,  States - 
ville  Area  Churches  Cooperating,  the  Greater  Hickory  Cooperative  Christian 
Ministry,  and  the  Durham  Religious  Community  Service.    The  State  Co-uncil 
afforded  consultation  at  the  beginning  stages  in  Hickory,  Statesville, 
and  Durham,  and  the  staff  will  be  glad  to  share  with  other  communities 
theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  gained  through  this  experience. 
Counsel  is  also  obtainable  from  the  Raleigh  Council  of  Churches  and  the 
Chapel  Hill  Interchurch  Council  for  Social  Service. 

18.  Distinguished  Service  Award.    Since  announcement  of  the  19^9 
recipient  was  not  made  until  the  Awards    Luncheon  at  Rocky  Mount  last 
April,  record  should  be  made  here  of  the  fact  that  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  was  given  then  to  Mrs.  Ira  C.  Shelley  of  Greensboro,  who 
was  concluding  a  highly  successful  three-year  term  of  office  as  President 
of  Church  Women  United  in  North  Carolina  and  as  one  of  the  Vice-presidents 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches, 

III.  SITE 

At  the  Council's  I969  Assembly  in  Rocky  Mount  approval  was  given 
to  the  Executive  Board's  proposal  that  a  site  be  obtained  for  a  future 
Ecumenical  Center  for  North  Carolina.    A  year  ago  it  was  believed  that 
a  tract  of  six  acres  would  be  available  for  $21,000  within  the  Research 
Triangle  Park,  which  lies  in  the  area  between  Raleigh,  Durham,  and  Chapel 
Hill.    However,  in  May  I969  it  was  discovered  that  the  Research  Triangle 
Board  would  hold  to  its  original  policy  of  admitting  to  the  Park  only 
agencies  devoted  to  scientific  and  technological  research. 

The  Council's  Executive  Board,  convinced  that  the  general  geographical 
location  presents  great  advantages  for  the  coming  decades  and  that  the  time 
is  not  too  distant  when  the  Council  must  have  a  home  of  its  own,  the 
Executive  Board  continued  the  Site  Committee  and  charged  it  with  responsi- 
bility for  finding  a  proper  site  in  that  neighborhood.    The  Site  Committee 
has  been  chaired  by  Vernon  C.  l^son,  and  its  other  members  are:  Bond 
Anderson  III,  James  H.  Lightbourne,  Jr.,  0.  L.  Sherrill,  H.  Shelton  Smith, 
and  (ex  officio)  Samuel  S.  Wiley.    The  search  led  to  a  tract  of  6:07 
acres  in  the  Nelson  Community  of  Durham  County  almost  equi -distant  from 
Raleigh,  Durham,  and  Chapel  Hill,  owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  V7.  Tucker  Parrish 
and  available  for  $15,000.    l^on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  the 
Executive  Board  voted  to  enter  into  a  purchase  agreement  to  be  signed  on 
April  Ik  and  ratified  by  the  Assembly  on  April  28,  1970.    Attorney  Marshall 
T.  Spears,  Jr.  of  Durham  has  drawn  up  the  necessary  papers,  including 
certification  of  title.    Details  of  the  agreement  are  to  be  presented  to 
the  Assembly  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Site  Committee. 
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CONCLUSION 


In  terms  of  Staff,  Program,  and  Site;  then,  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  has  achieved  notable  changes  which  may  he  thought 
of  even  as  mutations  or  perhaps  as  quantum  shifts  in  orbit,  since  the 
move  toward  "Renewal  of  the  Council"  began  twenty-two  months  ago.  For 
the  gains  made,  appreciation  must  be  expressed  to  faithful  Executive 
Board  members,  to  commission  and  committee  personnel,  to  Collins  Kilburn 
and  William  Shipes  and  their  assistants,  to  Jean  Vickers  and  Helen 
Brockwell,  and  very  especially  to  Thomas  A.  Collins  who  is  completing 
two  years  of  inspiring  leadership  as  President  of  the  Council,  His 
devotion  to  the  ecumenical  principle  has  greatly  advanced  the  ideal  and 
its  practical  expressions  within  his  own  denomination  and  within  the 
co-operative  fellowship  which  the  Council  embraces. 

In  realism  it  must  be  noted  at  this  writing  that  the  minimum  proposed 
budget  of  $52,763  for  1970  lacks  $5,977  of  being  assured  and  that  an 
additional  $2^050  would  be  needed  to  meet  urgent  challenges  in  the 
areas  of  Social  Ministries  and  Ministry  with  Youth,    Valiant  efforts 
are  being  made  by  the  Administrative  Committee  and  by  staff  to  close  the 
gap.    Christian  faith  is  confident  that  the  churches  making  up  the  Council 
will  rally  to  its  support.    This  agency  affords  opportunity  for  them  to 
give  substance  to  their  affirmations  of  loyalty  to  the  commission  of 
Christ  to  unite  in  service  to  the  world  for  which  He  gives  Himself, 

The  call  to  such  humanitarian  service  in  Jesus*  name  is  the  new 
evangelism.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 


My  work  with  the  Council  as  Director  of  So'-;ial  Ministries  was  beg\m 
in  September  of  I969,    My  general  function,  as  I  iinderstand  it,  is  to 
assist  the  churches  of  our  constituency  in  "becoming  more  effectively 
involved  in  the  urgent  social  problems  of  our  day  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina.    After  months  on  the  job  I  am  still  in  the  process  of  trying 
to  discover  how  I,  with  the  Coimcil,  can  go  about  this  task  in  the  most 
useful  way.    I  still  have  something  of  the  feeling  of  just  getting  started, 
but  I  think  we  have  made  some  headway  and  have  done  some  significant 
things , 

The  most  engaging  aspect  of  my  work  thus  far  has  been  the  development 
of  a  task  group  on  the  prison  system  of  the  State,    This  group  began  with 
the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Public  Morals  and  has  now  grown  to  include 
many  other  people.    Our  first  aim  is  to  educate  and  sensitize  ourselves 
and  others  to  the  hurts  of  people  in  the  prison  system.    To  this  end  we 
have  held  a  series  of  two-day  seminars  at  Central  Prison  in  Raleigh  for 
ministers  and  other  community  leaders.    Persons  who  have  been  through  one 
of  these  seminars  become  resource  people  and  advocates  in  their  own 
churches  and  communities.    Some  of  us  find  that  we  are  frequently  called 
upon  to  speak  to  groups,  or  to  help  set  up  programs  concerning  prison 
conditions.    This  sensitizing  process  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  Dr. 
Raymond  Horn  who  produced  a  television  documentary,  "A  Century  at  Central 
Prison,"  which  was  shown  on  WT^7D,  Durham,  April  9.     It  is  likely  that  a 
second  documentary,  one  dealing  with  the  entire  atate  system,  will  be 
produced  either  by  Dr.  Horn  and  the  Council  of  Churches  or  by  another 
ecumenical  agency  in  Raleigh,  COMPLEX.    Hopefully,  these  films  will  be 
used  by  many  TV  stations  across  the  State,  and  will  eventually  be  available 
to  church  and  other ' private  groups  for  their  o\m  programming. 

A  second  goal  of  the  prison  task  group  is  to  try  to  make  some  impact 
on  public  policy  and  legislative  action  relating  to  prisons.    We  have 
initiated  conversations  with  legislators  and  public  officials,  and  have 
virged  people  who  have  been  sensitized  to  make  their  concern  known  to  the 
State's  lawmakers.    1^  office  is  developing  a  mailing  list  of  concerned 
groups  and  persons,  and  will  try  to  keep  them  in  touch  with  legislative 
developments. 

It  is  impossible  to  know  where  these  efforts  will  lead.    As  time 
and  energy  permit,  the  concerns  of  the  task  group  will  expand  to  include 
the  juvenile  correction    system  and  other  agencies  and  institutions 
relating  to  the  problems  of  crime  and  correction. 

Another  matter  which  has  commanded  my  attention  has  been  the 
theological  and  ethical  questions  about  therapeutic  abortion.  This 
"  has  been  one  of  the  pressing,  but  largely  unpublicized,  problems  of 
our  society.    Protestant  leaders  have  given  almost  no  attention  to  it. 
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Therefore,  I  have  been  working  with  an  ad  hoc  task  group  designing 
and  executing  a  series  of  one-day  s;>mposiums  on  the  subject  for 
clergymen.    One  of  these  was  held  near  Rueigh;  another  in  Charlotte, 
and  one  is  projected  for  Greensboro  in  June, 

With  COMHjEX,  an  ecumenical  industrial  mission  group,  I  have 
planned  and  held  two  intensive  two-day  conferences  for  church  leaders 
in  the  Raleigh -Durham  area  which  aimed  to  provide  a  fresh  and  vivid 
grasp  of  urban  dynamics,  and  a  propitious  setting  for  exploration  of 
mission  strategy  in  an  urbanizing  environment.    A  unique  aspect  of 
these  conferences  was  the  use  of  an  urban    simulation  game,  a  relatively 
new  educational  tool  which  could  be  very  useful  to  churches. 

Another  matter  which  has  taken  some  of  my  energy  has  been  that  of 
conflict  management.    One  reason  why  ministers  have  not  been  more 
effective  in  providing  leadership  in  areas  of  social  change  is  that 
most  of  us  are  not  skilled  in  handling  conflict.    We  need  help  in 
learning  how  to  recognize  it  when  it  is    coming,  how  to  avoid  it  when 
it  is  not  necessary,  how  to  face  it  when  it  is  present,  how  to  create  it 
when  it  is  needed,  and  how  to  use'  it  for  positive  ends.    With  this  need 
in  mind  a  conflict  management  workshop  was  designed  and  held  in  Southern 
Pines  in  March,    Along  with  lectures  from  various  disciplines  encounter 
group  techniques  were  employed  to  help  get  at  the  emotional  dimensions 
of  the  problem.    The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Mental  Health  was 
enlisted  as  a  co-sponsor.    My  ambition  is  to  see  a  nianber  of  these 
workshops  held  across  the  State  in  the  next  few  years.    The  main  problem 
in  this  regard  ie  finding  a  way  to  finance  such  workshops,  which  are  more 
expensive  than  some  of  the  other  things  I  have  mentioned. 

In  addition  to  working  on  particular  projects,  a  portion  of  my  time 
is  spent  speaking  to  civic,  church,  and  university  groups  on  such  topics 
as:    religion  and  politics,  the  church  and  community  action,  the  church 
and  race  relations,  the  new  morality,  a  Christian  perspective  on  poverty, 
etc. 

Also,  I  have  represented  the  Council  officially  and  sometimes  voa- 
officially  to  a  great  variety  of  social  concern  groups:    North  Carolina 
Good  Neighbor  Council,  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference,  State 
Council  for  Social  Legislation.    Committee  for  Pacial  Justice,  Commission 
on  Religion  in  Appalachia  (CORA),  Agricultural  Policy  Institute,  Department 
of  Religion  and  Extension  of  UNC,  Raleigh  Town  Meeting,  New  Mobilization 
Committee,  American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  COMPLEX,  etc.  Furthermore, 
I  frequently  meet  with  social  action  groups  and  leaders  within  the 
churches.     I  woiild  welcome  more  invitations  to  meet  with  official  social 
action  groups  which  exist  within  every  denomination. 

As  I  survey  the  past  several  months  of  my  work  with  the  Council  and 
try  to  make  some  evaluation  I  am  not  impressed  by  volume  of  good  works. 
We  have  hardly  made  a  splash  in  the  sea  of  social  problems  in  our  State. 
I  do  think  we  have  hit  on  some  things  which  can  be  built  upon  to  become 
significant  in  the  future. 
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Several  limitations  hold  us  back  from  doing  what  we  might.  An 
obvious  one  is  financial,  as  the(re  is  almost  no  program  money  for 
social  ministries  in  the  Council,    Another  limitation  is  organizational. 
We  have  not  had  in  recent  days  structiire  for  effective  planning  and 
implementation  in  social  ministries.    Hopefully^  this  need  will  he  met 
as  the  Council's  restructuring  process  gets  further  along. 

I  am  excited  about  the  new  structure  which  is  developing.    As  I 
understand  it,  it  can  mean  that  the  Office  of  Social  Ministries  vri.ll 
be  a  facilitator  of  the  coming  together  of  the  social  action  resources 
of  the  various  denominations  around  particular  issues  or  problem  areas. 
This  is  the  vision  that  excites  me  -  the  churches  of  the  State  carefully 
selecting  several  targets  in  the  public  sector,  then  joining  together 
and  zeroing  in  or  those  targets  with  the  force  of  unified  strength. 
Contrary  to  what  some  people  feel,  there  is  a  social  conscience  in  the 
Church,  and  the  Church  does  have  power  to  effect  social  change  in  the 
direction  of  making  our  world  more  human.    The  task  is  to  galvanize, 
unify,  and  channel  that  power.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DIRECTOR,  NORTH  CAROLINA  COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHI^S  MIGRANT  PROJECT 
April  1,  1969  -  April  8,  19T0 


On  April  1,  19^9,  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Chxirches  Migrant  Project 
received  its  fifth  grant  from  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportionity  in  the 
amount  of  $201,791«    This  grant  was  intended  for  a  twelve -months  period 
but  with  permission  of  O.E.O.,  was  shortened  to  ten  months.    Thus,  the  sixth 
grant  became  effeptive  February  1,  1970.    At  that  time,  O.E.O,  appropriated 
$298,342  for  implementation  of  the  proposed  program.    On  March  10,  1970, 
another  grant  of  $150,000  was  made  available  for  the  implementation  of  an 
Emergency  Food  and  Medical  Services  program. 

3,705  migrants  and  seasonal  farm  laborers  in  Greene,  Hyde,  Johnston, 
Tyrrell  and  Washington  Counties  benefited  from  the  program  between  April 
1,  1969  and  January  31^  1970.    902  of  them  were  interstate  migrants. 

The  priorities  for  the  fifth  program  year  included  the  following 
components:    economic,  human  and  community  development,  day  care  and 
operation  of  a  woodwork  shop.    On  account  of  the  limited  grant,  rural 
housing  services  were  to  be  explored,  but  not  to  be  implemented.  The 
latter,  however,  were  received  with  such  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
recipients  that  the  first  applications  for  FmHA  loans  were  submitted  at 
the  end  of  May,  I969.    Then,  funds  were  redistributed  to  allow  for  imple- 
mentation of  a  rural  housing  services  program. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  Project  operation  was  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  acquisition  of  sites  to  house  Human  Development  Centers  in  four  of 
the  five  counties.    The  available  space  made  it  possible  to  offer  new 
programs  and  services  as  well  as  to  identify  the  local  operation  with 
a  specific  locale.    Prior  to  that  time,  non-day-care  personnel  had  been 
provided  office  space  in  other  agencies  or  at  the  day  care  centers. 

Economic,  Human  and  Community  Development 

In  May  I969  a  job  development  and  placement  officer  was  added  to  the 
staff  of  the  Migrant  Project  to  contact  businesses  and  industries  with 
regard  to  job  openings  for  which  unemployed  seasonal  farm  laborers  could 
qualify,  and  to  interview  job  applicants,  prepare  them  for  non -agricultural 
employment,  place  them  and  counsel  them  during  the  adjustment  period. 
Early  in  the  fall,  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  this  service  more 
adequately,  two  job  counselors  were  hired.    In  the  near  future,  a  third 
job  covmselor  will  be  employed  to  work  in  Carteret  County.  Supportive 
services  will  be  provided  by  local  agencies.

26  persons  have  been  referred  to  stipend -paying  vocational  training 
programs,  sponsored  under  MDTA, 

In  Greene  Covmty,  participants  whose  educational  deficiencies  keep 
them  from  gainful  employment  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  ABE  and 
GED  program  offered  at  the  Human  Development  Center. 

In  geographic  areas  where  job  opportunities  are  limited  and  industrial 
development  slow,  efforts  have  been  concentrated  on  the  development  of 
cottage  industries,  service  corporations  (see  Day  Care),  and  small 
businesses. 

The  production  of  crafts  has  been  explored  as  a  possible  means  of 
supplementing  the  income  of  seasonal  farm  laborers,    A  craft  survey  in 
Greene,  Hyde  and  Tyrrell  Counties  has  just  been  completed  as  a  basis  for  a 
feasibility  study  to  be  made  by  the  N.  C.  Rural  Fund  for  Development  upon 
request  by  the  Migrant  Project,    Hopefully,  this  will  result  in  obtaining 
a  grant  from  the  Fund  for  the  hiring  of  a  craft  expert  to  conduct  a  feasi- 
bility study,  the  establishment  of  a  craft  co-op,  and  the  employment  of  a 
manager  for  the  first  year  of  operation. 

Experimentation  with  different  types  of  handicrafts  has  resulted  in 
the  creation  of  a  keen  interest  in  the  development  and  improvement  of 
creative  skills,  and  in  additional  income  for  participants.  Several 
concrete  possibilities  have  evolved  and  will  be  followed  up.     In  Greene 
County,  considerable  interest  and  skill  have  been  developed  in  the 
upholstering  of  finrniture.    Not  only  have  participants  benefited  by 
savings  in  the  re -upholstering  of  their  own  furniture,  but  fut\ire  prospects 
for  private  as  well  as  cooperative  businesses  are  good.    In  Tyrrell  County, 
the  making  of  ladies '  hats  has  produced  immediate  earnings  with  real 
marketing  possibilities  in  Durham  and  New  York  City.    In  Hyde  County, 
crab  pots  (traps)  are  being  produced.    Over  300  have  been  sold  to  date. 
Steps  have  already  been  taken  towards  the  organization  of  a  cooperative 
enterprise.    The  function  of  the  co-op  would  be  to  purchase  materials 
at  bulk  rates,  supply  eQ[uipment  and  facilities  if  necessaiy,  and  market 
the  finished  products. 
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Lenoir  Commimity  College  and  Beaufort  Technical  Institute  have 
provided  instructors  for  l6  adult  education  courses  covering  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects  such  as  AEE,  GED,  skill  training,  health,  nutrition, 
etc.    All  courses  were  offered  upon  requests  of  program  participants. 
Students  have  not  only  increased  their  own  knowledge  and  acquired  new 
skills,  but  have  also  learned  to  function  as  a  group. 

In  order  to  arouse  awareness  of  and  interest  in  community  affairs, 
participants  in  all  areas  have  been  encouraged  to  organize  themselves. 
They  have  elected  slates  of  officers  and  meet  once  a  month  to  discuss 
program,  group  and  community  affairs. 

Besides  these  group  activities,  the  Human  Development  Center 
personnel  have  counseled  individuals  and  families,  have  visited  partici- 
pants in  their  homes  and  discussed  with  them,  on  an  individual  basis, 
home  management,  child  care,  etc.,  and  have  assisted  families  in  emergen- 
cies.   They  have  referred  people  to  other  agencies  and,  if  necessary, 
provided  transportation. 

Day  Care 

With  the  beginning  of  the  1969/70  grant  year,  the  Migrant  Project 
had  funds  to  care  for  only  80  children.    This  would  have  necessitated 
the  dismissal  of  hO  children.    When  this  fact  was  presented  to  the  groups 
at  their  monthly  meetings, the  program  participants  decided  to  raise  the 
additional  funds  locally  to  keep  the  enrollment  at  120.    This  was  done  by 
means  of  dinners,  contests,  contributions,  etc.    Through  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction,  the  Special  Food  Service  Program  for  Children  became 
available  and  paid  for  most  of  the  food  cost.    The  same  program  paid  75^ 
of  the  cost  of  new  kitchen  equipment.    The  remaining  25^  vas  raised  locally 
also,  : 

Over  the  years,  the  Migrant  Project  has  been  able  to  arouse  the 
interest  of  parents  and  other  citizens  in  proper  child  care.    As  a  result, 
three  non-profit  organizations  have  been  formed,    CHILD,  TOTS,  and 
Hy-TRY  were  incorporated  in  January  1970  and  have  assumed  full  responsi- 
bility for  the  day  care  centers  formerly  operated  by  the  Migrant  Project, 
The  Project,  in  turn,  has  agreed  to  purchase  day  care  for  76  children  from 
these  corporations.    Furthermore,  the  Project  will  render  technical 
assistance  and  will  place  12  training  aides  in  these  centers.  Through 
this  new  development  day  care  services  have  become  available  to  a  wider 
segment  of  the  community.    Depending  upon  proper  management,  these 
centers  may  become  permanent  institutions.    Other  agencies  purchasing 
care  from  these  corporations  include  the  Council  on  Mental  Retardation, 
CAA's  and  Social  Services  (in  the  near  future).    These  day  care  centers 
were  set  up  for  the  benefit  of  low  income  people,  ■  In  order  that  their 
voice  be  heard  and  respected,  the  By  Laws  require  that  51?^  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  be  elected  from  the  low  income  bracket. 
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Rural  Housing  Services 


Most  of  the  efforts  of  this  program  have  boen  directed  towards 
self-help  housing.  The  self-help  technique  does  produce  housing  at 
lower  cost,  although  at  a  slower  pace. 

The  beginning  of  this  program  dates  hack  to  the  lattei*  part  of 
May.    ^  the  time  a  specialist  had  been  hired  in  November,  twenty 
applications  had  already  been  submitted  to  Farmers  Home  Administration 
in  Hyde  County,    Since  then  eleven  have  been  added  and  the  status  of 
these  applications  is  as  follows: 

1,  Eleven  have  been  viewed  with  favor  for  self-help  housing; 

2,  Six  have  been  viewed  with  favor  for  contractor -built  homes; 

3,  Fourteen  have  been  declined  or  have  dropped  out  for  other 
reasons. 

Progress  has  not  been  as  rapid  as  hoped,  but  the  following  accomplishments 
are  significant* 

1*    The  self-help  housing  program  in  Hyde  County  has  been  approved 
by  the  National  Office  of  FmHA; 

2,  A  construction  supervisor  has  been  hired  who  is  training 
applicants  in  the  woodwork  shop; 

3.  Six  families  have  been  organized  and  have  formed  the  Lake 
Mattamuskeet  Self -Help  Housing  Association.    The  first 
official  meeting  was  held  on  March  17,  1970. 

Since  then 

a.  House  plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for 
each  family 

b.  A  complete  tool  kit  has  been  purchased  for  each  family 

c.  Pre -construction  educational  meetings  are  being  held 
weekly  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  subjects  related 
to  home  ownership 

d.  Land  options  for  building  sites  are  being  obtained 

k,    A  back-hoe/front-end  loader  has  been  leased  from  Ford  Motor  Company. 
Act\jal'  construction  is  anticipated  to  start  in  the  early  part 
of  May,    Uhls  still  depends  upon  clarification  of  legal  matters, 
such  as  title  searches  for  prospective  building  sites. 

Woodwork  Shop 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  woodwork  shop  is  to  provide  vocational 
training.    The  shop  was  completely  equipped  in  the  spring  of  I969  and 
an  instructor  was  hired  to  train  participants. 
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Basic  carpentry  skills  are  being  taught  and  this  has  been  very 
profitable  for  many  of  the  participants.    One  person  has  gained  full- 
time  employment  because  of  the  training  received  in  the  shop.  Others 
have  been  able  to  supplement  their  income  by  making  tables  and  screen 
doors  for  people  in  the  community. 

During  the  past  year,  the  County  Extension  Home  Economics  Agent 
has  been  conducting  classes  in  refinishing  furnittare  in  the  shop. 
This  has  provided  practical  training  in  repairing  and  refinishing 
furniture,  and  has  resulted  in  substantial  savings  as  well.  Recently, 
several  participants  have  expressed  an  interest  in  making  small  items 
(toys,  nursery  equipment,  etc)  to  sell.    The  Project  is  presently 
making  a  study  to  determine  marketing  possibilities  for  these  items. 
This  may,  laltimately,  result  in  the  formation  of  a  co-operative. 

The  woodwork  shop  also  serves  as  a  supporting  component  for  the 
self-help  housing  program.    The  following  housing  activities  will  be 
conducted  in  the  shop:    (a)  the  teaching  of  basic  carpentry,  (b)  the 
building  of  kitchen  cabinets  and  (c)  the  prefabri cation  of  portions 
of  the  houses. 

Emergency  Food  and  Medical  Services  Program 

This  latest  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Migrant  Project  is  intended 
to  assist  migrant  and  seasonal  farm  laborers  in  procuring  food  in  times 
of  emergencies.    Whereas  all  other  phases  of  the  Project  are  implemented 
in  North  Carolina,  EFMSP  is  available  to  eligible  persons  in  all  states 
east  of  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Rivers,    Any  private  non-profit  organ- 
ization or  public  agency  may  apply  to  the  Migrant  Project  for  funds  for 
the  distribution  of  food.    In  times  of  crisis,  a  seasonal  farm  laborer 
may  receive  up  to  $1,00  per  day,  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  $30  per 
family  member.

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REPORT  OF  MINISTER  WITH  YOUTH 


In  the  simmer  of  I969  occurred  the  first  result  of  the  Council's 
effort  since  the  demise  of  the  United  Christian  Youth  Movement  to 
develop  a  model  of  community -oriented  ecumenical  youth  ministry  in 
the  State,    In  July,  nine  high  school  students  spent  eleven  days  living 
together  with  five  graduate  student  counselors  and  working  as  volunteers 
at  mental  health  and  juvenile  correctional  institutions  in  Butner,  North 
Carolina*    Evaluations  were  favorable,  and  educational  benefits  for 
participants  were  felt  to  he  valuable  by  everyone  involved. 

Plans  are  currently  being  pursued  for  a  longer-term  program  for 
the  summer  of  1970,    Paid  internships  are  being  sought  by  the  Minister 
with  Youth  for  high  school  upperclassraen  and  June>  1970,  high  school 
graduates.    Such  internships  are  being  sought  in  Triangle -area  public 
service  agencies  and  institutions,  government -operated  and  privately 
operated.    Weekend  symposia  and  seminars  for  the  interns  are  to  be 
planned  for  several  weekends  throughout  this  summer  for  the  purposes  of 
sharing  experiences  and  interpretation  of  experiences  and  placements. 
Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  idea  of  providing  such  oppor-.  . 
tunities  for  group  gatherings,  sharing  of  experiences,  and  interpretive 
programs  not  only  for  youths  placed  in  internships  by  the  Council,  but 
also  for  young  people  in  the  Triangle  area  who  will  have  secured  their 
own  summer  jobs.    At  the  end  of  the  summer  plans  call  for  a  two-week 
program  similar  to  that  conducted  last  summer,  except  that  participants 
will  be  working  as  volunteers  in  less  institutionalized,  less  structured, 
and  smaller-scale  settings,  such  as  independent  nev/spapers,  poor  people's 
community  organizations,  experimental  schools,  etc.    Such  an  experience 
should  provide  exposure  to  and  involvement  in  a  different  kind  of  approach 
to  social  problems. 

In  addition  to  the  attempts  to  establish  a  summer-project  model  of 
ecumenical  youth  ministry,  the  Committee  on  Youth  Ministry  has  also  been 
engaged  in  trying  to  achieve  more  youth  participation  and  representation 
in  Council  structure  and  activities  on  all  levels.    Some  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  regard,  but  much  more  needs  to  be  done  to  insure  such 
involvement  of  youth  in  the  Council,    It  is  hoped  that  such  a  thrust 
will  follow  from  the  anticipated  reorganization  of  the  Council's  structure.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMISSION  ON  CHP.ISTM  EDUCATION 


The  Commission  on  Christian  Education  has  "been  concerned  with  a 
variety  of  activities.     In  each  of  these  areas  it  has  had  a  chairman  or 
contact  person,  and  in  some  instances  a  committee.    These  are  as  follows:

Under  Dr,  William  F.  Eastman,  Assistant  Professor  of  Marriage 
Counseling  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  Family  Life  Education  Committee 
projected  a  series  of  three  institutes  primarily  for  ministers  and  their 
wives.    While  the  initial  response  to  this  effort  was  encouraging,  the 
actual  number  of  registrations  for  the  institutes  was  not  sufficient  to 
hold  themo    However,  the  committee  is  convinced  of  the  soundness  of  the 
project  and  another  attempt  will  be  made  in  the  future. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  with  Youth  has  several  activities  and 
concerns.    It  is  sponsoring  a  Ifesk  Force  for  Youth  1970  directed  by 
Harmon  L,  Wray,    This  is  an  experimental  ministry  with  senior-high 
students. 

This  committee  is  deeply  concerned  about  the  place  of  youth  in  the 
Council  of  Churches,    At  its  meeting  on  February  h,  1970  it  took  the 
following  actions, 

(a)  "The  Committee  wished  to  convey  to  the  Executive  Board  its 
desire  for  the  continviation  of  a  component  for  Youth  Ministry 
within  the  new  Council  struct-ure," 

(b)  "The  Committee  on  Ministry  with  Youth  recommends  that  youth 
and  young  adults  be  chosen,  each  in  significant  numbers,  for 
membership  at  all  levels  of  the  Co;incil's  decision-making  and 

'  program  structures," 

The  committee  also  approved  "That  the  Executive  Board  arrange  to 
have  an  Order  of  the  Day  on  April  28  during  which  a  panel  of  college 
students  might  present  some  reflections  on  how  the  church  is  viewed  from 
the  college  campus." 
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The  Commission  on  Christian  Education  (or  Christian  Nurture) 
continues  to  seek  vays  in  which  it  can  function  most  efficiently  within 
the  budgetary  limits  under  which  it  operates  and  in  response  to  the 
opportunities  and  needs  presented  to  it.

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REPORT  ON  TELEVISION,  RADIO,  MD  AUDIO-VISUALS 


The  past  year  has  heen  a  very  exciting  one  for  television,  radio 
and  audio-vismls  in  North  Carolina 

The  radio  broadcast,  "The  Week  in  Religion,"  is  continuing  each 
Sunday  at  8:05  a.m.  on  WPTF,  Raleigh.    The  program  is  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  Raleigh  Ministerial  Association  and  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  with  Pastor  John  W,  Cobb  reporting. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  in  cooperation  with  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  laimched 
a  new  thirty-minute  program  during  the  year  entitled,  "Encounter."  This 
program  has  met  with  instant  success.    It  began  on  WTVD,  Durham,  at 
10:00  a.m.  on  Sunday  morning,  and  has  now  been  changed  to  11:30.  The 
station  hopes,  to  get  it  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  basis  in  the  very  near 
future.    The  program  is  also  carried  on  VJFBC,  Greenville,  S.  C,  which 
serves  western  North  Carolina. 

Also  during  the  year  the  Committee  on  Radio  and  TV  launched  into 
a  series  of  specials.    These  specials  have  been  used  in  prime  times  on 
stations  across  the  State.    The  first,  "The  Now  Generation  at  Chapel  Hill 
High,"  was  shown  in  prime  time  on  WTVD.    The  second  special  which  premiered 
on  April  9  at  8:30  p.m.,  entitled,  "A  Century  at  Central  Prison,"  is 
scheduled  for  Educational  TV  on  May  3  at  7:00  p.m.  and  is  currently  being 
considered  for  WFMY-TV,  WNSE-TV,  and  WSOC-TV,  also  for  showing  in  prime 
time. 

"News  of  the  Chiorch, "  a  fifteen-minute  TV  news  report  of  religious 
events,  continues  to  be  carried  on  stations  across  the  State. 

The  newly  formed  TV,  Radio,  and  Audio-Visuals  Committee  of  the' 
Council  of  Churches  is  currently  discussing  a  series  of  communication 
workshops  for  I97O  which  would  be  held  in  five  or  six  locations  in 
North  Carolina,    This  workshop  wolild  provide  communications  skills  in 
radio  and  television  to-  -help  the  local  minister  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  he  has  in  his  own  community  to  participate  in  mass  media. 
There  would  also  be  an  audio-visual  workshop  which  would  demonstrate  the 
latest  equipment,  techniques,  and  resources  in  this  field. 

The  opportunities  in  mass  media  for  the  Church  have  not  yet  been 
fully  realized.    It  is  the  hope  of  your  committee  that  this  year  the 
opportunities  for  service  and  the  responsibility  for  concern  over 
commercial  programming  will  be  effectively  brought  to  the  attention  of 
chtirchmen  across  the  State,

Article  B/"  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Worth  Carolina  Coiancil  of  Chtirches 
stipulates  the  make-up  of  the  Council *s  Assemhly  as  follows: 

"1.    The  governing  body  of  the  Council  shall  be  an  Assembly 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the  member  communions  and 
individual  churches,  as  follows: 

a.  Bach  member  communion  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
12  representatives  for  its  first  20,000  communicants  or  major 
portion  thereof,  and  in  addition  3  for  each  10,000  communicants 
over  the  first  20,000  up  to  50,000  and  one  for  each  10,000  or 
major  fraction  thereof  over  50,000,  with  due  regard  to  the 
adequate  representation  of  ministers,  laymen,  laywomen  and 
yoving  people, 

b.  If  a  communion  should  include  two  or  more  jurisdic- 
tional \mits  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  the  number  of 
representatives  from  such  communion  shall  be  divided  among  the 
jurisdictional  units  as  agreed  by  the  highest  officers  of  the 
jurisdictional  units, 

c.  Each  individual  church  or  congregation  that  holds 
membership  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  representative,.,."
